TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
GENERAL  PURPOSES  COMMITTEE. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Report  for  the  year 
1902,  upon  the  vital  and  sanitary  condition  of  the 
Administrative  County  of  Middlesex. 

The  late  period  at  which  some  of  the  Reports  from  the 
Districts  are  received,  and  the  vacation  period  following 
shortly  after,  delay  the  compilation  of  the  Report  for  the 
County  until  the  AutumD.  The  smallpox  epidemic  possibly 
conti  ibuted  to  the  delay  in  some  instances,  but  when  the 
delays  throw  the  County  Report  over  the  vacation  it  causes 
another  month’s  delay,  and  the  compilation  of  the  Report 
is  a  long  task. 

I  he  number  of  Annual  Reports  received  from  the 
Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  the  Urban  and  Rural  Districts 
of  the  County  was  29  and  4  respectively,  corresponding 
with  the  number  of  Urban  and  of  Rural  Districts.  All  the 
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33  Reports  were  printed,  except  that  of  Greenford,  which 
was  type- written.  Some  of  the  Reports  have  uncorrected 
errors  either  of  printing-  or  of  transcription,  so  that  the 
same  fact  is  represented  by  different  figures  in  different 
places,  this  is  coufusing  and  takes  considerable  time  to 
rectify. 

The  tables  of  vital  statistics  supplied  by  the  Local 
Government  Board,  in  the  new  form,  appeared  in  or  accom¬ 
panied  nearly  every  Report.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  for 
the  sake  of  accuracy  and  uniformity — two  essential  qualities 
in  statistics— the  Local  Government  Board’s  tables  will 
always  appear  in  every  Report  in  future  years. 


The  tables  as  to  sanitation  supplied  by  the  County 
Council  were  appended  to  nearly  all  the  Reports,  either  in 
full  or  abbreviated,  in  manuscript  or  in  print.  In  a  few 
instances,  different  forms  of  classification  were  adopted, 
rendering  extraction  difficult,  and  in  a  few  impossible. 


The  administrative  table,  showing  the  Adoptive  Acts, 
Bye-laws,  and  Regulations  in  force  in  each  of  the  Districts 
of  the  County,  still  remains  incomplete. 

The  tables  in  the  text  relating  to  the  notification  of 
infectious  diseases,  isolation  hospitals,  ambulances,  and 
disinfecting  chambers  have  been  brought  up  to  date. 


The  map  prefacing  the  Report  shows  graphically  the 
zymotic  death  rate  in  each  of  the  Districts  of  the  County. 
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After  some  additional  results  of  the  census  of  1901,  the 
rest  of  the  Report,  as  in  previous  years,  has  been  divided 
into  three  parts  :  the  first  relating  to  the  County  as  a 
whole,  the  second  consisting  of  summaries  of  the  Reports 
of  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  and  the  third  containing 
the  statistical  tables.

Additional  Notes  on  the  Results  of  tiie  Census,  1901. 

The  main  results  of  the  Census  of  1901  in  reference  to 
the  Districts  of  the  County  of  Middlesex,  were  set  out  in 
the  Report  for  1901.  Some  additional  facts  as  to  ceitain 
social  conditions  and  certain  age  distributions  in  the 
districts,  which  are  of  interest,  are  set  out  in  the  two* 
following  tables. 

The  first  table  shows  in  the  second  column  that  the 
smallest  percentage  of  married  or  widowed  women 
engaged  in  occupations  was  found  in  Southall-Norwood, 
followed  by  Friern  Barnet,  Hornsey  and  Enfield ;  and  the- 
largest  percentage  in  Acton,  followed  by  Brentford  and 
Hendon  Urban  District.  In  the  third  column,  that  the 
largest  percentage  of  female  domestic  indoor  servants- 
was  found  in  Ealing  (Borough),  followed  by  Harrow, 
Hornsey,  and  Finchley,  and  the  smallest  in  Edmonton, 
Tottenham,  and  Southall-Norwood  Urban  Districts.  In 
the  fourth  column,  that  the  smallest  percentage  of  one  and 
two-room  tenement  dwellings  was  in  Southall-Norwood 
and  Harrow  Urban  Districts,  and  in  the  Rural  Districts; 
the  former  districts  were  affected  no  doubt  by  the  Hanwell 
Asylum  and  the  Harrow  School  ;  and  that  the  largest  was  in 
Willesden,  Acton,  Hendon,  and  Tottenham  Urban  Districts. 
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In  the  fifth  and  sixth  columns  it  is  seen  that  in  Edmonton 
the  number  of  males  preponderated  considerably  over  the 
number  of  females,  also  in  a  lesser  degree  in  Staines, 
Greenford,  and  Kingsbury  Urban  Districts,  whilst  in  a 
number  of  districts  the  preponderance  of  females  is  shown, 
and  in  some  this  is  very  marked. 

In  the  second  table  the  numbers  of  the  population  at 
certain  ages  are  stated.  Two  facts  stand  out  prominently 
here.  The  number  of  persons  under  10  years  of  age  is 
more  than  one-third  of  those  over  10  years  in  Edmonton 
and  Hanwell,  and  less  than  one-fourth  of  those  over 
10  years  of  age  in  Ealing,  Hornsey,  Friern  Barnet, 
Hampton  Wick  Urban  Districts,  and  Hendon  Rural.

CHAPTER  I.  — VITAL  STATISTICS. 


Section  1. — Public  Institutions. 

From  the  following  statistics,  the  population,  births 
and  deaths  in  large  hospitals,  asylums  and  workhouses,  not 
belonging  to  the  County,  or  any  District  of  the  County,  are 
altogether  excluded.  Schools  and  homes,  and  those 
hospitals,  asylums  and  workhouses  belonging  to  the 
County,  or  any  District  of  the  County,  are,  for  the  most 
part,  included.  The  County  Asylum  is  situated  outside  the 
County. 

With  regard  to  the  workhouses  of  the  Poor  Law  Unions, 
wholly  or  partly  within  the  County,  corrections  are  made 
in  many  of  the  Deports,  especially  in  reference  to  deaths, 
but  it  is  difficult  to  tabulate  the  statistics  of  the  work- 
houses  for  want  of  information,  as  seen  in  the  table  below . 
At  the  census  of  1901,  the  number  of  inmates  in  the 
Edmonton  Union  Workhouse,  situated  in  Edmonton  Urban 
District,  was  714  ;  in  the  Hendon  Union  Workhouse, 
situated  in  Hendon  Urban  District,  was  309 ;  in  the 
Brentford  Union  Workhouse  aud  Infirmary,  situated  in 
Isleworth  Parish  of  Heston  and  Isleworth  Urban  District, 
was  68<S;  in  the  Staines  Union  Workhouse,  situated  in 
Stairwell  Parish  of  Staines  Rural  District,  was  250  ;  of  the 
Uxbridge  Union  Workhouse,  situated  in  Hillingdon  East 
Parish,  of  Uxbridge  Rural  District,  was  213  ;  of  the  Barnet 
Union  Workhouse,  situated  in  Chipping  Barnet,  Hertford¬ 
shire,  was  242,  and  the  workhouse  of  the  Kingston  Union 
is  also  situated  outside  the  County,  namely,  in  Surrey. 
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It  has  been  pointed  out  that  the  best  way  to  overcome 
the  difficulty  of  distribution  would  be  for  each  workhouse 
to  issue,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  a  summary  of  its  statistics, 
giving’  in  the  Local  Government  Board  forms  the  figures 
as  lo  population,  births,  deaths,  and  ages  and  causes  of 
deaths,  with  regard  to  each  Sanitary  District  of  the  Union 
stated  as  separate  localities,  and  to  supply  each  of  these 
separate  localities,  or  Districts,  with  a  copy,  and  if  the 
County  Council  were  also  supplied  with  copies  of  the 
Returns  from  all  the  Union  Workhouses,  a  complete 
account  of  the  statistics  of  Unions,  stated  separately  and 
conjointly,  could  appear  in  the  Annual  Reports. 

Population  in  Public  Institutions. 

In  the  table  below,  and  in  the  summaries  in  this  Report, 
the  populations  will  be  found  stated  where  recorded  in  the 
Reports  of  the  Districts  for  the  year. 

Births  in  Public  Institutions. 

The  number  of  births  that  have  taken  place  in 
workhouses  have  been  recorded  where  found  stated  in  the 
District  Reports. 

Deaths  in  Public  Institutions. 

Unless  the  whole  facts  are  stated  completely  with 
regard  to  public  institutions,  namely,  population,  births, 
deaths,  and  ages  and  causes  of  deaths,  and  the  necessary 
corrections  made  in  the  District  Reports,  it  is  difficult  to 
deal  with  them  in  the  completest  manner,  although  the 
results  may  be  regarded  as  approximately  comparable. 
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Poor  Law  Union  Workhouses  and  the  Districts  composing  the  Unions-  continued. 
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In  connection  with  Public  Institutions  some  remarks 
made  by  Dr.  E.  J.  Steegman  (Heston  and  Isleworth  Urban 
District)  referring  to  Hounslow  Barracks  may  appropriately 
be  quoted  here  : — 

“12  deaths  occurred  in  Hounslow  Barracks,  and,  as 
34  births  were  registered  as  taking  place  there,  the  infant 
mortality  rate  for  the  Barracks  works  out  at  352*99  per 
1,000  births.”

“  The  abnormally  high  infantile  mortality  rate  cf  Houns¬ 
low  Barracks  appears  to  be  a  grave  reflection  on  the 
sanitary  condition  existing  there.  The  Barracks,  though 
situated  near  to  Hounslow,  and  in  close  contact  with  the 
town,  are  not  in  any  way  under  the  sanitary  control  of  the 
Local  Authority,  and  the  Health  Department  has  no  means 
of  knowing  either  the  general  state  of  the  establishment 
as  regards  public  health,  or  the  amount  of  infectious 
disease  existing  therein.”

“  Cases  of  infectious  disease  that  occur  in  the  Barracks, 

or  other  Government  property,  are  not  notified  to  this 

Council,  so  that  records  are  not  received  from  a  large 

portion  of  the  population.  The  Health  Department  is  of 

course  not  responsible  for  preventing  the  spread  of 

infection  in  the  Barracks,  but  the  people  inhabiting  them 

mix  with  others  in  the  District,  and  many  of  the  Barrack 

children  attend  the  public  schools.  It  would  therefore  be 

of  material  benefit,  and  of  great  assistance,  in  tracing  the 

origin  of  any  case  of  infectious  disease,  could  we  be 

informed  of  the  existence  of  any  such  case  in  the 
Barracks.”

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4*  6  cases  of  Small-pox  were  admitted  from  the  Barracks, 
under  an  arrangement  with  the  War  Office.  They  were 
all  men,  and  their  average  ag’e  was  1 9 *8.  Their  average 
stay  in  hospital  was  45-5  days ;  hut  this  was  due  to  the 
fact  that  two  of  the  cases  were  exceptionally  severe,  and 
remained  GO  and  / 5  days  respectively.  The  average  of 
the  other  four  was  34*5.  Two  of  the  men  had  never  been 
vaccinated.  Two  had  been  vaccinated  in  infancy.  One 
was  doubtful,  and  one  had  been  done  two  years  before* 
Although  all  the  men  were  soldiers,  and  in  some  instances 
under  orders  to  sail  for  South  Africa,  not  one  of  them  had 
been  re-vaccinated  on  joining  the  Army/’ 

Section  II. — Population  of  the  Districts  ani> 

of  the  County. 

As  in  previous  Reports,  the  estimate  of  the  population 
made  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  with  his  local 
knowledge,  has  been  taken  as  the  basis  for  the  statistics  of 
each  District,  and  collectively  for  the  County. 

Mr.  J.  Hope  says,  with  regard  to  Hanwell — “  As  may 
be  easily  guessed  by  residents  the  population  has  increased 
enormously.  The  rapid  changes  that  have  taken  place 
during  the  past  couple  of  years  has  altered  the  character 
of  the  district  completely,  ic  is  no  longer  a  village  but  a 
rapidly  developing  suburb,  the  increased  facility  and 
cheapness  for  workpeople  to  reach  their  places  of  business 
chiefly  due  to  the  service  of  electric  cars  which  pass  along 
the  main  or  Uxbridge  Road,  which  practically  bisects  our 
District,  accounts  for  this  rapid  change,  as  well  as  the 
natural  atP  activeness  of  the  place  as  a  residential  suburb* 
Under  these  conditions  it  is  extremely  difficult  to  estimate 
at  all  accurately  the  number  of  the  population.” 


Section  III. — Births  and  Birth-rates. 


The  highest  birth-rate  per  1,000  of  population  occurred 
in  the  Southall-Norwood  Urban  District,  36*6  ;  followed  by 
the  Edmonton  Urban,  34-7 ;  the  Brentford  Urban,  34-7 ; 
the  Wealdstone  Urban,  34'4  ;  the  Tottenham  Urban,  31*7  ; 
the  Willesden  Urban,  31*4;  and  the  Enfield  Urban 
District,  30’6 

The  lowest  birth-rate  occurred  in  Greeaford  Urban 
District,  16*0 ;  followed  by  Hampton  Wick  Urban,  17-3; 
and  Hornsey  Urban  District,  20*7. 

The  birth-rates  per  1,000  of  population  of  the  Urban 
Districts,  the  Rural  Districts,  the  County,  England  and 
Wales,  the  76  Great  Towns,  Registration  London,  and  the 
Outer  Ring  of  London,  are  set  out  in  the  following  table  : — ■

Section  V.— Ages  at  Death. 

Ihe  infantile  mortality,  or  deaths  under  one  year  of  a<>'e 
to  every  thousand  births  during  the  year,  is  an  accurate 
measure  of  the  mortality  of  infants,  because  the  correct 
number  of  births  and  deaths  during  the  year  are  known 
as  a  basis  for  the  calculation,  and  it  is  one  of  the  tests  of 
the  social  and  sanitary  condition  of  a  District. 
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In  the  Greenford  Urban  District  the  numbers  are  so 
small  that  a  comparison  cannot  be  fairly  made,  5  deaths 
under  1  year,  and  16  births,  producing’  an  infantile  mor¬ 
tality  of  312*5  per  1,000  births. 


Omitting1  Greenford,  the  highest  infantile  mortality 
occurred  in  Brentford,  176*6  per  .1,000  births  ;  followed  by 
Heston  and  Isleworth,  156*6;  Acton,  149*8;  Hampton, 
147/9  ;  and  Edmonton,  143*7. 

The  lowest  death-rate  of  infants  occurred  in  Harrow, 
67*7;  followed  by  Wembley,  76*9;  Hornsey,  82*4 ;  and 
Southgate,  83*5.

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CHAPTER  II.— INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Section  I. — Notification  and  Diseases. 

(a.)  Notifiable  Diseases. 

The  notification  of  infectious  disease  is  in  force  in  every 
District  of  the  Administrative  County.  In  the  Willesden 
District  compulsory  notification  has  been  in  force  since 
1887  under  a  Local  Act,  but  in  all  the  other  Districts 
the  Infectious  Diseases  (Notification)  Act,  1889,  was  adopted 
between  1889  and  1892.  The  date  when  notification  came 

c  : 

into  force  in  each  District  is  stated  in  the  table  below.  The 
Act  was  in  force  in  Sunbury  in  1890,  prior  to  its  separation 
from  the  Staines  Rural  District;  in  Wealdstone  and 
TV  embley  in  1891,  prior  to  their  severance  from  the  Hendon 
Rural  District;  and  in  Kingsbury,  prior  to  its  severance 
from  Wembley  Urban  District. 

It  will  be  observed  that,  prior  lo  or  in  1894,  Friern 
Barnet,  Hampton,  Hendon,  Heston  and  Isle  worth  Urban 
Districts,  and  Hendon  Rural  District,  added  measles  to  the 
notifiable  diseases  scheduled  in  the  Act,  and  that  Hendon 
Urban  District  also  added  whooping-cough ;  that  the 
resolutions  making  these  diseases  notifiable  were  rescinded 
or  the  period  expired  in  1894  in  the  Heston  and  Isleworth 
Urban  and  the  Hendon  Rural  Districts,  and  in  1896  in  the 
Friern  Barnet  Urban,  and  Hendon  Urban  Districts ;  and  that 
they  were  again  adopted,  in  1896,  in  the  Friern  Barnet 
Urban,  and  Heston  and  Isleworth  Urban  Districts,  and  again 
rescinded  by  the  latter  in  July,  1901.  In  the  number 
of  cases  notified  and  quoted  in  the  third  column  of  the 
table  below,  measles  and  whooping-cough  have  not  been 
included. 

To  the  table  below  is  also  added  a  column  in  reference 
to  the  Infectious  Diseases  (Prevention)  Act,  1890,  and  a 
note  made,  when  known,  where  adopted: —

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Of  the  generally  lion-notifiable  diseases,  it  will  be 
observed  that  only  in  the  Districts  of  Friern  Barnet  and 
Hampton  is  measles  a  permanently  notifiable  disease. 
The  number  of  cases  notified  in  these  two  districts 
during  1S02  was,  respectively,  186  and  53. 

Chickenpox  is  also  a  disease  that  is  generally  non- 
notifiable,  but  during  the  recent  smallpox  epidemic  wrns 
made  temporarily  notifiable  by  many  Sanitary  Authorities. 
The  cases  of  this  disease  are  not  included  in  the  preceding 
table,  but  the  number  notified  in  each  District  is  set  out  in 
the  LuG.B.  Table  III  (a)  in  Fart  III.  From  this  it  appears 
that  in  23  of  the  33  Districts  in  the  county  chickenpox 
was  made  a  notifiable  disease  for  a  longer  or  a  shorter 
period  during  the  prevalence  of  smallpux. 


Bacteriological  Diagnosis. 

The  Infectious  Diseases  (Notification)  Act,  1890,  is 
facilitated  in  its  working  by  the  bacteriological  examina¬ 
tion  of  the  throat  secretions  in  diphtheria,  and  of  the  blood 
in  typhoid  fever  ;  and  amongst  non-notifiabie  diseases,  the 
diagnosis  of  phthisis  is  also  facilitated  by  examination  of 
the  sputum. 

In  some  Districts  arrangements  have  been  made  for 
one  or  more  of  these  forms  of  examination. 

Dr.  Sydney  Ransome  (Southgate  U.D.)  expresses  the 
following  opinion  upon  the  results  : — - 

c;  The  diagnosis  outfits  provided  by  the  Council  for  the 
use  of  medical  practitioners  in  the  District  for  sending 
morbid  specimens  from  suspected  cases  of  diphtheria, 
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typhoid .  fever,  and  phthisis  to  the  Jenner  Institute  of 
reventive  Medicine  for  bacteriological  examination  and 
report  have  been  made  full  use  of,  and  continue  to  be  of 
great  service  in  establishing  a  correct  diagnosis  of  these 
diseases,  to  the  advantage  of  the  general  public  health,  as 
wed  as  of  those  more  immediately  concerned  ” 


Er.  F.  TV.  Andrew  (Hendon  Urban  District)  reports 
upcn  this  subject  that— 

“The  importance  of  Bacteriology  in  this  complaint 
is  we  mown,  and  all  suspicious  throats  should  be 
bacteriological!}-  examined,  and  antitoxin,  our  sheet  anchor 
m  the  preventive  treatment,  should  be  at  once  employed 
when  cases  are  diagnosed,  and  the  earlier  the  better,  as  it 

can  do  no  harm,  and  ail  contacts  should  have  a  pro- 
pnylactic  dose  as  well. 


“  This  is  a  disease  especially  fatal  in  young  children, 
an<  I  wish  once  again  to  draw  attention  to  the  lack  of 
lospital  accommodation  for  such  cases.  I  am  constantly 
avmg  urgent  appeals  from  parents  for  such  cases  to  be 
lemoved,  but  still  I  have  to  give  the  same  reply  “  We 
have  no  accommodation."  The  attempts  to  isolate  such 
cases  in  the  homes  of  the  poor  are  generally  futile,  and 
other  children  are  attacked.  It  is  a  disease  which  so 
urgently  requires  careful  nursing  and  often  surgical 
treatment  at  short  notice,  that  the  only  possible  way  of 
tackling  the  question  is  to  build  a  suitable  hospital. 


My  Council  have  had  the  matter  under  consideration, 
and  I  trust  soon  something  will  be  done.” 
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Smallpox. 

In  1901-1902  an  epidemic  of  smallpox  swept  over 
England.  In  all  the  districts  of  Middlesex  cases  occurred, 
except  in  five,  namely,  Hampton  Wick,  Harrow,  Staines 
(Urban),  Sunbury,  and  Wealdstone,  The  numbers 
occurring  in  the  various  districts  are  set  out  in  Local 
Government  Board  Table  III  («),  where  it  will  be  seen 
that  the  heaviest  incidence  was  in  Edmonton  Urban 
District  at  the  east  end  of  the  county,  and  Uxbridge  Urban 
District  at  the  west  end.  In  Edmonton  the  number  of 
cases  of  smallpox  notified  amounted  to  14  per  1,000  of 
population,  and  in  the  adjoining  districts  of  Tottenham 
4-|  per  1,000,  and  of  Enfield  2^  per  1,000.  In  Uxbridge  the 
number  of  cases  notified  was  8  per  1 ,000  of  population. 

Smallpox  in  the  several  districts  will  be  dealt  with  more 
fully  later  under  the  head  of  Isolation  Hospitals. 

In  the  Urban  and  Rural  Districts  of  the  County  the 
number  of  cases  of  smallpox  notified  in  past  years  have 
been  3  in  1897;  2  in  1898  ;  14  in  1899  ;  3  in  1900;  157  in 
1901  ;  and  1,711  in  1902. 

The  course  of  the  epidemic  demonstrated  the  necessity 
for  four  series  of  precautions  apart  from  vaccination,  for 
the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  smallpox  : — (A)  the  prompt 
finding  and  recognition  of  smallpox  cases  ;  (B)  the  rapid 
dealing  with  cases  when  discovered  and  diagnosed ; 
(C)  the  dealing  with  persons  in  contact  as  to  their  health, 
cleanliness,  and  clothing;  and  (D)  the  better  isolation  of 
smallpox  Hospitals. 
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These  series  of  precautions  indicated  the  requirement  of 
the  following  measures  : _ _ 

(A.)  Discovery  of  Smallpox  Cases. 

1. -~lhe  disclosure  of  suspicious  eruptions  by  the 
notification  of  chicken-pox  by  patients,  or  persons  in 
charge,  when  small-pox  threatens. 

2.  The  confirmation  by  further  medical  examination, 
and  at  least  a  second  opinion,  of  doubtful  cases,  before 
pronouncing  them  definitely  to  be  “  not  smallpox.5’ 

(B.)  Dealing  with  Smallpox  Patients. 

3. — The  prompt  notification  by  medical  certificate. 

4. — The  rapid  removal  of  the  patient  to  hospital. 

iflimed,ate  and  thorough  disinfection  and  cleansing 
of  the  infected  parts  of  houses  and  their  contents. 

(C.)  Dealing  with  Smallpox  Contacts. 

6.-- Inquiry  as  to  the  names,  ages,  addresses,  occupations, 
and  places  of  occupation  of  all  contacts. 

^  7. -Observation  of  contacts  as  to  the  continuation  of 
good  health  until  the  expiry  of  the  incubation  period,  and 
this  implies  the  preventing  of  contacts  without  fixed  abode 
from  changing  their  dwelling  places  until  the  expiry  of  the 
incubation  period  of  at  least  a  fortnight,  but  does  not 
necessitate  interfering  with  their  fixed  occupations. 

8.  Personal  cleansing  and  disinfection  of  contacts  and 
their  clothing. 
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9- — Disinfection  oj  Laundry -linen  before  being1  handled  in 
laundries  both  for  the  prevention  of  smallpox  and  of  other 
diseases  readily  conveyed  by  body-linen  and  bed-linen. 


(D.)  The  better  Isolation  of  Small-pox  Hospitals. 

10. — A  wider  danger  radius  round  small-pox  Hospitals 
than  the  present  requirement  of  the  Local  Government 
Board  of  a  quarter  of  a  mile,  within  which  it  is  dangerous 
to  allow  a  person  to  reside  or  work  unless  protected  by  a 
previous  attack  of  smallpox  or  by  vaccination  within  a 
limited  period  of  years. 


Scarlatina. 

The  total  number  of  scarlet  fever  cases  notified  during 
the  year  in  the  County  was  3,073,  as  compared  with  3,461, 
and  2,801,  and  3,366  in  the  three  previous  years.  The 
deaths  from  the  disease  numbered  only  50.  as  compared 
with  133  in  the  previous  year. 


Diphtheria  and  Membranous  Croup 

The  total  number  of  diphtheria  cases  notified  during  the 
year  in  the  County  was  1,465,  as  compared  with  1,438,  and 
1,229,  and  1,501  in  the  three  previous  years.  The  mem- 
branous  croup  cases  numbered  30,  as  compared  with  24, 
and  25,  and  34  in  the  three  previous  years.  The  number 
of  deaths  from  the  two  diseases  together  was  205,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  225,  and  186,  and  181  in  the  three  previous 
years.

Mr.  Henry  Bott  (Brentford)  writes  with  regard  to 
dipntheria  and  membranous  croup  : _ 

I  legrel  to  record  that  there  have  been  a  considerable 
number  of  cases  of  both  these  diseases,  the  former  of 
which  caused  5  deaths,  all  in  children  under  the  age  of 
5  years.  I  am  sorry  to  see,  year  by  year,  this  disease 
gaining  a  firmer  footing  in  the  town,  and  I  am  of  opinion 
that  earliei  medical  attendance  should  be  impressed  upon 
the  parents.  A  child  suffering  from  a  sore  throat  is  often 
allowed  to  wait  two  or  three  days  before  a  doctor  is  called 
m,  m  the  hope  that  it  is  only  a  cold,  and  will  recover.  I 
would  also  impress  on  my  professional  brethren  the 
importance  of  the  immediate  use  of  antitoxin.  Few  indeed 
will  be  the  deaths  from  this  formerly  fatal  disease,  if 
antitoxin  is  used  freely,  and  at  once,  and  as  often  as  may 
oe  required.  A  stock  is  kept  at  my  house,  and  also  at  the 
isolation  hospital,  which  has  the  instructions  of  the 
Council  to  supply  to  all  medical  men  on  application. 

“  No  char8‘e  is  to  persons  too  poor  to  pay.  Swabs 
and  sterilized  tubes  are  also  supplied,  and  bacteriological 
examinations  made  as  soon  as  possible  at  the  isolation 
hospital  to  verify  diagnosis.  It  is  not  advisable,  however, 
to  wait  for  this  before  commencing  the  treatment,  as  every 
hour  is  or  the  utmost  importance.” 

Mr.  Garry  Simpson  (Acton)  pursues  the  subject 
further : — 

d  he  pi  ophy lactic  use  of  diphtheria  antitoxin  is 
especially  indicated  where  a  case  or  cases  of  diphtheria 
occur  among  susceptible  individuals  who  are  more  or  less 
closely  associated,  as,  for  example,  in  families,  schools,

and  institutions.  Under  such  conditions,  as  soon  as  the 
primary  case  is  recognised,  all  those  who  in  any  way  have 
come  in  contact  with  it,  or,  better  still,  all  the  susceptible 
individuals  in  the  institution  should,  without  delay,  be 
injected  with  a  dose  of  diphtheria  antitoxin. 

“  Many  records  have  now  been  published  as  to  the 
efficacy  of  prophylactic  injections  as  a  preventive.  The 
Health  Department  of  Burton-upon-Trent  have  issued  a 
circular  to  the  medical  men  of  the  district  emphasising  the 
value  of  antitoxin  as  a  preventive.  In  the  combined  rural 
districts  of  Chelmsford  and  Maldon  there  were  24  families 
in  which  cases  of  diphtheria  occurred.  The  remaining 
unaffected  membeis  of  these  families  comprised  144 
individuals,  and  to  136  of  these  prophylactive  injections 
of  diphtheria  were  given,  and  among  this  number  only  a 
single  doubtful  case  of  diphtheria  occurred.  Of  the  eight 
uninjected  individuals,  three  subsequently  developed 
diphtheria. 

“  In  a  Convalescent  Home  containing  38  children,  three 
consecutive  cases  of  diphtheria  occurred.  The  remaining 
35  children  were  each  injected  with  diphtheria  antitoxin 
(334  units  each),  and  no  further  case  developed. 

“  With  regard  to  the  amount  of  diphtheria  antitoxin 
required  for  prophylactic  purposes,  probably,  as  a  minimum, 
300  units  should  be  given  to  children  and  500  to  adults. 


“  Although  the  immunity  induced  by  the  injection  is 
rapidly  acquired,  probably  within  a  few  hours  it  slowly 
passes  off,  and  cannot  be  regarded  as  lasting  longer  than 
three  weeks.”

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Typhus. 

There  was  uo  case  of  this  disease  known  in  the  county 
during’  the  year.  In  the  previous  year  six  cases  occurred, 
with  one  death. 


Enteric  or  Typhoid  Fever. 

By  dividing  the  estimated  population  of  each  district  by 
1,000,  that  is,  by  omitting  the  three  last  figures  of  the 
population,  the  figures  that  remain  form  at  a  glance  a 
maximum  limit  of  the  number  of  cases  of  typhoid,  1  per 
1,000,  beyond  which  they  must  be  regarded  as  excessive  ; 
■and,  by  dividing  this  number  in  half,  we  reach  the  medium 
limit  of  0-5  per  1,000.  Referring  to  the  Local  Government 
Board  Table  III.  (a)  in  Part  III.  it  can  be  seen  at  once 
whether  a  district  exceeds  the  maximum  limit  or  falls 
below  the  medium  limit. 

In  three  districts  the  number  was  appreciably  in  excess 
of  the  maximum,  namely,  Edmonton  +  36,  Tottenham 
+  11,  and  Enfield  +  4;  on  the  other  hand,  there  were  no 
cases  in  Greenford,  Hampton,  Hampton  Wick,  and 
Kingsbury. 

In  reference  to  this  disease  Mr.  Campbell  Gowan 
(Hendon  Rural  District)  says  :  — 

The  solitary  case  of  typhoid  or  enteric  fever  did  not 
^contract  the  disease  in  the  district,  and  there  does  not,  in 
my  opinion,  exist  within  the  district  any  insanitary  con¬ 
dition  which  should  give  rise  to  this  affection. 
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u  The  water  supply  is  as  perfect  as  one  could  wish.  The 
milk  supply  is  good,  and  is  under  the  ever-watchful  eye 
of  your  Sanitary  Inspector. 


“  There  remains  only  one  other  possible  source  of 
infection  to  be  guarded  against,  and  this  must  of  necessity 
be  an  imported  one.  Here  I  allude  to  shellfish — not  only 
the  aristocratic  oyster,  but  also  the  humble  whelk  and 
cockle. 


“  Since  the  oyster  scares  of  recent  years,  and  especially 
since  the  last  outbreak  at  Winchester,  even  the  man  in  the* 
street  is  aware  of  the  clanger  which  lurks  within  the 
luscious  raw  oyster  and  the  only  partially-cooked  whelk 
and  cockle.  The  existence  of  the  clanger  is  now  a  matter 
of  common  knowledge. 


“  It  may  interest  you  to  know  that,  twelve  years  ago,  I, 
traced  a  group  of  three  cases  to  oyster  eating.  It  is- 
almost  needless  to  say  that  my  conclusions  were  met  withi 
scant  courtesy  and  much  amused  incredulity.  To-day  I 
think  the  laugh  is  on  my  side. 


“In  my  report  for  the  year  1901  (sic  ?  1891)  the 
following  paragraph  will  be  found  on  page  11 : — 

“  ‘  Of  the  three  cases  of  typhoid  (in  Great  Stanmore) 
the  first  two  were  contracted  from  the  same  source, 
and  occurred  almost  simultaneously.  After  carefully 
investigating  all  the  surroundings,  and  considering  all 
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the  probabilities  of  the  case,  I  am  forced  to  the  con¬ 
clusion  that  a  certain  barrel  of  oysters  contained  and 
conveyed  the  poison.  Only  those  who  partook  of 
these  oysters  contracted  the  disease.  The  third  case 
was  clearly  traced  to  contact  with  the  dejecta  of 
the  second.’ 

these,  I  believe,  were  the  first  cases  of  oyster  typhoid 
to  be  placed  on  record  in  England,  and  I  much  regret  now 
that  I  was  content  only  to  record  them  in  my  report,  and 
that  I  neglected  to  publish  them  in  the  medical  press. 

“I  have  &'ood  reason  to  believe  that  the  oysters  in 
question  came  from  Dublin,  where  the  disease  was  then 
prevalent.  At  about  the  same  time  another  case  came 
under  my  observation  in  which  the  disease  was  contracted 
in  Dublin,  forming  one  of  a  large  group  which  occurred 
there.  This  case,  as  well  as  all  the  others  of  the  group, 
v  ere  clearly  traced  to  an  oyster  supper.” 


Continued  Fever. 

lo  this  vague  disease  only  one  case  was  attributed, 
compared  with  5,  4  and  3  cases  in  the  three  previous  years! 


Puerperal  Fever. 

42  oases  of  puerperal  fever  were  notified,  the  numbers 
iu  the  three  previous  years  having  been  35,  39,  and  42, 
respectively. 
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Erysipelas 

691  cases  of  erysipelas  were  known  as  against  641  in  the 
previous  year. 


Cholera. 

No  cases  of  cholera  have  been  notified  since  1899,  when 
there  was  one. 

Plague. 

Although  a  few  cases  of  suspicious  illness  have  occurred, 
happily  no  case  of  this  disease  has  occurred  in  recent  times. 


(A.)  NON  -N  OTI  FI  ABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

There  are  four  diseases,  namely,  chicken-pox,  measles, 
whooping  cough,  and  mumps,  which,  not  being  compul¬ 
sorily  notifiable,  may  be  impressed  upon  elementary  school 
teachers  as  diseases  to  be  notified  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  the  protection  of  their  pupils  and  the  recovery 
of  their  grants  from  the  Education  Department. 

Chicken-pox. 

In  23  of  the  33  districts  chicken-pox  was  made  notifiable 
disease  during  the  prevalence  of  smallpox.  The  notification 
extended  over  variable  periods  of  time  in  different  districts, 
but  reference  to  Local  Government  Board  Tables  III  (a) 
and  (c)  shows  the  number  of  cases  notified  in  each  district 
and  the  ages  of  the  cases. 
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The  following-  are  some  of  the  comments  of  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  upon  the  notification  of  this  disease 

Acton— Mr.  Garry  Simpson— “  This  measure  has,  on 
more  than  one  occasion,  been  of  the  greatest  value.” 

L  rent  ford  Mr.  Henry  Bott: — “It  has  been  very  valuable 
as  a  safeguard,  because  it  always  accompanies  an  epidemic 
of  smallpox,  and  it  is  sometimes  very  difficult  io  distinguish 
one  disease  from  another,  and  if  all  are  notified  there  is 
very  little  chance  of  a  case  of  smallpox  escaping  detection 
and  consequently  spreading  the  disease.” 

Enfield—  Dr.  J.  J.  Ridge  “  It  must  be  recorded  that  a 
considerable  proportion  of  our  cases  of  smallpox  were 
traceable  to  infection  by  persons  who  had  been  supposed  to 
have  chicken-pox,  arrangements  were  therefore  made  by 
which,  in  any  doubtful  case,  consultation  might  be  held  so 
as  to  minimise  the  risk.” 


Measles. 

This  disease  is  only  permanently  notifiable  in  two  districts,, 
namely,  Friern  Barnet  and  Hampton;  four  other  districts 
that  tried  it  have  given  it  up.  Judging  by  the  number  of 
deaths— 245,  measles  was  more  prevalent  than  in  the 
previous  year,  when  rhe  deaths  were  150.  Willesden, 

Acton,  Tottenham,  and  Chiswick  appear  to  have  suffered 
most. 


VViiooriNG  Cougii. 

On  the  other  hand,  whooping  cough  appears  to  have  been 
slightly  less  pre\alcnt  than  in  the  previous  year,  199  cases 
against  215. 
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Mr.  Garry  Simpson  (Acton)  publishes  the  following 

“  Instructions  to  the  Public  as  regards. 

Whooping  Cough. 

u  Leaflet  issued  by  the  Acton  District  Council. 

“  This  disease  is  most  fatal  to  young  children.  Out 
of  every  100  deaths  from  whooping  cough,  96  occur  in 
children  below  five  years  of  age, 

i£  A.  child  suffering  from  tins  disease  should  be 
isolated  and  not  brought  in  contact  with  other  children 
until  the  characteristic  spasmodic  cough  or  whoop  has 
disappeared  for  at  least  a  week.  This  may  be  six 
weeks  or  more  from  the  coir.' men  cement  of  the  illness. 
The  disease  is  spread  by  the  breath  and  sputa  of  the 
patient.  Whatever  the  child  coughs  up  should  be 
received  on  paper  or  rags  and  immediately  burned.

Diarrikea. 

Diarrhoea  was  much  less  prevalent  than  in  the  previous 
year  judging  by  the  number  of  deaths  which  was  349  as 
compared  with  677.  This  was  mainly  due  to  the  cool 
summer  and  autumn. 

Diarrhoea  and  Mi  lie. 

Infantile  Mortality—  Buchan  and  Mitchell  demonstrated 
that,  taking  a  period  extending  over  thirty  years  in  London, 
the  death  curve  of  both  sexes  at  all  ages,  and  from  all

’  al£ff  The  elusions  are  that  the  excessive 
number  of  deaths  during  the  third  quarter  of  the  year  is 
c  ue  to  the  deaths  of  infants,  that  tiiese  infants  die  of  bowel 
complaints  diarrhoea!  diseases-and  that  the  primary 
cause  of  these  seasonal  diseases  is  heat. 

In  what  manner  does  heat  act  in  causing  diarrhoeal 
ceases  r  Briefly,  by  encouraging  the  growth  of  micro¬ 
organisms,  and  quickening  the  infection  and  decomposition 
of  .ood  within  the  bowels  after  consumption,  but  com¬ 
mencing  in  the  air  before  consumption.  Improper  food,  that 
is,  food  of  a  kind  or  material  that  should  not  be  given  to 

l"fanls '  exerts  its  influence  more  or  less  all  the  year  round 
but. only  produces  fatal  diarrhoeal  disease  on  a  larger  scale 
ui  mg  the  third  quarter  of  the  year.  Improper  kind  of 
ooc,  tierefore,  is  but  of  secondary  influence  as  a  pre¬ 
disposing  cause,  aggravating  the  effects  of  food  infected 
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with  the  causative  organisms  of  diarrhceal  diseases.  This 
is  corroborated  by  the  fact  that  the  number  of  deaths  from 
diarrhceal  diseases  during  the  summer  of  infants  fed  directly 
from  the  breast,  and  whose  milk  is  not  subject  to  external 
pollution,  is  only  a  tithe  of  the  number  of  those  fed  upon 
cows’  milk  (in  various  forms),  which  is  subject  to  numerous 
opportunities  of  pollution  during  shorter  or  longer  periods. 
The  contamination  is  cumulative — the  shed,  the  cow,  the 
hands,  the  pail,  each  add  their  quota  ;  the  mixing  vessels, 
the  hands  again,  the  churns,  the  carts,  the  station  depot, 
the  railway  vans,  the  railroad  dust,  the  terminal  platform, 
add  something  more  ;  the  milk  dealer’s  cart,  the  milkshop, 
the  open  counter  vessels,  the  milk  cans,  the  dippers,  the 
hands  again,  and  the  dust  of  the  street,  complete  the 
mixture. 

The  first  question  is,  How  can  the  contamination  of  milk 
be  prevented  in  its  passage  from  the  cow  to  the  house  ? 
and  the  second,  How  can  the  mother  in  the  home  be 
taught  to  proper] y  handle  and  administer  the  milk  when 
she  has  obtained  it  ? 

The  answer  to  the  first  indicates  ihat  a  complete 
revolution  in  the  present  primitive  mode  of  milk  collection 
and  distribution  is  necessary ;  and  to  the  second,  that 
education  is  required  in  the  feeding  of  infants  as  part 
of  the  greater  knowledge  of  the  rearing  of  infants  and 
young  children. 


Phthisis. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  other  tuberculous  diseases 
continue  to  take  a  heavy  death-toll,  but  the  campaign 
against  the  disease  is  being  carried  on  with  increasing 
energy. 
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I)r.  G.  H.  Butler  reports  from  Wealdstone The 
deaths  from  phthisis,  or  consumption,  exactly  coincide 
with  those  of  last  year.  In  connection  with  this  disease  I 
beg- to  repeat  the  remarks  made  in  my  report  for  1901, 
viz.,  that  very  much  can  be  done  towards  stamping  out 
the  disease  by  spreading  the  knowledge  of  its  infectious 
nature  as  extensively  as  possible  amongst  the  people.  The 
infection  lies  almost  entirely  in  the  expectoration  of  the 
patient,  which  gives  off  the  germs  of  the  disease  if  allowed 
to  become  dry.  Patients  suffering  from  the  disease  should 
be  most  careful  not  to  expectorate  indiscriminately ;  this 
should  always  be  done  into  a  proper  cup  or  flask,  the 
bottom  of  which  is  covered  by  a  disinfectant.  On 
occasions  when  this  cannot  be  used,  the  sputum  should  be 
leceived  in  a  square  of  rag  or  sanitary  handkerchief, 
which  can  be  burned  after  use.  The  rooms  used  by  con¬ 
sumptives  should  be  frequently  cleansed  and  disinfected,  and 
abundance  of  light  and  fresh  air  admitted  to  them.  Spoons, 
cups,  and  other  articles  of  like  kind  after  use  should  be 
washed  in  hot  water  with  scda  before  being  used  by 
others.  Overcrowding,  defective  sanitation,  damp  and 
generally  insanitary  houses  are  predisposing  causes  to  the 
development  and  spread  of  the  disease.” 

From  Acton,  Mr.  Garry  Simpson  reports  “  Following 
the  suggestion  in  my  report  of  1901,  you  have  instituted 
voluntary  notification.  We  were  one  of  the  first  Urban 
Authorities  to  adopt  this  valuable  preventative  measure, 
and  our  example  has  been  rapidly  followed  by  all  sur¬ 
rounding  districts. 

“  Tile  notification  is  always  verified  by  a  bacteriological 
examination.  Small  sputum  bottles  have  been  forwarded 
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to  the  practitioners  in  the  district,  so  they  can  have  an 
examination  made  without  delay  in  any  suspicious  case 
free  of  charge. 


“  If  medical  practitioners  could  be  induced  as  a  routine 
measure  to  obtiin  this  examination  in  every  suspicious 
case,  much  unsuspected  infection  would  be  stopped. 

“  As  a  means  of  preventing  re-infection  from  spitting,  the 
following  card  has  been  widely  circulated  and  hung  in 
Public  Houses,  Laundries,  Workshops,  and  all  Public 
Institutions 


“  The  Urban  District  of  Acton. 

“  Public  Health  Department. 

“  Spitting  is  the  main  source  of  the  spread  of 
consumption.  The  Public  are  earnestly  requested  in 
the  interests  of  Public  Health  not  to  expectorate  on 
the  ground,  but  into  proper  receptacles. 

“  Medical  Officer  of  Health.” 

The  following  is  the  scheme  of  preventive  measures  : — 

1.  Voluntary  notification. 

2.  Diagnosis  by  bacteriological  examination  of 

sputum. 

3.  Visit  to  house,  distribution  of  leaflet,  with  advice  as 

to  fresh  air,  and  danger  of  spitting  except  into 
proper  receptacles.

4.  Cleansing'  and  disinfection — 

(«)  After  notification. 

(b)  After  change  of  address. 

(c)  After  death. 

5.  Investigation  of  sources  of  infection  (Office  and 

Workshop). 

6.  Removal  of  patient  for  sanatorium  treatment. 

7.  Removal  of  food  infection.” 

And,  from  Chiswick,  Mr.  Dodsworth  reports: _ “Volun¬ 

tary  consumption  notification  has  been  decided  upon  by 
youi  Council.  This  step  has  been  laken  on  my  suggestion, 
feeling  convinced  of  the  importance  and  advantage  which 
our  Sanitary  Department  will  derive  from  the  opportunity 
of  knowing  where  cases  are  to  be  found,  and  enabling 
much  useful  work  to  be  done  in  instructing  those  suffering 
from  the  disease  and  their  relatives  in  matters  of  cleanli¬ 
ness,  by  removing  sources  of  infection,  in  tracing  the 
various  modes  by  which  phthisis  is  propagated  and  in 
maintaining  a  sustained  control  on  infected  households. 
In  asking  for  this  voluntary  notification,  for  which  the 
usual  fee  will  be  paid  on  the  diagnosis  being  verified  by 
a  bacteriological  examination,  I  have  been  personally 
most  desirous  of  getting  information  as  to  the  condition 
of  the  homes,  more  especially  with  the  view  cf  taking 
steps  to  disinfect  the  rooms  which  have  been  occupied 
by  the  patients,  either  after  death  or  removal,  as  the  case 
may  be.  I  have  compiled  and  had  printed  for  circulation 
some  useful  precautions  against  the  communication  of 
consumption,  also  instructions  to  those  suffering  from  the 
disease,  which  I  propose  using  in  future.” 


Cancer. 


This  is  a  disease  the  study  of  which  is  being’  actively 
pursued  at  the  present  moment.  Dr.  Kenwood  (Finchley) 
discusses  the  subject: — “  Wild  theorising'  from  conclusions 
based  upon  insufficient  and  inaccurate  premises  has  recently 
been  much  indulged  in.  Owing  to  the  circumstance  that 
the  increase  of  cancer  has  mainly  affected  the  male  sex, 
and  especially  the  gastro  intestinal  tract,  the  food  theory 
of  infection  has  claimed  many  adherents.  Tea,  sugar, 
tomatoes,  flesh,  raw  vegetables,  have  had  their  advocates, 
but  though  flesh  eating  has  certainly  increased,  more 
especially  among  the  working  classes,  there  is  no  special 
prevalence  of  cancer  among  these  classes,  and  in  Dr. 

Lathams  Decennial  Report  for  1881-90  the  comparative 
mortality  figure  for  all  occupied  males  is  44,  and  that  for 
unoccupied  males  is  96.  The  incidence  uf  cancer,  more¬ 
over,  among  beef  eating  Mahommedans  in  India  does  not 
appear  to  differ  widely  from  that  of  the  Hindus.  The 
more  general  dissemination  of  arsenic  in  food,  clothing, 
&c. ,  is  also  advanced  as  a  cause,  and  the  circumstance 
that  arsenic  is  present  in  soot  is  held  to  account  for  the 
circumstance  of  the  excessive  mortality  among  chimney 
sweeps.  Flies  have  been  held  to  act  as  carriers,  and 
gnats,  fleas,  and  bugs  as  inoculators. 

“  As  possible  clues  to  the  etiology  of  the  disease  we  have 
the  facts  that  chimney  sweepers  suffer  out  of  proportion 
to  the  rest  of  the  population,  although  in  Germany  they 
do  not  appear  to  contract  cancer  especially  frequently 
(vide  Report  of  the  German  Committee  for  Collective 
Investigation  of  Cancer,  analysed  and  tabulated  by  Pro¬ 
fessor  C.  Hirschberg),  while  workers  with  coal  enjoy 
some  slight  degree  of  exemption ;  and  that  local  irritation 
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or  injury  is  a  strongly  predisposing,  if  not  exciting, 
factor,  especially  among  those  with  congenital  vulner¬ 
ability  to  the  disease;  and  when  we  add  that  in  certain 
districts  cancer  is  more  rife  than  in  others  we  have 
almost  exhausted  the  stock  of  our  present  knowledge. 

“  This  varying  prevalence  over  different  areas  is  found  in 
Germany  to  be  largely  accounted  for  by  variations  in  the 
average  duration  of  life  in  the  different  districts ;  but  in 
England  and  Whales  Dr.  dathum  has  shown  in  Supplement 
to  55th  Annual  Report  that  if  the  cancer  rates  are  cor¬ 
rected  for  differences  in  age  and  sex  distributions,  even 
then  the  variations  in  the  rates  from  1881-1890  were  as 
great  as  from  2,250  per  million  to  1,574  for  Monmouth¬ 
shire.” 

Mr.  Dods worth  (Chiswick)  also  writes  upon  the  same 
subject  :  The  suggestion  that  arsenic  has  partly  been 

the  cause  in  the  recent  increase  of  this  disease  has  been 
said  ti  have  suggestive  illustrations  on  ail  sides.  For 
instance,  soot  contains  arsenic,  causing  what  is  known  as 
chimney-sweepers’  cancer;  the  occupation  of  the  sweep  is 
•attended  with  a  certain  amount  of  predisposition  to  cancer, 
and  gives  us  some  important  hints.  Next  to  sweeps  come 
inn-keepers  or  publicans,  servants  in  public-houses,  com¬ 
mercial  tiav ellers.  and  maltsters.  It  may  be  suggested 
that  all  these  are  likely  to  be  exposed  to  the  influence  of 
drinking  arsenical  beer,  and  in  this  respect  contrast  strongly 
with  the  clergy,  grocers,  farmers,  etc ,  who  head  the  list 
with  minimum  records.  The  Registrar-General  tells  us 
that,  contrasting  the  annual  averages  of  the  ten  years 

1802-70 — with  that  of  the  seven  years — 1891-97 _ the 

increase  of  deaths  from  cancer  was,  in  males,  130  per  cent,, 
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and  in  females,  70  ;  indicating,  during  30  years,  that  the 
prevalence  of  cancer  in  males  had  more  than  doubled.  No 
satisfactory  reason  can  be  given  for  this  disproportionate 
increase  in  men,  except  that  cancer  in  the  male  sex  is  more 
often  internal  and  difficult  of  diagnosis,  and  as  a  conse¬ 
quence  less  frequently  diagnosed  in  former  years.” 


SECTION  2  -ISOLATION  AND  HOSPITALS. 

The  accompanying  table,  brought  up  to  date,  shows  the 
details  of  infectious  hospital  provision  made  in  each 
District.  The  words  “  South  Minims  ”  in  the  column 
headed  “  smallpox  accommodation”  refers  to  the  small¬ 
pox  hospital  removed  from  High  gate  to  Clare  Hall,  South 
Mimms,  the  telegraphic  address  of  which  is  “Variola. 
South  Mimms.” 

In  the  quotations  from  the  Reports  of  Medical  Officers 
of  Health  it  has  not  been  found  possible  altogether  to 
separate  the  references  to  isolation  hospitals  for  infectious 
diseases  generally  from  those  referring  to  isolation  hos¬ 
pitals  specially  for  smallpox. 

But  those  quotations  that  make  smallpox  isolation  the 
most  prominent  feature  have,  as  much  as  possible,  been 
placed  first  in  the  series  of  quotations  following  after  the 
table. 
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From  Edmonton  Dr.  C.  IT.  Adamson  reports  upon  the 
smallpox  epidemic  and  isolation  “  In  my  last  year’s 
Report  I  recorded  13  cases  of  smallpox  that  occurred  in  the 
Distiict,  and  which  we  were  able  to  successfully  deal  with 
by  prompt  action.  The  last  case,  that  notified  on  the 
30th  December,  1301,  introduced  the  epidemic  at  several 
Pa i ts  of  the  district  at  the  same  time,  and  the  disease 
spread  so  alarmingly  that  for  a  time  effective  action  was 
difficult  until  we  had  the  means  at  our  disposal.  Here 
hospital  accommodation  was  imperative,  and  an  efficient 
disinfecting  station  where  articles  could  be  disinfected 
with  despatch. 

“Joint  hospital  schemes  and  County  hospital  schemes 
were  spoken  of,  but  we  in  Edmonton  required  beds.  A 
special  meeting  of  the  Sanitary  Committee  was  called.  1 
advised  a  temporary  hospital  to  be  erected  in  the  District 
at  once,  and,  as  time  was  precious,  proposed  double-walled 
tents,  as  they  could  be  erected  and  ready  in  one-third  the 
time  of  any  building.  The  tent  hospital  was  passed,  a 
Hospital  Committee  formed,  and  on  the  Gth  February, 
1002,  the  original  hospital  was  ready,  and  that  night  two 
cases  were  admitted. 


u  There  were  two  marquee  tents  for  wards,  and  other 
accessory  tents  for  nurses,  laundiy,  and  kitchen  maids, 
latrine,  mortuary,  etc.,  erected  on  a  concreted  site.  Before 
the  end  of  the  week  more  accommodation  was  required. 
Additional  tents  were  erected,  a  screen  30  feet  high  being 
erected  for  the  protection  of  the  workmen.  At  the  end  of 
February  65  cases  had  been  admitted  to  the  tents.  The 
hospital  gradually  grew,  until  there  were  altogether  ten 
maiquee  tents  for  wards,  besides  corresponding  tents  to 


accommodate  the  increase  of  staff.  Subsequently  a 
wooden  building  was  erected  for  an  administrative  block 
and  nurses’  home.  We  were  then  able  to  utilise  the 
nurses’  tent  for  convalescent  patients. 

“The  Hospital  Commit! ee  were  energetic,  and  entered 
with  a  single  mind  into  the  requirements  of  tire  epidemic. 
A  new  steam  disinfector  was  erected  in  the  hospital 
grounds,  and  we  were  able  to  deal  effectively  with  the 
clothes,  bedding,  etc. 

“  Having  provided  accommodation  for  the  sick,  it  became" 
necessary  to  deal  with  contacts  and  minimise  the  risk  of 
infection  spreading,  and  with  this  view  the  old  farm  house 
was  utilised  as  a  contact  house.  In  many  cases  where 
parents  went  to  hospital  the  children  were  left  to  the  care 
of  neighbours,  with  the  risk  of  taking  infection  with  them. 
These  cases  we  took  to  the  contact  house.  The  Vaccina¬ 
tion  Officer  was  notified  of  the  case;  the  whole  house  was 
sprayed  with  formalin ;  the  sick-room  was  disinfected  and- 
sealed  up;  bedding,  clothes,  etc.,  removed  for  disinfection 
in  the  infected  bedding  van,  and  returned  in  the  non- 
infected  van.  The  inmates  of  the  htuse  were  visited 
daily  to  watch  for  signs  of  the  disease,  and  if  they  became 
infected  they  were  removed  at  once.  After  the  peiiod  of 
incubation  the  house  was  stripped  and  cleansed.” 

Dr.  Butler  Hogan,  in  the  Annual  Report  of  Tottenham, 
says  : — “  As  I  have  already  submitted  a  special  report  on 
the  recent  epidemic  of  this  disease,  I  need  only  mention 
that  we  have  had  five  cases  removed  to  South  Mimms  and 
treated  there  since  the  local  hospital  was  closed.” 
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I>.  J.  J.  Ridge  (Enfield)  reports  that Last  March  the 
epidemics  of  smallpox  which  had  been  raging  in  London  for 
some  time,  and  had  broken  out  with  considerable  virulence 
in  the  neighbouring  district  of  Edmonton,  crossed  the 
border,  and  attacked  the  part  of  this  district  adjacent  to 
Edmonton.  Provision  for  a  few  cases  had  been  made  by 
the  Council  for  some  years  past  by  a  retaining  fee  for  five 
beds  at  the  South  Mimms  Smallpox  Hospital,  and  the  first 
cases  v\  eie  removed  there.  The  probability  of  an  extension 
was,  however,  so  great,  that  I  advised  the  erection  of 
a  temporary  smallpox  hospital  in  an  open  part  of  this 
district,  and  a  site  was  rented  for  three  years  at  Crewe’s 
Hill.  An  iron  and  wood  hospital  block  for  20  patients 
was  erected,  with  similar  administration  block,  laundry, 
mortuary,  and  porter’s  lodge,  and  by  an  extension  of  the 
main  a  good  supply  of  Council’s  water  was  secured. 
A  septic  tank  was  constructed  to  deal  with  the  sewage. 
Cases  multiplying,  a  new  tent  was  procured  which  accom¬ 
modated  32  cases,  another  small  tent  was  utilised  as  a 
discharge  block.  After  a  few  weeks,  as  the  hospital  was 
full,  another  iron  wood  block  and  another  administration 
block  were  greeted,  but  the  second  administration  was 
never  used  for  smallpox  and  was  subsequently  removed 
and  re-erected  at  the  isolation  hospital  at  the  World’s 
End  for  scarlatina  patients.  The  nursing  was  chiefly  done 
by  nurses  from  the  staff  at  the  isolation  hospital. 

*  *  *  *  *  * 

In  looking  back  at  the  epidemic,  which  was  finally 
stamped  out  in  August,  with  only  102  cases,  and  nine 
deaths,  the  lesson  is  obvious  that  the  provision  of  a  hospital 
for  purposes  of  isolation  of  the  first  cases  in  the  nick  of 
time  was  the  means  by  which  this  District  was  saved  from 
the  overwhelming  extension  which  befell  our  neighbour.” 
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Dr.  A.  Charpentier  reports  as  to  the  smallpox  outbreak 
in  the  Uxbridge  Urban  District: — “  It  will  be  remembered 
that  at  the  end  of  1901,  I  remarked,  as  to  the  smallpox 
which  had  been  brought  into  Bell  Yard,  that  1  unless  eases 
were  concealed  our  exertions  had  been  successful  in 
stamping-  out  the  outbreak.’  Unfortunately  on  January 
29th,  three  concealed  cases  were  discovered,  one  died  very 
rapidly  and  the  others  were  removed  to  the  hospital,  from 
these,  nine  cases  occurred. 

;‘On  March  12th  a  new  infection  was  brought  into  the 
town  by  a  tramp,  and  on  March  27th  another  new 
importation  from  Deptford  occurred.  And  from  one  of 
these  cases  probably  a  boy  in  a  hairdresser’s  shop  con¬ 
tracted  the  disease,  which  was  not  notified  or  suspected 
until  a  fresh  explosion  of  the  disease  occurred  at  the  end 
of  April,  when  21  cases  occurred  in  your  District.  From 
these,  four  only  resulted,  and  from  these  four  only  one 
case  occurred. 

“  During  the  outbreak  48  houses  were  invaded  and  59 
cases  occurred.  The  precautions  taken  and  exertions  made 
were  so  successful,  that  except  in  a  lodging  house  no 
second  case  followed  from  the  same  house  after  disinfec¬ 
tion  and  re-vaccination.  The  town  was  not  free  from 
infection  until  ea.Ty  in  June.” 


From  Ilarrow-on-the-Hill  Dr.  Fletcher  Little  reports: — 
“  During  the  year  the  District  has  been  threatened  with 
an  invasion  of  smallpox,  but  has  happily  escaped.  A 
smallpox  camp  has  been  provided,  and  all  arrangements 
made  for  dealing  with  cases  that  might  occur.  The 
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notification  of  chicken-pox  has  been  a  valuable  safeguard, 
as  it,  has  directed  special  attention  to  a  disease  which  is 
often  the  precursor  to  an  outbreak  of  smallpox,  with 
which  modified  cases  of  the  latter  disease  have  been 
frequently  confounded,  and  thereby  infection  has  been 
allowed  to  spread. 

“  Vaccination  and  re-vaccination  have  been  encouraged  ; 
and  now  that  lymph  from  guaranteed  sources  is  amply 
piovided,  and  the  operation  is  performed  with  strict 
antiseptic  precautions,  the  prejudice  against  vaccination 
should  speedily  die  out. 

u  Although  much  time  and  attention  has  been  bestowed 
durmg  the  year  on  the  question  of  the  County  Council 
providing  accommodation  for  smallpox,  nothing  has  yet 
been  decided  on.  It  is  manifest  that  this  is  the  time  to 
deal  calmly  and  comprehensively  with  the  question,  and 
not  wait  till  a  fresh  epidemic  breaks  out,  forcing  temporary 

and  costly  provision  to  be  made  for  dealing'  with  the 
scourge.” 

Iiom  j tendon,  Dr.  F.  W.  Andrew'  also  writes  : — During- 
the  year  the  largest  outbreak  of  smallpox  that  has  occurred 
for  years  has  been  raging,  and  the  authorities  in  London 
and  surrounding  suburbs  have  been  taxed  to  the  utmost  in 
dealing  with  the  disease.  Hendon  has  fortunately  escaped 
very  lightly  considering  its  close  proximity  to  London, 
necessitating  such  free  communication  with  this  important 
centre.  In  all  12  cases  have  occurred  affecting  6  families, 
the  first  case  taking  place  on  February  15th,  and  the  last 
on  July  9th.  The  first  case  occurred  at  14,  Brent  Midland 
Terrace,  in  a  young  woman  aged  32  years.  The  origin  of 
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this  case  was  doubtful.  She  had  been  to  Kilburn  14  days 
previous,  arid  had  attended  a  Mothers’  Meeting  at  Crickle- 
wood.  With  these  exceptions  she  does  not  appear  to  have 
been  out  of  the  house.  Our  position  at  the  time  as  regards, 
accommodation  for  such  cases  was  nil,  but  after  great 
difficulty  she  was  eventually  removed  to  South  Minims  on 
February  18th.  There  were  two  other  children  besides  the 
husband  and  two  lodgers,  and  in  addition  there  were  four 
other  contact  cases  outside.  The  Vaccination  Officer  was 
informed,  and  T  myself  used  all  my  endeavours  ta  get  them 
vaccinated,  but  only  one  in  the  house  consented  to  be  done. 
Under  these  circumstances  all  weie  kept  in  quarantine  for 
14  days.  I  attended  before  your  Committee  and  pointed 
out  the  urgent  necessity  for  providing  suitable  accommoda¬ 
tion  for  such  cases,  as  it  was  impossible  to  guarantee  beds 
at  South  Minims.  It  was  decided  to  convert  the  present 
Scarlet  Fever  Hospital  into  a  smallpox  hospital,  and 
obtain  a  house  which  belonged  to  the  Council  for  scarlet 
fever  patients.  In  the  course  of  the  next  few  days  all 
arrangements  were  completed,  and  not  a  day  too  soon,  for 
on  February  27th  a  young  man  at  Eaton  Road  was. 
attacked  with  the  disease,  and  on  February  28th  one  of 
the  lodgers  at  Brent  Midland  Terrace,  the  first  house 
attacked,  was  notified  with  the  disease.  This  young  man 
had  obstinately  refused  to  be  vaccinated,  but  the  other 
lodger  now  took  fright  and  was  anxious  to  be  dene.  This 
case  occurred  exactly  12  days  after  the  rash  appeared  in 
the  young  woman.  On  the  same  day  also  a  child  at 
Trelawn  Terrace,  aged  8  years,  was  attacked.  She  had 
visited  the  house  above-named.  The  people  in  this  house 
who  were  contacts  from  the  first  case  had  refused  to  be 
be  re-vaccinated,  but  now  these  also  got  nervous  and 
were  done.” 
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Ifr.  F.  W.  Andrew  further  writes  in  regard  to  Kings- 
burj  :  u  it  is  many  years  since  London  lias  been  visited  by 
such  a  severe  epidemic  of  smallpox,  and  all  the  available 
institutions  were  taxed  to  the  utmost  to  accommodate  the 
suffering.  In  Honeypot  Lane  the  Willesden  authorities 
elected  a  smallpox  hospital  suitable  for  accommodating 
thiitv  persons.  Negotiations  were  entered  into  with 
Willesden,  and  they  agreed  to  allow  all  Kingsbury  cases 
to  be  admitted  at  a  very  reasonable  rate.” 

Similarly,  from  Twickenham,  Mr.  Marston  Clark  reports  : 

“  Owing  to  the  prevalence  of  smallpox  in  London  and 
the  districts  immediately  adjoining  Twickenham,  the 
Health  Committee  and  the  Council,  acting*  under  my 
advice,  prepared  for  any  case  or  cases  which  might  occur. 
Scai  let  fever  cases  which  at  that  time  wi  re  isolated  at  the 
Mereway  Hospital  were  removed  to  an  isolated  house 
(Cross  Deep  House)  then  being  rented  by  the  Council  and 
used  for  convalescent  patients  (scarlet  fever). 

“  The  We  re  way  Hospital  having  been  thoroughly  dis¬ 
infected  was  in  readiness  to  receive  smallpox  patients  on 
the  10th  January,  1902.  Such  building  was  visited  on  the 
llfh  February,  1902,  by  an  Ii  spector  appointed  by  the 
Local  Government  Board.” 

Lb .  E.  G.  Steegman  reports  from  Heston  and  Isleworth: _ 

“For  the  purpose  of  this  report  it  has  been  thought  better 
to  include  the  whole  period  over  which  the  recent  outbreak 
extended,  rather  than  to  make  a  separate  one  for  each 
year.  The  number  of  cases  dealt  with  is  not  large,  and 
more  valuable  information  can  be  obtained  from  them  if 
they  are  examined  together  than  by  dividing  them  into 
two  separate  lists. 


“  Dockwell  Smallpox  Hospital  is  used  for  the  two  districts 
of  Richmond,  Surrey,  and  Heston  and  Isleworth  in 
Middlesex,  and  the  total  population  served  by  it  was  at 
the  commencement  of  the  outbreak  roughly  speaking* 
about  62,0u0.  It  contained  twelve  beds,  and  was  in 
charge  of  a  permanent  nurse-matron  and  her  husband 
who  acted  as  help  and  caretaker. 

“The  first  case  was  admitted  on  September  25th,  1901, 
and  the  last  was  discharged  on  October  1st,  1902,  the 
hospital  t  us  being  in  use  for  almost  exactly  a  year. 
During  that  time  49  cases  were  taken  in,  44  of  which  were 
smallpox. 


“  The  places  from  which  these  cases  came  were  as 
follows  : —

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“  The  average  length  of  stay  in  hospital  of  all  cases  was 
39-8  days,  the  longest  stay  being  86  days.  There  were 
7  deaths  all  being  patients  from  the  Heston-Isleworth 
district. 


“  The  greatest  number  of  cases  in  the  hospital  at  one  time 
was  13,  one  of  them  being  an  infant  and  two  or  three 
others  being  children,  it  being  thus  possible  to  accommo¬ 
date  them  without  overcrowding.  Having,  however,  so 
many  patients  in  the  hospital  at  one  time,  and  arrange¬ 
ments  having  been  made  to  admit  barrack  cases,  it  became 
a  matter  of  great  urgency  that  additional  beds  should  be 
provided,  and  the  Joint  Committee  wisely  decided  to  erect 
another  building  to  contain  8  more  beds.  This  additional 


block  was  built  aud  furnished,  but  fortunately  it  never 
became  necessary  to  use  it.  It  has  however  enabled  other 
arrangements  to  be  made  in  the  general  design  of  the 
hospital,  and  one  of  the  old  blocks  has  been  now  turned 
mto  a  proper  discharging  room  and  bath  room,  and  pro¬ 
vision  made  for  efficiently  disinfecting  patients  before  they 
leave  the  hospital.” 

From  Wood  Green,  Mr.  C.  II.  Conolly  also  reports: _ 

I  he  four  beds  at  the  South  Mimms  Hospital,  for  which 
we  had  for  years  paid  a  retaining  fee,  were  manifestly 
inadequate,  in  view  of  the  general  increase  in  the  number 
of  cases  in  London  and  its  suburbs.  After  the  consideration 
of  various  alternatives  it  was  finally  decided  to  increase 
the  number  of  beds  to  14  and  a  contract  with  the  South 
Mimms  Hospital  authorities  to  that  effect  was  entered  on. 
We  were  fortunate  enough  to  escape  any  serious  epidemic, 
and  we  had  no  serious  difficulty  in  removing  our  cases  to 
South  Mimms.  in  two  cases  only  did  the  delay  in  removal 
amount  to  more  than  24  hours,  owing  to  want  of  room, 
oo  cases  were  removed  to  South  Mimms,  two  to  the  Metro¬ 
politan  Board  Hospital,  and  five  were  for  various  reasons 
treated  at  home. 

“We  endeavoured  in  most  instances  successfully,  to 
secui  e  the  isolation  of  persons  who  had  been  in  contact 
with  the  disease  for  14  days.  We  were  employed  by  the 
Council  to  pay  to  those  who  loyally  assisted  us,  any  loss 
of  wages  they  might  have  suffered. 

I  he  sheitei  at  the  Moat  House  was  useful  on  several 
occasions  for  the  purpose  as  well  as  for  that  for  which  it 
was  originally  intended.”

Dr.  Th.  Gunther,  Teddington,  reports  : — “  In  my  last 
report  I  mentioned  that  the  result  of  the  conference  of 
various  District  Councils  at  the  Westminster  Guildhall  with 
reference  to  the  erection  of  permanent  smallpox  hospitals 
did  not  assist  our  District  in  our  difficulty.  As  the  neigh¬ 
bouring  Districts,  Hampton  and  Hampton  Wick,  were  in 
the  same  position  the  Chairmen  of  the  three  Councils 
agreed  to  erect  a  temporary  hospital  on  a  piece  of  land 
situated  in  the  parish  of  Hampton.  The  land  was  taken 
on  a  tenancy  for  three  3  ears,  and  the  temporary  hospital 
has  been  erected  for  8  males  and  4  females.  All  ex¬ 
penses  were  to  be  borne  by  the  three  Councils  in  pro¬ 
portion  to  the  population  at  the  last  census,  and  they  were 
to  have  equal  rights  to  use  tne  hospital.  The  cost  of 
nursing,  medicine,  and  medical  attendance  was  to  be  paid 
by  the  Council  sending  the  patient.  The  agreement  was 
sealed  on  the  6th  October,  1002.” 


Dr.  Th.  Gunther  also  reports  as  to  Hampton  Wick  : — “As 
this  District  as  well  as  Teddington  and  Hampton,  had  no 
accommodation  for  the  reception  of  smallpox  patients,  a 
meeting  of  the  Chairmen  of  the  three  Councils  was  held 
on  3rd  March,  to  consider  the  steps  which  should  be  taken 
for  erecting  a  temporary  smallpox  hospital  on  a  piece  of 
land  in  the  Hampton  District,  close  to  the  boundary  of 
Han  worth.  By  this  agreement  the  district  of  Hampton 
which  had  leased  the  land  for  three  years,  from  January, 
1902,  arranged  to  erect  the  hospital  of  eight  beds  for  males, 
and  four  for  females.  All  expenses  were  to  be  borne  by 
the  three  Councils  in  proportion  to  their  population  at  the 
last  census,  and  the  Councils  were  to  have  equal  rights  to 
use  the  hospital.  The  cost  of  nursing,  medicines,  and 
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medical  attendance,  was  to  be  paid  by  the  Council  sending 

the  patient.  I  he  agreement  was  sealed  on  the  6th  October 
1902.” 

Dr.  Wentworth  Tyndale  (Hampton)  says  that : — “  As  we 
were  totally  without  hospital  accommodation  for  smallpox 
patients  in  our  District,  our  thanks  are  due  to  Wimbledon 

and  Croydon  Hospital  Board  for  their  timely  aid  in  our 
hour  of  need. 

the  aiiangement  made  with  the  above  board  for  the 
reception  of  smallpox  cases  being  strictly  limited  as  to  time, 
the  urgent  necessiry  of  a  hospital  of  our  own  became 
painfully  obvious,  and  very  properly  the  Local  Authority 
at  my  urgent  request,  have  provided,  in  conjunction  with 
the  adjoining  parishes  of  Teddington  and  Hampton  Wick, 
a  suitable  hospital  now  full  equipped  for  the  reception  of 
persons  suffering  from  this  disease.” 

Mr.  Dwight  Morris  (Sunbury)  reports  “  The  arrange¬ 
ment  with  the  Staines  Rural  District  Council  with  reference 
to  the  use  of  their  smallpox  hospital,  stands  good  until 
March  1903  (?>.,  to  the  end  of  this  month).  I  should  still 
advise  the  Council  to  continue  an  arrangement  of  this 
character,  in  order  to  be  prepared  for  any  contingency,  at 
the  same  time  the  recent  scare  has  so  aroused  the  public  to 
the  necessity  of  vaccination,  that  the  chances  in  favour  of 
an  outbreak  are  now  much  less  than  they  were  a  year  ago ; 
but  this  does  not  do  away  with  the  absolute  necessity,  of 
being  prepared  to  deal  effectually  with  any  case  that  might 
arise  in  your  District. 

****** 
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‘•There  are  three  infectious  diseases  which  are  always 
better  placed  in  a  properly  constituted  hospital,  viz., 
scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  and  typhoid  fever,  and  to  be 
provided  in  this  direction  will  often  save  a  District  from  a 
serious  epidemic,  and  will  most  certainly  save  lives.” 

Dr.  C.  II.  Adamson  further  reports  in  regard  to 
Edmonton  and  the  isolation  of  other  infectious  diseases — ■ 
There  is  at  present  an  arrangement  between  the  District 
Council  and  the  Enfield  Council,  whereby  a  certain  number 
of  beds  are  reserved  in  the  Enfield  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospital  for  infectious  cases  occurring  in  Edmonton,  viz., 
of  nine  scarlet  fever,  one  enteric,  and  four  diphtheria. 


“  We  also  have  an  arrangement  with  the  Smallpox 
Hospital  at  South  Minims  for  the  reservation  of  four  beds 
for  smallpox  cases.  During  the  present  year  the  Edmonton 
Guardians  for  the  poor  approached  the  Edmonton  Council 
with  a  Hew  to  taking  all  infectious  cases  occurring  in  the 
Union  Workhouse.  It  has  been  arranged  that  the  Council 
will  in  future  take  all  infectious  cases  at  once  on  notifica¬ 
tion.  Taking-  this  into  consideration,  I  regard  the  number 
of  beds,  &c.,  at  our  disposal  in  Enfield  Hospital  as  too 
small,  and  should  be  increased. 

“  ^ie  present  time  the  accommodation  scarcely  meets 
the  requirements  of  the  District,  as,  with  the  class  of 
population  which  is  rapidly  increasing  in  Edmonton,  it  is 
desirable  to  remove  at  once  all  cases  to  hospital,  if  we  are 
to  prevent  the  rapid  spread  of  infectious  disease. 

^  ^  ^  #  -Jit 
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“Owing  to  the  occurrence  of  smallpox  in  the  district, 
the  scheme  for  the  infectious  diseases  hospital  was  to  some 
extent  in  abeyance,  as  the  Council’s  energies  were  exerted 
to  the  requirements  of  the  temporary  smallpox  hospital. 
Now  that  we  have  happily  got  rid  of  all  traces  of  the  late 
epidemic,  I  hope  that  the  new  infectious  diseases  hospital 
will  be  pushed  forward  as  rapidly  as  possible.  It  is  badly 
needed  in  tne  district,  and  there  is  now  no  reason  for  it 
being  delayed.  We  have  the  land  lying  idle  and  I  hope 
during  the  present  year  some  progress  will  be  made. 

“  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  record  that  we  now  possess 
a  steam  disinfector  of  the  most  approved  pattern,  capable 
of  disinfecting  all  clothing  and  other  articles  more 
thoroughly  and  efficiently  than  the  old  pattern  hot-air 
oven  which  was  previously  in  use  in  this  District.” 

From  Southgate  Dr.  Sidney  Ransome  reports  as  to  the 
new  isolation  hospital: — This  hospital,  situated  at  Tile  Kiln 
Lane,  Palmers  Green,  was  formally  opened  on  January  4. 
It  consists  of  a  scarlet  fever  block  of  two  wards,  and  half 
an  isolation  block  of  two  wards,  and  was  designed  to 
accommodate  ten  beds  and  two  cots  in  the  scarlet  fever 
wards,  and  four  beds  and  two  cots  in  the  isolation  block, 
but  I  find  there  is  ample  room,  if  necessary,  to  put  up  four 
extra  beds  in  the  scarlet  fever  block,  and  two  in  the 
isolation  block,  and  still  maintain  the  proper  amount  of  air 
space  per  bed.  There  is  also  an  administrative  block,  a 
laundry,  and  disinfecting  block,  with  mortuary  attached, 
and  a  porter’s  lodge. 


“  Owing  to  the  fact  that  only  half  the  isolation  block  has 
been  built  at  present  I  am  sometimes  prevented  from  taking 
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in  cases  that  I  otherwise  should  do,  because  if  I  have  one- 
patient  of  each  sex  suffering-  from  the  same  disease  at  the 
same  time  I  am  unable  to  take  in  any  case  of  any  other 
disease. 

“For  instance  if  I  have  two  cases  of  typhoid  fever,  one- 
of  each  sex,  I  am  unable  to  lake  in  any  diphtheria  cases, 
and  vice  versa. 

“  It  is  obvious,  therefore,  that  our  capacity  to  deal  with 
the  isolation  of  infectious  diseases  in  the  District  is  limited  to 
this  extent,  and  I  think  it  would  be  advisable,  taking  into 
consideration  the  rapidity  with  which  the  District  is 
increasing-  in  population,  to  complete  this  isolation  block  as 
soon  as  is  practicable.” 

Mr.  Campbell  Go  wan  (Hendon  Rural)  also  reports  as  to 
the  new7  isolation  hospital : — “  At  last,  gentlemen,  after  13 
years  of  steady  perseverance,  I  congratulate  you  upon  the 
possession  of  an  isolation  hospital  which  is  a  credit  to 
yourselves  and  its  designer,  Mr.  Webb. 

“  It  is  intended  for  the  isolation  and  treatment  of  scarier 
fever  and  diphtheria  cases.  Nominally  constructed  for  the 
reception  of  14  cases  all  told,  it  could  at  a  pinch,  receive 
from  18  to  20,  cot  cases  included. 

“  It  is  admirably  situated,  not,  like  so  many  others,  on  a 
sewage  farm,  but  surrounded  by  a  free  expanse  of  pure? 
fresh  air,  and  open  country. 

“  Well  built  and  w7ell  designed,  it  has  met  with  unstinted 
praise  from  all  who  have  visited  it,  including  an  official  of 
the  Local  Government  Board,  who  paid  an  unofficial  visit* 
but  made  a  careful  inspection. 
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“  rt  is  now  in  f,lU  working  order,  the  patients  are  most 
comfortable  and  contented,  and  I  hope  that  it  may  long- 
serve  the  interests  of  this  and  the  neighbouring  Districts, 

and  prove  a  source  of  satisfaction  to  yourselves  and' 
your  constituents. 

The  hospital  was  opened  on  December  22nd,  by  vour 
greatly  esteemed  Chairman. 

Ihe  first  cases  (three  of  scarlet! fever  from  Great  Stan- 
more)  were  admitted  on  the  29th  of  December,  1 902.  Since 
then,  and  up  to  the  time  of  writing,  there  have  been  about 
Id  admissions.  Several  cases  have  come  from  the  Weald- 

stone  Urban  District,  and  two  cases  from  the  Hendon 
Urban  District.” 


Dr.  J.  D.  YV  indie  (Southall  Norwood)  also  reports  as  to 
the  construction  of  a  new  Isolation  Hospital : _ 


‘  Ihe  buildings  are  nearing  completion,  and  will  be 
ready  for  the  reception  of  patients  early  in  1903. 

“  The  site  comPrises  three  acres,  and  is  situate  on  the 
north  side  and  approached  by  a  carriage  way  from  Mount 
Pleasant. 


The  scheme  provides  for  five  blocks  of  buildings,  viz. 
administrative,  mortuary  and  laundry,  pavilion,  isolation 
and  discharging  blocks,  to  be  built  at  present  with  pro¬ 
vision  for  two  future  pavilion  blocks  (the  foundations  of 
one  of  these  is  built),  two  isolation  blocks  and  a  iod<>-e 
keeper’s  cottage.  The  present  buildings  givingiaccommo- 
elation  for  17  beds,  and  the  future  blocks  adding  another 
34  beds,  giving  a  possible  total  accommodation  of  51  beds 
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“  The  administrative  block  will  contain  a  matron’s  sitting' 
room,  a  nurse’s  ditto,  a  doctor’s  room  with  dispensary, 
lavatories,  store,  kitchen,  and  the  usual  offices  on  the 
ground  floor  ;  a  matron's  bedroom  and  five  bedrooms  for 
nurses  on  the  first  floor,  and  two  bedrooms  for  servants  on 
the  attic  floor. 

“  This  building-  is  arranged  for  additions  as  occasions  may 
rrise.  The  mortuary  and  laundry  block  will  contain  a 
mortuary  and  ambulance  shed,  a  laundry  and  washhouse 
fitted  with  a  drying  closet,  a  disinfecting  building  with 
chamber  for  infected  clothes,  and  another  for  disinfected 
clothes  and  fitted  with  a  Dr.  Thresh’ s  apparatus. 

14  The  pavilion  block  is  arranged  for  13  beds,  and  will 
consist  of  two  large  wards,  each  for  six  beds,  an  emergency 
ward  for  one  bed,  and  a  nurses’  duty  room  arranged 
between  the  large  wards. 

“  The  isolation  block  is  arranged  for  4  beds  in  two  wsfcrd® 
of  2  beds  each,  with  a  nurses’  duty  room  between.  On 
the  west  side  of  this  block  a  glass  verandah  will  extend 
the  whole  length  of  the  building*.  The  discharging  block 
will  contain  an  undressing*  room  and  a  dressing  room  with 
a  bath  room  between,” 

From  Brentford,  Mr.  Henry  Both  reports  as  to  the 
isolation  hospital : — “  The  confidence  which  the  inhabitants 
put  in  the  management  of  the  Hospital  still  continues  and 
year  by  year  it  becomes  more  useful.  Whereas  at  first 
there  was  often  a  difficulty  in  persuading*  parents  to  send 
their  suffering  children  there,  now  they  go  as  a  matter  of 
course,  and  the  risk  of  spreading*  infectious  diseases  is 
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consequently  much  lessened.  All  diseases  are  admitted, 
and  Nurse  Ward  by  her  zeal  and  energy  carries  out  all 
hei  duties  to  my  entire  satisfaction.  She  is  ably  assisted 
by  the  assistant  nurse  who  has  now  been  with  us  several 
yeais,  and  is  quite  competent  to  do  her  share  of  the  work. 
1  ho  bacteriological  laboratory,  which  the  Council  so 
generously  provided  last  year,  has  done  excellent  work, 
and  Dr.  Dixson  has  undertaken  all  the  examinations,  and 
materially  assisted  the  diagnosis  of  doubtful  cases.” 

Mr.  F.  W.  Andrew  further  reports  from  Kingsbury:  — 
“  There  have  been  an  unusual  number  of  scarlet  fever  cases 
during  the  year,  but  nearly  all  occurred  during  June  and 
July.  In  all  ten  cases  occurred,  affecting  six  families. 
Great  difficulty  was  experienced  at  first  in  properly 
isolating  the  cases,  but  eventually  the  first  batch  were 
sent  to  the  Warded  Home,  but  as  this  Home  only  takes  in 
children  who  are  convalescent  from  the  disease,  it  is 
evident  that  the  risk  of  infection  was  great  during*  the 
period  of  three  weeks  they  had  to  remain  at  home.  This 
appears  to  have  been  the  case,  and  further  cases  occurring, 
it  was  decided  I  should  obtain  the  consent  of  the  Hendon 
Board  to  take  them  to  their  hospital.  This  was  done,  and 
the  disease  stamped  out.” 


Dr.  G.  H.  Butler  also  reports  as  to  Wealdstone  : — “  An 
arrangement  with  the  Hendon  Rural  District  Council  now 
exists  which  enables  us  to  remove  cases  to  their  isolation 
hospital  when  necessary.  I  sincerely  hope  that  this  new 
arrangement  will  prove  mutually  satisfactory  so  long  as  it 
may  be  necessary  to  make  use  of  it.  Unfortunately  the 
consent  of  the  Local  Government  Board  to  the  purchase  of 
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the  land  near  Holton’s  Farm,  which  the  Council  proposed 
to  acquire  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  an  isolation  hospital, 
was  withheld. 


“  In  many  respects  although  much  larger  than  necessary, 
this  land  was  very  suitable  for  the  purpose,  and  it  was  a 
disappointment  to  have  the  proposal  quashed  after  waiting 
so  long  for  its  realisation.  There  must,  however,  be  other 
suitable  sites  in  the  district,  or  contiguous  to  it,  and  I  am 
persuaded  that  no  other  arrangement  save  a  hospital  of 
our  own  will  yield  permanently  satisfactory  results,  or 
efficiently  meet  the  requirements  of  this  rapidly-growing 
District  as  regards  provision  against  infectious  diseases. 


“  The  District  is  developing  in  such  a  way  that  should 
make  us  anticipate  that  the  incidence  of  infectious  diseases 
will  always  yield  a  somewhat  high  proportion  to  the 
population,  and  an  isolation  hospital  under  the  direct 
control  of  the  District  Council  and  Sanitary  Officers,  will  of 
necessity  be  more  satisfactory,  and  I  believe  in  the  end 
prove  least  expensive.” 

Dr.  A.  Charpentier  (Uxbridge  Rural)  says  of  the  isolation 
hospital “  This  institution  is  situated  in  Hillingdon  East. 
Scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria  are  admitted,  and  during  the 
year  much  good  was  done  by  the  admittance  of  some  cases 
of  enteric  fever.  This  disease  above  all  others,  requires 
that  care  in  nursing  and  diet,  which  cannot  possibly  be 
obtained  by  the  poor  in  a  small  cottage,  and  I  would  ask 
your  Council  whether  it  would  not  be  possible  on  other 
occasions  to  set  aside  a  small  ward  for  the  reception  of 
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these  cases.  At  present  the  hospital  is  not  large  enough 

for  tl,e  needs  of  tl,e  Districts,  so  long  as  Southall  is 
included,  and  the  wards  have  been  seriously  overcrowded 
during-  the  }rear. 


The  drainage  upon  which  I  commented  last  year  is 
now  being  re-arranged.” 

brom  Hampton,  Dr.  Wentworth  Tyndale  writes:—"  Our 
tenure  of  Tol worth  Hospital  is  nearly  completed,  and  steps 
have  been  taken  to  proceed  with  the  erection  of  a  hospital 
for  the  needs  of  the  District,  the  plans  for  which  have 
already  been  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Board  for  their  approval,  and  I  am  hoping  that  the 
new  buildings  will  be  complete  by  the  time  our  agreement 
with  the  Tolworth  Hospital  expires.” 

Han  we  11  has  no  isolation  hospital,  and  Mr.  G.  Hope  says 
that:-  -<•  This  is  the  greatest  want  in  our  District,  during 
the  past  year  several  cases  of  infectious  diseases  have 
occurred  urgently  requiring  isolation  (e.g.,  in  a  large  family 
where  an  increase  is  daily  expected).  The  Council  has 
rented  a  cottage  in  close  proximity  to  the  premises 
where  these  cases  occurred,  and  thus  tided  over  the 
difficulty  ;  but  this  way  of  dealing  with  these  cases  is  very 
unsatisfactory  to  all  concerned.  An  isolation  hospital 
should  be  provided  in  a  suitable  position,  and  with  as  little, 
further  delay  as  possible.” 


Ambulances. 


The  accompanying  table,  brought  up  to  date,  shows  the 
details  of  ambulance  provision  made  in  each  District. 


In  the  annual  report  of  Dr.  J.  Brownlee  for  1001  on 
the  administration  of  the  City  of  Glasgow  Fever  and  Small¬ 
pox  Hospitals,  Belvedere,  is  an  interesting  note  on  the 
subject  of  removal  to  hospital  of  patients  suffering 
from  enteric  fever.  The  medical  practitioner  or  the 
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medical  officer  of  health  needs  to  decide  whether  the 
advantage  to  the  patient  lies  on  the  side  of  retaining  him 
at  home  or  removing  him  to  hospital.  This  point 
arises  particularly  when  the  nature  of  the  disease  is  not 
diagnosed  until  the  third  week  has  been  reached.  In  such 
cases  the  distance  to  the  hospital  is  commonly  supposed  to 
be  an  important  element  in  the  risk  of  haemorrhage  or  of 
perforation  of  the  intestine  involved  in  removal.  Dr. 
Brownlee  has  tabulated  the  number  of  cases  of  enteric 
fever  occurring  in  patients  aged  10  years  and  upwards  who 
have  been  removed  from  each  mile  zone  to  Belvedere 
Fever  Hospital  since  the  introduction  of  pneumatic-tyred 
ambulances,  and  the  corresponding  fatality.  The  numbers 
in  each  of  the  first  four  zones  varied  from  441  to  921,  a 
sufficient  number  to  eliminate  mistakes  due  to  accidental 
causes  of  variation.  In  patients  admitted  from  a  distance 
under  one  mile,  the  fatality  was  21 -7  per  cent.,  in  patients 
admitted  from  a  distance  of  one  to  two  miles  it  was  20'3 
per  cent.,  from  a  distance  of  two  to  three  miles  21*3  per 
cent.,  and  from  a  distance  of  three  to  four  miles  it  was 
21T  per  cent.  In  other  words,  the  distance  from  which 
the  patients  were  removed  made  no  difference,  so  far  as 
the  prospects  of  recovery  were  concerned.  This  is  a 
valuable  result,  and  it  ought  to  remove  prejudices  against 
the  removal  of  enteric  patients  who  cannot  be  safely  and 
efficiently  nursed  at  home.  Dr.  Brownlee  has  also  investi¬ 
gated  the  influence  of  date  of  removal  on  the  prospects  of 
the  patient.  His  conclusion  is  that,  “  though  the  death- 
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rale  among  the  eases  removed  to  hospital  in  the  third  week 
exceeds  that  of  those  removed  in  the  first  and  second,  yet 
that  lesnlt  is  just  as  likely  to  be  due  to  the  want  of 
attention  received  during  the  earlier  stage  of  the  fever, 
where  there  is  often  great  lack  of  skill  and  knowledge  of 
nursing.  And  it  may  be  added  that,  as  there  is  great 
danger  of  other  members  of  the  family  becoming  infected 
wheie  theie  is  any  lack  of  skill  or  knowledge  in  nursing 
an  enteiic  fever  patient,  removal  to  hospital  is  strong’ly 
indicated. 
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Section  4.-— Vaccination. 

The  smallpox  epidemic  brought  vaccination  prominently 
to  the  fore,  and  in  the  preceding  sections  a  number  of 
remarks  upon  vaccination  have  been  quoted  in  connection 
with  smallpox  and  with  hospital  isolation.  An  immense 
amount  of  vaccination  and  re -vaccination  has  been  done, 
for  arrears  appear  to  have  largely  accumulated  previous 
to  the  outbreak  of  smallpox.  Two  or  three  further 
quotations  serve  to  emphasize  these  facts. 

Dr.  C.  H.  Adamson  (Edmonton)  writes  : — “  As  the  result 
of  my  experience  of  the  epidemic,  I  cannot  express  too 
strongly  my  opinion  of  the  advantages  of  vaccination.  In 
the  sanitary  and  nursing  staffs,  who  were  constantly  in 
connection  with  the  disease  during  the  whole  duration  of 
the  epidemic,  there  was  only  one  case  of  the  disease.  One 
of  the  Assistant  Sanitary  Inspectors  contracted  smallpox 
at  the  first  case  at  which  he  assisted.  He  was  the  only 
one  not  re- vaccinated  in  the  staff.  An  undertaker  and  his 
son  in  the  district,  not  re-vaccinated,  who  removed  the 
body  of  one  of  the  first  bad  cases  in  the  district  both 
contracted  the  disease.  The  undertaker  in  the  adjoining 
district,  who  afterwards  removed  all  the  bodies  for  burial, 
had  two  men  engaged  in  the  work.  One,  with  a  little 
persuasion,  I  re-vaccinated ;  the  other  was  asked  to  be  re¬ 
vaccinated,  but  absolutely  refused.  The  former  removed 
all  bodies  to  the  end  of  the  epidemic  without  taking  the 
disease;  the  latter  took  the  disease  soon  after  removing  a 
few  eases.  Many  other  cases  could  be  given  showing  how, 
in  a  family,  the  unvaccinated  members  contracted  the 
disease,  while  those  vaccinated  escaped.  Many  large 
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mercantile  firms  insisted  on  their  employees  being- 
vaccinated,  and  in  several  instances  I  know  that  they 
experienced  a  marked  immunity  from  the  disease. 

“  Unfortunately  all  public  bodies  were  not  unanimous  as 
to  the  necessity  for  vaccination,  and  as  a  consequence 
vaccination  was  to  a  certain  extent  neglected,  that  is  to 
say,  was  not  pushed  as  it  might  have  been.” 

In  a  similar  strain,  Dr.  Wm.  Butler  writes  from 
Willesden: — “It  is  ground  for  gratification  that  in  a  year 
manifestly  favourable  to  the  epidemicity  of  smallpox  it  lias 
been  possible  to  have  saved  the  District  from  a  serious 
epidemic  of  this  disease,  to  which,  from  its  proximity  to 
London,  Willesden  was  so  continuously  threatened.  There 
can  be  no  question  that  the  prompt  action  of  the  Council 
in  erecting  with  remarkable  expedition  an  isolation 
hospital  for  smallpox  has  been  the  means  of  saving  the 
district  from  a  disastrous  epidemic.  Without  doubt,  the 
extensive  advantage  which  was  taken  of  the  facilities 
offered  for  vaccination  did  much  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
smallpox,  but,  notwithstanding  the  extent  to  which  the 
public  availed  themselves  of  this,  it  must  be  admitted  that 
a  large  population  was  always  with  us  wholly  unprotected 
from  the  infection  of  this  disease. 

“  I  have  kept  at  the  isolation  hospital,  Dog  Lane,  a 
record  as  to  the  condition  of  children  as  regards  successful 
vaccination,  and  I  find  that  notwithstanding'  the  large 
amount  of  vaccination  and  re-vaccination  which  was 
practised  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  no  fewer  than  26-3 
per  cent,  of  the  children  admitted  to  the  hospital  suffering 
from  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria  were  unvaccinated.” 


And  from  Finchley  (Dr.  Kenwood)  also  writes — “Having 
regard  to  the  fact  that  in  the  event  of  an  outbreak  of 
smallpox  the  Sanitary  Authority  has  to  direct  all  the  other 
measures  taken  to  stamp  out  the  disease,  it  is  an  anomaly 
that  the  important  measure  of  re-vaccination  and  vaccina¬ 
tion  should  not  also  be  under  their  direct  control.  Ry  the 
existing  arrangement  it  may  happen  that  the  Vaccination 
Authority  and  its  officers  may  fail  in  their  duty  to  adminster 
the  Vaccination  Acts,  and  the  health  of  the  district  be 
endangered  by  the  neglect  to  secure  the  most  general 
adoption  possible  of  a  preventive  measure  over  which  the 
Public  Health  Authority  has  at  present  no  jurisdiction 
whatever.  It  must  have  been  the  experience  of  every 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  that  it  :is  almost  if  not  quite 
impossible  to  obtain  the  necessary  re- vaccination  of  the 
lower  working  class  contacts  unless  some  monetary 
inducement  is  offered  them  to  run  the  risk  of  losing  a  day’s 
work  on  account  of  a  bad  arm.  Local  sanitary  authorities 
have  no  power  to  expend  public  funds  m  this  manner,  but 
there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  expenditure  of  a  compara¬ 
tively  small  sum  of  money  in  order  to  secure  this  protection 
among  a  class  (which  is  the  least  amenable  to  sanitary 
control)  would  show  a  very  large  result  in  re-vaccination.. 
It  would,  in  my  opinion,  be  a  most  valuable  protective 
measure,  and  one  which  would  therefore  help  to  reduce  the 
enormous  outlay  upon  smallpox  hospitals.” 

CHAPTER  III.— SANITATION. 

Sanitary  Work  Generally. 

The  tables  of  sanitary  work,  formerly  styled  Tables  0 
(I,  II,  III,  IV),  now  named  Sanitation  (I,  II,  III,  IV),  are 
compiled  as  in  previous  years,  and  appear  in  Part  III  of 
this  Report. 
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The  table  of  Adoptive  Acts,  By-laws,  and  Regulations 
formerly  styled  Table  D,  also  appears  in  Parc  III.  This 
table  shows,  as  far  as  can  be  ascertained  from  the  Reports, 
the  Adoptive  Acts,  By-laws  and  Regulations  in  force  in 
each  of  the  districts  of  the  County  to  date. 

Inspections. 

Complaints. — In  Sanitation  Table  I  it  will  be  seen,  in  the 
first  column,  that  in  23  of  the  33  districts  the  number  of 
complaints  is  recorded. 

Infectious  Diseases  Notified. — In  the  second  column  is 
stated  the  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  dealt 
with.  In  L.  G.  B.  Table  III  (a),  a  more  complete  return 
of  infectious  diseases  notified  appears. 

Premises  Periodically  Inspected. — The  number  of  these  is 
stated  in  19  of  the  33  districts  in  the  third  column. 

Ilouse-to-Rouse  Inspections.— In  the  fourth  column  the 
number  of  house-to-house  inspections  is  stated  in  each 
locality. 

lotal  Inspections.  In  the  seventh  column  appear  the 
number  of  total  inspections  as  to  23  of  the  33  districts. 

Lettei  s,  Notices ,  <jc*  More  or  less  details  of  the  clerical 
and  legal  work  are  recorded  in  27  districts  in  the  eighth  to 
the  twelfth  column  of  Sanitation  Table  1. 

Open  Space  and  Atmosphere. 

The  number  and  extent  of  open  spaces  provided  for 
public  use  would  form  an  interesting  inquiry  that  might 
be  tabulated  for  reference. 


The  facts  that  would  require  to  be  known  as  to  each 
open  space  would  be  the  name  of  the  open  space,  the 
locality  and  situation,  a  description  of  the  boundaries,  the 
superficial  area,  and  other  particulars  of  interest. 


Of  S unbury  Mr.  Dwight  Morris  says — “There  can  be 
no  question  that  the  advent  of  trams  will  tend  to  open  up 
building-  estates  in  your  district,  and  under  these  conditions 
would  it  not  be  a  wise  plan  to  secure,  at  an  early  date 
a  good  recreation  ground,  as  central  as  possible,  before 
ground  becomes  too  dear  to  entertain  it.  Grave  mistakes 
have  been  made  before  in  rapidly  growing  districts,  in  not 
availing  themselves  of  opportunities  soon  enough,  and 
there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that,  with  railway  and 
tram  competition,  the  reduction  of  fares  will  mean  the 
introduction  of  an  access  of  population  of  that  kind,  which 
a  recreation  ground  would  be  a  great  attraction  and 
benefit  to  health.” 


From  Southgate  Dr.  Sydney  '  Kansome  reports — “The 
‘Council  will  shortly  become  owners  of  Broomfield  Park, 
consisting  of  about  54  acres,  the  Local  Government 
Board  having  sanctioned  the  purchase  thereof  by  the 
Council  at  the  sum  of  £25,000,  of  which  the  Middlesex 
County  Council  has  agreed  to  contribute  £6,250.  The 
acquirement  of  this  park  in  the  centre  of  what  will 
eventually  become  a  large  and  populous  neighbourhood, 
will  doubtless  be  very  beneficial  to  the  District,  as  a 
permanent  open  space  and  recreation  ground,  more 
especially  in  the  future.” 
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SmoI.€.  The  powers  of  a  Sanitary  Authority  for  dealing' 
with  smoke  nuisances  are  contained  in  section  91  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1875,  which  runs — 


91* — Por  the  pm  poses  of  this  Act — 
****** 

(/)  Any  ii re-place  or  furnace  which  does  not  as  far  as 
practicable  consume  the  smoke  arising'  from  the 
combustible  used  therein,  and  which  is  used  for 
working*  engines  by  steam,  or  any  mill,  factory, 
dyehouse,  brewery,  bakehouse,  orgaswork,  or  any 
manufacturing  or  trade  process  whatsoever,  and 

Any  chimney  (net  being  the  chimney  of  a  private- 
dwelling-house)  sending  forth  black  smoke  in  such 
a  quantity  as  to  be  a  nuisance, 


Shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  nuisance  liable  to  be  dealt 

with  summarily  in  manner  provided  by  this  Act, 
provided — 

****** 

Secondly  That  where  a  person  is  summoned  before 
any  court  in  respect  of  a  nuisance  arising  from, 
a  fireplace  or  furnace  which  does  not  consume 
the  smoke  arising  from  the  combustible  used  in 
such  fireplace  or  furnace,  the  Court  shall  hold 
that  no  nuisance  is  created  within  the  meaning 
of  this  Act,  and  dismiss  the  complaint,  if  it 
is  satisfied  that  such  fireplace  or  furnace 
is  constructed  in  such  manner  as  to  con¬ 
sume  as  far  as  practicable,  having  regard 
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to  the  nature  of  the  manufacture  or  trade,  all 
smoke  arising  therefrom,  and  that  such  fireplace 
or  furnace  has  been  carefully  attended  to  by 
the  person  having  the  charge  thereof.” 

The  large  areas  taken  up  by  the  depots  of  railway 
companies  are  regarded  as  open  spaces,  because  they  are 
mainly  free  from  buildings,  but  they  grow  no  vegetation 
and  do  not  by  this  much  benefit  the  atmosphere  ;  on  the 
contrary,  in  some  instances  they  pollute  it  by  an  excessive 
amount  of  smoke  from  engines,  stationary  or  locomotive. 
There  are  powers  for  dealing  with  such  cases,  but  as  they 
are  contained  in  Acts  not  usually  referred  to  for  sanitary 
purposes,  it  may  serve  a  useful  purpose  to  set  them  out 
fully  for  future  reference. 


Smoke — Railway  Locomotives. 

The.  Railway  Clauses  Consolidation  Act ,  1845  (8  Vic. 

Ch.  20.) 

Section  CXIV. 

Every  locomotive  steam  engine  to  be  used  on  the 
railway  shall,  if  it  use  coal  or  other  similar  fuel 
emitting  smoke,  be  constructed  on  the  principle 
of  consuming,  and  so  as  to  consume  its  own 
smoke  ;  and  if  any  engine  be  not  so  constructed, 
the  company  or  party  using  such  engine  shall 
forfeit  five  pounds  for  every  day  during  which 
such  engine  shall  be  used  on  the  railway. 
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Section  CXLV. 

Every  penalty  or  forfeiture  imposed  by  this  or  the 
spec1  al  Act,  or  by  any  by-law  made  in  pursuance 
thereof,  the  recovery  which  is  not  otherwise 
provided  for,  may  be  recovered  by  summary  pro¬ 
ceeding  before  two  Justices,  and  on  complaint 
being  made  to  any  Justice,  he  shall  issue  a  sum¬ 
mons  requiring  the  party  complained  against  to 
appear  before  two  Justices  at  a  time  and  place  to 
be  named  in  such  summons,  and  every  such  sum¬ 
mons  shall  be  served  on  the  party  offending, 
either  in  person  or  by  leaving  the  same  with  some 
inmate  at  his  usual  place  of  abode;  and  upon  the 
appearance  of  the  party  complained  against,  or  in 
his  absence,  after  proof  of  the  due  service  of  such 
summons,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  two  Justices 
to  proceed  to  the  hearing  of  the  complaint,  and 
that  although  no  information  in  writing’  or  in 
print  shall  have  been  exhibited  before  them  :  and 
upon  proof  of  the  offence,  either  by  the  confession 
of  the  party  complained  against,  or  upon  the  oath 
of  one  credible  witness,  or  more,  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  such  Justices  to  convict  the  offender,  and  upon 
such  conviction  to  adjudge  the  offender  to  pay 
the  penalty  or  forfeiture  incurred,  as  well  as  such 
costs  attending  the  conviction  as  such  Justices 
shall  think  fit. 


Section  CL 

The  Justices  by  whom  any  such  penalty  or  forfeiture 
shall  be  imposed  may,  where  the  application 
thereof  is  not  otherwise  provided  for,  award  not 
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more  than  one  half  thereof  to  the  informer,  and 
shall  award  the  remainder  to  the  Overseers  of  the 
Poor  of  the  Parish  in  which  the  offence  shall  have 
been  committed,  to  be  applied  in  aid  of  the  Poor’s 
Rate  of  such  Parish,  or  if  the  place  wherein  the 
offence  shall  have  been  committed  shall  be  extra- 
parochial,  then  such  Justices  shall  direct  such 
remainder  to  be  applied  in  aid  of  the  Poor’s  Rate 
of  such  extra-parochial  place,  or,  if  there  shall 
not  be  any  Poor’s  Rate  therein,  in  aid  of  the  Poor’s 
Rate  of  any  adjoining-  Parish  or  District. 


Section  CL  IX. 

Provided  always,  and  be  it  enacted,  that  notwith¬ 
standing  anything  herein  or  in  the  special  Act, 
or  any  Act  incorporated  therewith,  contained, 
every  penalty  or  forfeiture  imposed  by  this  or 
the  special  Act,  or  any  Act  incorporated  there¬ 
with,  or  by  any  bye-law  in  pursuance  thereof, 
in  respect  of  any  offence  which  shall  take  place 
within  the  metropolitan  police  district,  shall  be 
recovered,  enforced,  accounted,  for,  and,  except 
where  the  application  thereof  is  otherwise 
specially  provided  for,  shall  be  paid  to  the 
receiver  of  the  metropolitan  police  district,  and 
shall  be  applied  in  the  same  manner  as  penalties 
or  forfeitures  other  than  fines  upon  drunken 
persons,  or  upon  constables  for  misconduct,  or 
for  assaults  upon  police  constables,  are  directed 
to  be  recovered,  enforced,  accounted  for,  paid 
and  applied  by  an  Act  passed  in  the  third  year 
of  the  reign  of  her  present  Majesty,  intituled 
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“An  Act  for  regulating  the  police  courts  in  the 
metropolis  ;  and  every  order  or  conviction  of 
any  of  the  police  magistrates  in  respect  of  any 
such  forfeiture  or  penalty  shall  be  subject  to  the 
like  appeal,  and  upon  the  same  terms,  as  is  pro¬ 
vided  in  respect  of  any  order  or  conviction  of 
any  of  the  said  police  magistrates  by  the  said 
last-mentioned  Act ;  and  |every  magistrate  by 
whom  any  order  or  conviction  shall  have  been 
made  shall  have  the  same  power  of  binding*  over 
the  witnesses  who  shall  have  been  examined,  and 
such  witnesses  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same 
allowance  of  expenses  as  he  or  they  would  have 
had  or  been  entitled  to  in  case  the  order,  con¬ 
viction,  and  appeal  had  been  made  in  pursuance 
of  the  provisions  of  the  said  last-mentioned  Act. 

The  Regulation  of  Railways  Act ,  1868  (31  (]■  32  Vic  , 

Oh.  119). 

Section  19. 

Vvhere  proceedings  are  taken  against  a  Company 
using  a  locomotive  steam  engine  on  a  railway 
on  account  of  the  same  not  consuming  its  own 
smoke,  then  if  it  appears  to  the  Justices  before 
whom  the  complaint  is  heard  that  the  engine  is 
consti  ucted  on  the  principle  of  consuming  its 
own  smoke,  but  that  it  failed  to  consume  its  own 
smoke,  as  far  as  practicable,  at  the  time  charged 
in  the  complaint  through  the  default  of  the 
Company,  or  of  any  servant  in  the  employment 
of  the  Company,  such  Company  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  an  offence  under  the  Railways  Clauses 
Consolidation  Act,  1845,  Section  114. 
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Section  40. 

Every  penalty  imposed  by  this  Act  shall  be  recovered 
and  applied  in  the  same  manner  as  penalties 
imposed  by  the  Railways  Clauses  Consolidation 
Act,  1845,  and  the  Railways  Clauses  Consolida¬ 
tion  (Scotland)  Act,  1845  (as  the  case  may 
require),  are  for  the  time  being-  recoverable  and 
applicable. 


Dwellings. 

In  Sanitation  Table  I  the  number  of  dwelling-houses, 
premises,  etc.,  cleansed,  repaired,  etc.,  are  stated  in  22  of 
the  33  districts,  in  1 2  the  numbers  closed  as  unfit,  in  7  the 
numbers  re-opened  after  repair,  and  in  7  the  numbers 
demolished.  In  all  22  houses  appear  to  have  been 
demolished  as  unfit  for  human  habitation,  but  on  the 
other  hand  the  numbers  of  new  houses  constructed  must 
run  into  thousands,  judging  by  the  large  numbers  of  new 
houses  stated  in  some  of  the  Reports  to  have  been  erected. 
In  the  summaries  in  Part  II  these  numbers  have  been 
quoted  where  found  recorded  in  the  Reports. 

Housing. — This  question  continues  to  engage  attention  in 
many  districts,  and  the  following  quotations  are  specimens 
of  the  opinions  entertained  : — 

Mr.  (f.  Hope  reports  from  Hanwell — “I  pass  on  to  the 
house  accommodation,  especially  for  the  working  classes. 
Your  Council  has  been  very  active  in  the  matter.  A  Local 
Government  Board  Inquiry  was  held  by  Major  Norton,  R.E. 
to  consider  the  request  of  your  Council  for  sanction  to 
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borrow  £900  for  the  purchase  of  laud  in  Green  Lane  as  a 
site  for  dwelling's  for  persons  of  the  working*  class,  under 
Part  III  of  the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act,  1890, 
on  the  13th  April.  There  was,  however,  strong  opposition 
on  the  part  of  local  builders,  and  the  Local  Government 
Pjoaid  did  not  sanction  the  loan.  However,  I  think  even 
the  inquiry  has  had  a  salutary  effect.  We  have  a  number 
of  cottages  built  in  the  district,  but  the  rents  are  so  high 
that  sevei  al  families  are  compelled  to  live  in  one  house  to 
make  up  the  rent,  leaving  the  others  unoccupied.  This 
state  of  things,  as  I  stated  at  the  inquiry,  causes  over¬ 
crowding,  and  T  believe  the  cases  of  typhus  fever  reported 
last  year  were  due  to  this  cause.  We  have  now  in  force 
byelaws  for  the  regulation  of  houses  let  in  lodgings,  but 
they  will  require  considerable  amendment  before  they  will 
be  useful.” 

From  the  Staines  rural  district  Mr.  Dwight  Morris 
lepoits  At  the  present  moment  we  are  actively  eng’aged 
m  dealing  with  properties  run  up  before  the  bye-laws  came 
into  operation.  There  is  a  tendency  here  and  there 
throughout  the  district  to  scamp  the  work  and  evade  the 
requirements,  but  Mr.  Manning  and  his  staff  are  fully  alive 
to  the  fact,  and  are  very  soon  on  the  track  of  the  offenders, 
lhe  gieatest  evil  is  to  allow  property  to  be  built  on  water- 
logged  giound,  a  condition  very  frequently  in  evidence  in 
our  district.  The  bye-laws  certainly  want  strengthening 
m  this  direction,  and  I  have  no  doubt  it  will  receive  due 
consideration  at  your  hands,  as  the  difficulties  are  only 
manifest  during  the  winter  months  of  the  year,  when  the 
difference  of  the  height  of  the  subsoil  water  is  several 
feet,  varying  of  course  in  various  parts  of  your  district. 
Notwithstanding  the  deficiency  of  the  rainfall  up  to  date? 
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there  are  parts  of  the  district  where  water  has  again 
suddenly  appeared  in  ponds  which  have  been  practically 
dry  for  four  years.  The  erection  of  the  huge  reservoirs, 
which  are  really  only  immense  clay  buckets,  may  have 
some  bearing  on  this  matter,  by  diverting  the  usual  flow 
of  water  to  the  Thames  Valley.  The  near  advent  of  the 
trams  into  our  district  will  most  certainly  mean  very  great 
building  operations  of  the  artizan  class  of  dwelling,  which 
will  mean  that  systems  of  drainage  will  have  to  be  under¬ 
taken  to  meet  the  difficulty.” 


Mr.  F.  A.  Spreat  (Friern  Barnet)  says  that — “  The 
Committee  have  not  been  able  to  recommend  the  erection 
of  workmen’s  dwellings,  owing  to  the  high  prices  asked 
for  suitable  sites.  Terraces  of  six-roomed  houses  continue 
to  be  built,  particularly  in  the  South  Ward.  These  houses, 
which  are,  in  many  cases,  only  provided  with  kitchen, 
larder,  and  sanitary  accommodation  for  one  family,  are 
made  to  serve  for  two,  with  the  addition  of  lodgers  in 
some  cases.  The  want  of  proper  upstairs  sinks  and  larders 
leads  to  the  use  of  pails  and  jugs  for  the  storage  of  water, 
and  unclean,  evil  smelling  buckets  for  refuse,  which  are 
often  kept  side  by  side  in  the  living’  room  in  close  proximity 
to  food,  the  whole  aggravated  by  the  absence  of  ventilators 
in  the  walls.  Sufficient  attention  to  aspect  is  not  paid  by 
builders.  In  the  North  Ward  some  small  houses  have 
been  erected  with  the  kitchens  very  small  and  dark,  the 
windows  looking  out  on  to  the  narrow  passage  instead  of 
into  the  garden.  This,  together  with  the  small  bedrooms 
allocated  to  the  maids,  leading'  to  the  marked  mnemia 
which  is  so  common  amongst  domestic  servants,  the  future 
mothers  of  debilitated  children.” 
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And  from  Wembley,  Mr.  C.  E.  Goddard  writes— “It 
cannot  be  said  at  the  present  moment  this  is  a  pressing* 
question,  but  it  is  a  matter  for  regret  that  so  large  a  portion 
of  the  weekly  wage  must  be  spent  on  the  rent.  This  is, 
of  course,  entirely  a  matter  of  supply  and  demand,  and 
is  not  likely  to  improve  so  near  the  metropolis,  at  any  rate 
authorities  differ  considerably  as  to  the  expediency  of  small 
municipalities  undertaking  extensive  building  operations 
for  the  housing  of  the  working  classes.  I  have  often 
thought  that  the  land  between  "Wembley,  Stanmore, 
Kingsbury,  and  Willesden,  including  the  Kenton  District, 
and  all  Wembley  Park,  would  be  a  suitable  and  typical 
area  for  a  garden  city.  Even  now  it  would  not  be  too 
late  to  consider  the  matter,  if  only  the  land  owners  had 
not  an  exaggerated  notion  of  the  value  of  their  property.” 

Underground  Dwellings .  —  Referring  to  Sanitation 
Table  I.,  no  underground  dwellings  appear  to  have  been 
closed  during  the  year.  Probably  the  number  of  such 
dwellings  in  Middlesex  is  small. 

Houses  Let  in  Lodgings. — The  numbers  of  houses 
registered  under  the  by-laws  are  stated  in  five  districts, 
and  are  few,  except  in  Hendon  Urban,  where  300  are 
registered,  and  in  Hanwell,  20. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. — There  appear  to  be  only  12 
such  houses  in  the  County,  the  number  is  probably  greater. 

Canal  Boat  Dwellings. — Brentford  and  Uxbridge  are 
Registration  Authorities.  In  Heston  and  Isleworth  no 
less  than  314  inspections  of  canal  boats  were  made  and  47 
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contraventions  discovered  ;  in  Willesden,  with  weekly 
inspections.  47  contraventions  ;  in  Edmonton,  63  inspections 
and  5  contraventions  ;  in  Hampton  15  inspections  ;  and 
in  Hanwell  11,  as  shown  in  Sanitation  Table  I. 

Moveable  Dwellings . — On  reference  to  the  same  Table  it 
will  be  seen  in  many  districts  a  large  number  of  caravans 
were  “  moved  on.” 


Schools. 

In  Sanitation  Table  II,  in  22  of  the  districts  the  numbers 
of  the  schools  are  stated,  and  in  some  the  number  or 
frequency  of  inspections. 


Factories  and  Workshops. 

Workshops. —In  most  districts  the  regular  inspection  of 
factories,  workshops,  and  workplaces  is  now  energetically 
carried  on  under  the  Factory  and  Workshops  Act,  1901, 
as  seen  in  Sanitation  Table  II. 

Laundries. — Under  the  same  Act  the  inspection  of 
laundries  is  also  actively  pursued. 

Bakehouses. — Similarly  bakehouses  receive  more  at¬ 
tention. 


Slaughter-Houses. 

The  number  of  slaughter-houses  is  stated  in  24  districts, 
and  also  the  amount  of  inspections,  and  30  contraventions 
were  discovered. 
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Cowsheds,  Dairies,  and  Milkshops. 

In  25  districts  the  number  of  these  are  stated,  and  the 
amount  of  inspection,  and  a  considerable  number  of  contra¬ 
ventions  were  discovered. 

Mr.  F.  W.  Beville  (Uxbridge  Urban  District)  quotes  the 
Report  of  the  Veterinary  Inspector  appointed  for  the 
Inspection  of  Cows,  Cowsheds,  Milkshops,  etc. — 

“  High  Street, 

“  Uxbridge, 

“  February  VAth,  1903. 

Li  Dear  Sir, — In  accordance  with  the  instructions  given 
by  your  Council,  1  have  made  frequent  inspections  of  the 
dairies,  cowsheds,  and  milkshops  in  the  Urban  District 
during  the  past  year,  and  have  also  carefully  examined 
the  cows,  particularly  their  udders,  with  a  view  to 
detecting  evidences  of  tuberculosis. 

“  Speaking  generally,  the  cowsheds  and  other  buildings 
have  been  found  clean  and  satisfactory,  and  any  notice  to 
amend  any  little  deficiency  in  regard  to  cleansing  has  been 
promptly  attended  to. 

“  I  have  endeavoured  (in  a  few  instances  with  success)  to 
bring  about  an  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  cow¬ 
sheds,  particularly  with  regard  to  the  flooring.  In  many 
instances  they  have  been  found  in  such  a  condition  that 
adequate  cleansing  could  not  be  looked  for.  I  have  also 
strongly  pushed  the  question  of  improved  water  supply  to 
the  cowsheds,  with  beneficial  results. 
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u  YY  hitewashing*  has  been  carried  out  at  least  twice  in 
every  cowshed  during  the  year. 

“The  lighting  and  ventilation  may  be  said  to  be  sufficient., 
taking  into  consideration  that  the  cows  are  turned  out 
nearly  every  day.  As  regards  the  condition  of  the  cows 
they  may  be  described  as  healthy ;  of  course,  one  or  two 
owners  might  improve  on  the  class  of  cows  they  keep,  but 
I  am  glad  to  say  I  have  not  met  with  a  single  case  of 
generalized  tuberculosis  during  the  past  year  in  the  urban 
area,  and  I  do  not  think  it  could  have  escaped  being 
detected  had  one  existed,  as  I  have  made  such  frequent 
visits  and  at  varied  times.  There  has  been  found  one  cow 
affected  with  tuberculosis  of  the  udder,  and  this  was 
promptly  removed  on  my  informing  the  owner  of  the  fact. 

“  In  all  other  respects  I  think  the  milk  supply  of  the 
town  may  be  considered  satisfactory  ;  although  there  are 
necessarily  one  or  two  sources  of  supply  outside  the 
Uxbridge  Urban  district  of  which  I  have  no  information.

Food. 


Unsound  Food. — In  6  districts  seizures  of  unsound  food 
were  made, 
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Di.  William  Butler  reports  upon  food  inspection  on 
Saturday  nights  and  Sunday  mornings  in  Willesden. — 
“  food  offered  for  sale  is  periodically  inspected  on  Saturday 
nights  anu  Sunday  mornings.  Instituted  some  three  years 
ago,  these  inspections  are  still  maintained  and  carried  out 
by  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  and  the  assistant  In¬ 
spectors,  who  take  their  turn  alternately. 

“  During  the  twelve  months  39  visits  were  made  on 
Saturday  nights,  and  32  on  Sunday  mornings.  The  former 
require  that  the  whole  of  the  main  thoroughfares 
where  shops  or  stalls  exist  should  be  visited,  while  on 
Sunday  morning  South  Kilburn  is  the  part  of  the  district 
where  shops  are  chiefly  open.  On  no  occasion  during  these 
visits  was  there  any  necessity  to  seize  any  articles  exposed 
for  sale  as  unfit  for  food.  It  frequently  happens  that 
complaint  has  to  be  made  to  the  salesman  that  the  articles 
are  not  very  fresh.  On  all  such  occasions  the  proprietors 
have  willingly  withdrawn  from  sale  such  articles  taken 
exception  to.  The  vicinity  of  this  district  to  the  London 
markets  undoubtedly  safegards  the  food  supply  of 
Willesden,  owing  to  the  vigilance  of  the  Inspectors  of 
those  markets.” 

And  Dr.  Butler  Hogan  reports  upon  the  particulars  of 
food  inspections  in  Tottenham  — “  During  the  five  months 
from  July  to  December  inclusive,  1,491  inspections  have 
been  made,  viz. 612  butchers,  282  fruiterers,  and  597 
fishmongers,  and  all  the  stalls  in  the  streets  have  been 
inspected  on  Friday  and  Saturday  nights. 

“  Large  quantities  of  fruit  (apples,  bananas,  cherries,, 
plums,  damsons,  lemons,  pears),  vegetables  (peas,  brussels. 
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sprouts,  tomatoes),  fish  (haddocks,  kippers,  gurnets),  and 
meat  (beef,  lungs,  kidneys,  etc.),  have  been  condemned  and 
destroyed. 

“  There  has  been  a  decided  decrease  in  the  quantity 
which  it  has  been  necessary  to  condemn  during  the  past 
two  months. 

“The  slaughter  houses,  cowsheds,  dairies,  and  milkshops 
have  been  periodically  visited,  and  notices  served  in  many 
cases  to  abate  nuisances. 

The  required  works  have  in  nearly  all  cases  been 
effected.  All  the  slaugnter  houses  throughout  the  district 
are  placed  in  such  close  proximity  to  the  dwelling  houses, 
and  are  in  many  cases  so  defective  in  construction,  that  it 
would  be  most  desirable  if  the  Council  could  see  its  way 
clear  to  erect  a,  public  abattoir,  the  advantages  of  which 

to  the  district  in  general  would  be  very  considerable 
indeed.” 

rlhe  Life  of  lamed  Condensed  Milk. — Tins  of  milk  are 
supplied  by  certain  producers  unlabelled  and  unmarked, 
and  the  wholesale  dealers  or  middlemen  label  them  with 
brand-names  or  signs,  with  or  without  their  own  names 
and  addi esses,  and  supply  them  to  retail  grocers,  milkmen, 
provision  shops,  oil  shops,  general  shops,  and  others. 

the  shopkeepers  who  sell  the  tins  of  milk  put  by  all 
the  tins  that  have  burst  in  the  shop,  or  have  been  sold  and 
opened  by  customers  and  returned,  and  at  intervals  return 
these  tins  to  the  wholesale  dealer,  and  recoup  the  cost. 

A  hat  becomes  of  these  opened  tins  of  unsound  condensed 
milk  ? 
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Soaie  snopkeepers  can  recognize  tins  of  condensed  milk 
'when  unsound  and  blown,  and  blown  tins  are  put  aside  and 
returned  to  the  wholesale  dealers,  and  the  shopkeepers 
recoup  themselves.  What  becomes  of  the  blown  tins  of 
condensed  milk  returned  into  the  wholesale  dealers’  hands  ? 

Some  shopkeepers  cannot  or  do  not  recognise  unsound 
milk  in  blown  tins,  and  their  attention  should  be  directed 
to  this  matter.  They  should  know  whether  the  food  they 
se^  *s  S3unc^  although  many  purchasers  do  not  know  when 
condensed  milk  is  unsound.  Such  milk  is  unwholesome, 
and  a  serious  danger  to  infant  life  among  the  poor,  who 

unfortunately  often  buy  the  cheapest  brands  to  feed  their 
-babies  upon. 


Adulterated  Food.— In  two  districts,  namely,  Friern 
Barnet  and  Southall-Norwood,  samples  were  taken  under 
die  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts.

Mortuaries. 

in  18  districts  there  is  now  mortuary  accommodation 
provided,  and  in  others  it  is  under  consideration. 

Mr.  F.  W.  JBeville  reports  from  the  Uxbridge  Urban 
District  — “  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  draw  your  attention  to  the 
iuigeut  need  there  is  for  a  public  Mortuary  :  at  tbe  present 
Time  a  stable  or  shed  in  the  nearest  public  house  has  to 
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take  its  place,  a  condition  of  thing’s  that  alone  speaks  for 
itself,  but  in  the  case  of  a  person  being  found  dead 
suffering  from  diphtheria  or  smallpox,  under  the  existing 
conditions  the  result  might  be  serious.” 


Burial  Grounds. 

It  would  be  of  interest  to  obtain  information  as  to  the 
burial  grounds  in  the  County,  their  situation  and  extent, 
and  other  particulars,  to  enable  them  to  be  cast  into  tabular 
form  for  reference.  The  disposal  of  the  dead  will  be  much 
facilitated  by  the  recent  Act  to  provide  crematoria. 

Water  Supply  and  Water  Service. 

We! Is. — 26  new  wells  were  sunk  in  the  Staines  Rural 
District,  and  one  in  Sunbuiy.  Eight  wells  in  five  different 
districts  were  closed  as  polluted,  the  same  number  as  last 
year ;  in  the  five  previous  years  the  numbers  closed  were 
14,  28,  54,  41  and  45. 

Dr.  F.  C.  lothill  reports  that  in  the  Staines  Urban 
District— u  Ninety-five  per  cent  of  the  houses  are  supplied 
by  the  South  West  Suburban  Water  Company.  One  well 
was  closed,  as  polluted,  and  two  houses  had  Company’s 
water  laid  on. 

u  -^ie  inhabitants  of  the  Yeoveney  District  obtain  their 
supply  from  (he  River  Colne,  as  the  wells  there  were  found 
polluted  and  were  closed,  and  the  Company’s  mains  do  not 
reach  so  far.” 
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Public  Baths  and  Washhouses. 

The  amount  of  provision  for  public  baths  and  wash¬ 
houses  would  form  an  interesting-  inquiry,  that  might  be 
tabulated  for  reference. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Fnvies  and  Water- clo sets. — A  considerable  number  of 
above  ground  receptacles  were  substituted  for  pits,  of 
movable  receptacles  for  fixed,  and  of  water  closets  for  dry 
leceptacles,  and  a  large  number  of  new  water  closets 
constructed.  In  Sanitation  Table  III,  Part  III,  the  per¬ 
centage  of  houses  provided  with  water-closets  is  seen 
to  be  increasing. 

Drams  and  S eivers.  The  number  of  cesspools  abolished 
was  considerable,  and  percentage  of  houses  draining  into 
sewers  is  growing. 

Dr.  E.  J.  Steegman  reports  from  Heston  and  Isle  worth 
as  to  drainage — “  The  drains  of  all  houses  in  which 
infectious  cases  have  occurred  have  been  tested,  and  the 
majority  of  them  have  been  found  to  require  more  or  less 
extensive  repairs.  It  would  perhaps  be  too  much  to  say 
that  all  cases  of  zymotic  disease  are  clue  to  defective 
drainage,  but  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  such  defects  are 
a  souice  of  great  danger  not  only  to  other  persons  residing 
in  the  house,  but  also  to  their  neighbours.  The  experience 
of  the  Health  Department  in  almost  always  finding  defects 
in  the  drains  of  a  house  co-existing  with  infectious  disease 
in  that  house,  is  a  fact  that  cannot  be  ignored,  and  is  one 
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that  is  constantly  coming'  to  the  notice  of  the  Health 
Committee.  In  many  instances  the  houses  are  compara¬ 
tively  new,  and  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  the 
dangerous  defects  would  not  have  arisen  if  the  drains  had 
been  in  the  first  instance  constructed  with  a  view  to  safety 
nnd  permanency,  rather  than  cheapness.  In  my  opinion 
more  stringent  bye-laws  regarding  the  laying  of  drains 
are  required  in  this  district,  and  it  should  not  be  optional  1 
ns  to  whether  the  drains  have  proper  foundations  or  not. 

I  am  fully  aware  of  all  the  reasons  that  can  be  urged 
against  increasing  the  cost  of  building  in  a  district  like 
this,  where  small  workmen’s  dwellings  are  greatly  needed, 
but  I  venture  to  think  that  even  at  the  risk  of  very  slightly 
increasing  the  rent  to  be  paid  for  the  house,  the  health  of 
those  who  will  have  to  live  in  it  should  be  safeguarded  in 
every  possible  way  by  those  in  authority.” 

Dr.  Fletcher  Little  reports  from  Harrow-on-the-Hill _ 

*•  From  long  observation,  I  am  convinced  that  it  would  be  ' 
a  great  improvement  if  the  testing  of  all  drains,  both  old 
and  new,  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Sanitary  Depart¬ 
ment.  At  present  responsibility  is  divided,  as  the  new  ■' 
drams  are  tested  by  the  Engineer  and  the  old  drains  by 
the  banitaiy  Inspector.  It  would  be  a  great  improvement 
if  one  department  had  charge  of  the  drain  from  the  time  it 
was  fiist  laid  down  until  it  had  to  be  removed.  This  plan 
has  been  found  to  work  admirably  in  St.  Marylebone  and 
other  places,  and  I  respectfully  recommend  that  it  be 
adopted  in  Harrow. 

In  my  previous  reports  I  have  repeatedly  drawn  the 
attention  of  your  Council  to  the  dangers  of  leaky  drains, 
and  have  pointed  out  that  the  only  safe  test  for  old,  as 
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we.H  as  nevL  drains  is  the  water  test.  Public  attention 
has  recently  been  called  to  this  question  in  London,  owing 
to  some  leg-al  proceedings.  A  discussion  has  been  held  at 
the  Sanitary  Institute,  and  a  crowded  meeting'  of  medical- 
officers  of  health,  sanitary  engineers,  sanitary  inspectors, 
and  others  qualified  to  judge  on  the  testing  of  drains 
expressed  their  views.  Mr.  Osborne  Smith,  the  ablest 
exponent  of  the  dangerous  theory  that  the  smoke  test  was 
adequate  for  old  drains,  laid  every  argument  before  the 
meeting,  but  when  the  vote  was  taken,  only  one  hand  was 
held  up  in  support  of  this  view.  We  cannot  afford  to  run 
any  risks  in  Harrow,  and  nothing  but  first-class  sanitary 
methods  should  be  adopted.’’ 


Sewage  Disposal. 

Di.  P.  C.  Tothili  reports  from  Staines  Urban  District  upon 
this  subject — “  Ninety  per  cent,  of  the  houses  are  provided 
with  water-closets,  and  nearly  all,  except  those  in  the  out¬ 
lying  districts,  are  connectei  with  sewers.  Seven  cesspools 
Avere  abolished  during  the  year,  and  the  houses  connected 
with  the  sewers. 

u  Ihe  filter  beds  at  the  sewag’e  works  are  now  at  work; 
they  are  composed  of  sand,  polarite,  and  layers  of  flints 
and  gravel,  and  the  sewage  is  run  over  them  after  precipi¬ 
tation  in  the  tank  with  alumino  ferric.  I  think  they  will 
be  a  great  improvement  on  the  former  system  of  land 
filtration,  as  the  soil  was  too  impervious  for  the  purpose, 
and  the  sewage  lay  too  long  on  the  surface. 

“  effluent  satisfies  the  requirements  of  the  Thames 
Conservators.’’ 
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Mr.  F.  W.  Andrew  says  of  Kingsbury — The  first  step 
was  taken  in  the  year  1900,  when  five  acres  of  land  were 
bought  from  All  Souls’  College,  situated  in  the  south-west 
portion  of  the  district,  near  Neasden  Bridge,  for  the 
purpose  of  a  sewage  farm. 

44  Three  schemes  were  got  out  by  Mr.  Grimley,  the 
Council’s  Consulting  Engineer,  and,  after  numerous 
meetings  and  careful  consideration,  it  was  decided  to 
adopt  Scheme  A.  In  designing  this  scheme  the  greatest 
difficulty  which  presented  itself  to  Mr.  Grimley  (for  I  am* 
mainly  quoting  his  wo~ds  in  this  report)  was  the  fact  that 
the  present  population  was  only  757,  and  the  net  rateable 
value  only  £4,458,  the  acreage,  as  before  stated,  being 
£829  acres.  Moreover,  the  sparse  population  was  found 
at  three  or  four  places  widely  apart,  which  necessitated 
long  lengths  of  sewers  to  reach  them.  Mr.  Grimley,  in 
framing  his  scheme,  felt  that — with  the  certainty  of 
development  in  the  near  future — to  provide  for  any  less: 
population  than  5,000  would  not  be  economical  The 
estimate  for  the  scheme  which  was  carried  out  was 
£10,499,  and  :it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  that  estimate 
was  not  exceeded.  It  was  originally  proposed  to  provide 
for  open  septic  tanks  in  duplicate,  and  bacteria  filters,  with 
final  purification  through  land,  hut,  owing  to  the  limited 
borrowing  powers  of  the  Council,  these  had  to  be  omitted. 
After  passing  through  an  iron  screen  chamber,  the  sewage 
is  conveyed  in  pipes  and  carriers  to  the  irrigation  area,, 
five  acres  in  extent,  double-trenched,  ridged,  and 
furrowed.  Crops  will  be  grown  on  the  ridges,  and  lateral 
filtration  aimed  at.  A  9-inch  collecting  drain  traverses- 
the  boundary  of  the  land,  and  ultimately  discharges  the 
effluent  into  the  River  Brent, 
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ihe  irrigation  area  Consists  of  a  foot  of  good  turf  and 
mu  on  surface,  the  subsoil  being  clay,  with  gravel,  and  is 
not  under-drained.  The  site  is  so  situated  and  at  such  a 

®Ve  ,hat  bacteria  beds  can  be  constructed  at  any  time, 
single  and  double,  and  another  very  important  factor  is 
t  at  every  part  of  the  parish  can  gravitate  to  this  site.  A 
storm  water  filter,  3  ft.  3  in.  deep,  with  200  superficial 
.) aids  m  area,  has  also  been  erected,  consisting  of  clinker 
breeze  covered  with  shingle,  closely  under-drained  and 
ventilated.  The  out-fall  sewer  is  a  15-inch  pipe,  and, 
starting  at  the  sewage  farm,  is  carried  across  the  fields  to 
Aeasden  Lane,  under  Blackwood  Hill,  along  Church  Lane 
to  the  juncture  of  Wood  Lane;  along  Wood  Lane  it 
proceeds  across  the  fields  to  the  Edgware  Road,  where  it 
terminates  temporarily  on  receiving  the  sewage  from  the 
existing  brick  sewer  which  takes  the  sewage  from  the 
Hyde  portion  of  the  Kingsbury  District.  It  is  intended 
eventually  to  extend  this  sewer  for  two  miles,  to  provide 
lor  the  north-eastern  part  of  the  parish.  Another  branch 
rom  the  junction  at  Wood  Lane  passes  along  Slouo-h 
Lane  to  a  point  in  Kenton  Lane  near  the  smithy.  A  third 
branch  is  continued  along  Church  Lane  into  Buck  Lane, 
and  a  further  branch  along  the  north  side  of  Kingsbury 
Lreem  The  scheme  as  completed  covers  an  area  of 
"  llldes  4  furlongs  179  yards  in  leng-th.” 


Mr.  C.  A.  Patten  reports  from  Ea’ing— “  I  have  again, 
as  in  piev  ious  reports,  to  refer  to  the  great  increase  in  the 
election  of  duellings,  and  the  need  of  a  corresponding- 
provision  for  dealing  with  the  augmented  volume 
of  sewage  which  must  necessarily  follow.  I  am 
cognizant  of  the  great  growth  which  is  foreshadowed  by 
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the  miles  of  road  to  be  laid  out  in  the  district,  and  especially 
in  the  small  area  of  Northfield  Lane.  It  is  evident  that 
your  borough  engineer  is  alive  to  the  importance  of 
making  the  necessary  increase  to  meet  this  demand  upon 
the  southern  sewage  works,  by  the  plans  he  has  got  in 
hand  for  the  utilization  of  the  land  recently  purchased 
south  of  the  existing  works.  I  am  given  to  understand 
that  the  Thames  Conservators,  in  whose  district  these 
works  lie,  recognise  the  importance  of  the  preparation 
suggested,  and  are  fully  satisfied  with  the  assurance  given 
them  that  they  are  in  progess.  Before  quitting  the  subject 
of  these  southern  works,  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  bear 
testimony  to  the  success  which  has  resulted  from  the 
several  alterations  carried  out,  and  the  value  of  the 
amended  treatment  both  of  sewage  and  sludge,  which  have 
practically  been  completed  by  your  Borough  Surveyor 
during  the  past  twelve  months. 

“  With  reference  to  the  northern  works,  although  the 
growth  of  population  is  small  compared  to  that  with  which 
the  southern  have  to  deal  with,  the  same  requisite  care  and 
system  are  required,  and  the  result  is  quite  as  successful. 


“  The  bacteria  beds,  which  have  been  completed  during 
the  past  year,  and  are  now  in  full  working  order,  have 
given  proof  of  great  success,  as  the  samples  of  effluent 
taken  from  them,  whenever  one  is  collected  by  the  Middle¬ 
sex  County  Council,  amply  prove.  These  analyses  afford 
incontrovertible  evidence  of  the  very  satisfactory  work 
performed  through  the  medium  of  these  beds.  It  is  more 
than  probable  before  long,  as  population  increases,  additions 
will  have  to  be  made  to  the  precipitation  tanks,  to  avoid,  in 
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some  degree,  the  overtaxing  caused  by  storm  water.  The 
Boiongh  Surveyor  and. myself  will  take  the  opportunity  of 
bringing  this  subject  before  you  at  a  future  date.” 


Of  Hendon,  Mr.  F.  W.  Andrew  reports— “  The  disposal 
of  the  sewage  is  carried  on  as  formerly,  by  first  precipitation 
m  tanks,  having  previously  been  passed  through  a  screening 
chamber.  To  aid  the  precipitation  process,  ferrozone  (a 
mixture  of  sulphate  of  iron  and  alumina)  is  used.  The 
sewage  is  then  passed  over  the  high  level  filters.  These 
filters  have  been  re-constructed  during’  the  past  year,  as 
they  were  found  to  be  absolutely  useb  ss  for  the  purpose 
for  which  they  were  intended,  being  worn  out.  This  caused 
a  considerable  outlay,  as  the  top  soil  was  taken  off,  and  the 
subsoil  dug  up  to  a  depth  of  4  feet,  and  burnt  into  ballast ; 
the  ballast  was  then  sifted,  and  the  coarse  material  only 
used  for  the  filters.  The  filters  are  of  about  6,000  superficial 
yards  in  extent,  and  are  underdrained.  The  filtrate,  after 
passing  through  these,  is  carried  to  the  “  low-level  ” 
bacteriological  filters  as  formerly,  and  eventually  passes 
into  the  River  Brent.  The  effluent  has  been  much  improved 
by  the  new  filters.  The  sludge  is  pumped  from  the  tanks 
on  to  the  land,  which  is  over  16  acres  in  extent,  and  crops 
aie  annually  grown,  the  sale  of  which  helps  considerably 
towards  the  expenses  entailed  on  the  Farm.  I  should 
mention  that  there  are  about  18  acres  of  land  which  are 
used  for  purposes  of  irrigation  as  required.” 


And,  from  Hornsey,  Dr.  Clothier  reports — “  A  recent 
improvement  has  been  made  in  the  method  of  sewage 
disposal  at  Irish  Corner,  necessitated  partly  by  the  growth 
of  the  population  in  the  northern  part  of  Muswell  Hill,  and 


also  by  tlie  increased  volume  of  sewage  which  will  be 
received  from  the  newly  acquired  area  of  C4-|  acres  known 
as  late  Clerkenwell  Detached. 

“The  system  of  disposal  previously  adopted  was  that  of 
precipitation  and  irrigation,  but  this  has  now  been  substituted 
by  the  first  section  of  a  scheme  for  the  treatment  cf  the 
sewage  on  the  bacteriological  principle. 

“Four  coarse  and  four  fine  tanks  have  already  been  con¬ 
structed,  and  the  old  precipitation  tanks  converted  into  two 
detritus  tanks.  The  scheme  further  provides  for  the 
erection,  as  the  flow  of  sewage  increases,  of  four  more 
pairs  of  tanks,  the  whole  of  which  will  command  a  sufficient 
area  of  land  between  the  bacteria  beds  and  the  effluent 
outlet  for  subsequent  irrigation.  This  scheme  will  also  do 
away  with  the  weekly  cleansing  of  the  sedimentation  tanks, 
and  result  in  great  improvement  in  the  conduct  of  the 
works.” 

Dr.  Dwight  Morris  (Staines  Rural  District),  speaking  of 
nuisance  from  sewage  works,  says — “Although  complaints 
have  been  frequent  from  time  to  time,  re  the  odour  arising 
from  the  Staines  Outfall  Works  at  West  Bedfont — taking 
it  altogether,  they  have  not  been  so  numerous  this  last  year. 
At  the  same  time,  the  new  filter  tanks  have  been  constructed 
which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Staines  Urban  District  Council, 
will  cure  the  evil.  Le';  us  hope  it  will,  for  the  stench  which 
arises  from  pumping  crude  sewage  on  the  land  is  justly 
complained  of  by  the  surrounding  inhabitant^,  for  the  com¬ 
position  of  the  Staines  sewage  is  of  a  particularly  wicked 
character,  and  its  effects  had  been  as  keenly  felt  in  the 
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town  itself  as  in  the  immediate  vicinity  ;  I  am  afraid  that 

the  progress  and  development  of  Staines  as  a  riverside 

resort  would  have  been  seriously  checked,  if  not  altogether 
ruined.1 ” 


Scavenging. 

Refuse  Storage.  The  old  fashioned  type  of  receptacle, 
fashioned  to  keep  refuse  on  the  premises  as  long-  as 
possible,  is  being  largely  replaced  by  the  new  type  dust¬ 
bin,  intended  to  store  it  as  short  a  time  as  possible. 

Refuse  Removal.— The  periodical  removal  of  house  refuse 

is  becoming  now  general  every  week,  as  seen  in  Sanitation 
Table  IV,  Part  III. 

Refuse  Disposal— The  difficulties  of  disposal  of  refuse  do 
not  decrease. 


Dr.  Win.  Butler  sa3s  that  at  Willesden— “  For  the 
purpose  of  the  collection  of  house  refuse,  the  district 
is  divided  into  three.  The  collection  is  a  weekly 
one,  and,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Public  Health 
Department,  is  done  by  contract.  The  dust  collected  in 

x  °'  1  Dlstr;ct  is  amoved  in  van  to  Paddington  and 
useharged  into  barges  and  taken  to  other  parts  of 

lddlesex-  The  Contractors  for  the  other  two  districts 
depend  for  the  disposal  of  their  refuse  on  brickfields  in  the 
neighbourhood  and  outlying  parts.  With  the  exception  of 
about  two  months,  the  whole  of  the  refuse  during  (he  year 
from  these  two  districts  has  been  deposited  at  die  Brent 
brickfields,  Acton  Lane,  and  for  the  other  two  months  it 
was  deposited  at  the  Grange  brickfields.  Chambers  Lane. 
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“  Complaints  ;of  nuisance  arising  from  the  deposit  and 
-  combustion  of  the  refuse  have  on  several  occasions  been 
received,  and  without  doubt  the  need  for  a  dust  destructor 
is  an  immediate  one,  and  will  become  increasingly,  so  with 
the  rapid  increase  of  population  in  and  around  the  district.” 

Dr.  Butler  Hogan  (Tottenham)  says  that— “  I  am  glad 
to  be  able  to  report  that  the  sanction  of  the  Local 
:  Government  Board  to  the  loan  of  £27,300  for  this 
work  has  this  day  (3rd  February)  been  received,  and  that 
preparations  are  consequently  being  made  to  carry  out  the 
work  immediately.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that,  when 
completed,  it  will  be  a  great  advantage  to  the  public 
health  in  the  district.” 

Dr.  Clothier  (Hornsey)  reports  as  to  house  refuse  and 
trade  refuse,  namely,  vegetable  refuse  and  fish  offal,  as 
follows 

“House  Refuse.— In  order  to  show  the  increasing 
quantity  of  house  refuse  that  has  to  be  destroyed  at  the

“It  will  be  seen  at  a  glance  from  these  particulars  that 
the  house  refuse  has  more  than  doubled  within  the  last 
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seven  years.  The  collection  is  carried  out  weekly,  but  the 
Council  lecently  decided  that  during’  the  ensuing  year  the 

refuse  from  flats  and  tenements  should  be  collected  twice 
a  week.

11  Vegetable  lief  use. — If  will  be  remembered  that  the 
Council  decided  last  Spring  to  charge  a  nominal  sum  of 
twopence  per  cwt.  for  disposing  of  vegetable  refuse  in  the 
furnaces,  fiom  tradesmen  within  their  district,  instead  of,  as 
hitherto,  receiving  it  free  of  charge.  As  a  result,  a  smaller 
quantity  has  been  delivered  at  the  Depot  during  the  year, 
the  figures  being  230  tons  in  1902,  as  compared  with 
358  tons  in  1901.  Fourteen  tradesmen  now  deliver  their 
vegetable  refuse  at  the  Depot  for  destruction. 


Fish  Offal.  With  regard  to  fish  offal,  prior  to  the  1st 
of  April  last  this  was  received  from  tradesmen  at  the 


Sanitary  Depot  at  a  charge  of  one  shilling’  per  cwt.,  where 
it  was  placed  in  a  special  iron  covered  tank  and  carted  away 
by  a  manure  merchant  daily,  but  from  that  date  special 


arrangements  were  made  for  burning  t  he  offal  in  the  furnaces, 
and  the  former  arrangement  was  discontinued.  It  was 
also  decided  to  reduce  the  charge  from  one  shilling  to 
sixpence  per  cwt.,  payment,  as  before,  to  be  made  in  every 
case  in  advance.  The  quantity  received  and  dealt  with 
during  the  year  was  44  tons.” 


CHAPTER  IV. — LEGISLATION. 

NEW  ACTS. 

During  the  year  the  following  Acts  of  sanitary  and 
administrative  interest  to  public  health  were  passed:  — 
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The  Midwives  Act,  1902  (2  Edw.  VII.  Cli.  xvii.) ;  an 
Act  to  secure  the  better  training  of  midwives  and  to 
regulate  their  practice. 

The  Cremation  Act,  1902  (2  Edw.  VII.,  Ch.  viii.);  an 
Act  for  the  regulation  of  the  burning  of  human  remains, 
and  to  enable  Burial  Authorities  to  establish  Crematoria. 


The  Mid  wives  Act,  1902. 

This  Act  provides  that  after  the  1st  April,  1905,  every 
midwife  must  be  certified.  On  the  passing  of  the  Act 
the  Lord  President  of  the  Council  must  take  steps  to 
secure  the  formation  of  a  Midwives’  Board  of  nine 
members. 

The  duties  and  powers  of  the  Board  shall  be  as 
follows  :  — 

I.  To  frame  rules — - 

(«)  regulating  their  own  proceedings; 

(b)  regulating  the  issue  of  certificates  and  the 

conditions  of  admission  to  the  roll  of  mid¬ 
wives  ; 

(c)  regulating  the  course  of  training  and  the 

conduct  of  examinations,  and  the  remunera¬ 
tion  of  the  examiners  ; 

(cl)  regulating  the  admission  to  the  roll  of 
women  already  in  practice  as  midwives  at 
the  passing  of  this  Act ; 
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0)  regulating,  supervising,  and  restricting  within 
due  limits  the  practice  of  midwives  ; 

(f)  deciding  the  conditions  under  which  mid¬ 
wives  may  be  suspended  from  practice  ; 

0?)  defining  the  particulars  required  to  be  given 
in  any  notice  under  section  ten  of  this  Act ; 

II.  To  appoint  examiners; 

III.  To  decide  upon  the  places  where,  and  the  times 
when,  examinations  shall  be  held  ; 

1^  •  To  publish  annually  a  roll  of  midwives  who  have 
been  duly  certified  under  this  Act ; 

V.  To  decide  upon  the  removal  from  the  roll  of  the 
name  of  any  midwife  for  disobeying  the  rules 
and  regulations  from  time  to  time  laid  down 
under  this  Act  by  the  Central  Midwives  Board, 
or  for  other  misconduct,  and  also  to  decide  upon 
the  restoration  to  the  roll  of  the  name  of  any 
midwife  so  removed  ; 

AT.  To  issue  and  cancel  certificates. 

And  generally  to  do  any  other  act  or  duty  which 
maJ  be  necessary  for  the  due  and  proper  carrving 
out  cf  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

Rules  framed  under  this  section  shall  be  valid  only  if 
approved  by  the  Privy  Council,  and  the  Privy  Council, 
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before  approving-  any  such  rules,  shall  take  into  considera¬ 
tion  any  representations  which  the  General  Medical 
Council  may  make  with  respect  thereto. 

*  #  *  *  ^ 

8.  Every  Council  of  a  County  or  County  Borough  through- 
out  Engdand  and  Wales  shall,  on  the  commencement  of 
this  Act,  be  the  local  supervising-  authority  over  midwives 
within  the  area  of  the  said  County  or  County  Borough.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  local  supervising  authority — • 

(1)  To  exercise  general  supervision  over  all  midwives 
practising-  within  their  area  in  accordance  with 
the  rules  to  be  laid  down  under  this  Act. 

(2)  To  investigate  charges  of  malpractice,  negligence, 
or  misconduct  on  the  part  of  any  midwife  prac¬ 
tising  within  their  area,  and  should  a  prim  a  facie 
case  be  established,  to  report  the  same  to  the 
Central  Midwives  Board. 

(3)  To  suspend  any  midwife  from  practice,  in  accord¬ 

ance  with  the  rules  under  this  Act,  if  such 
suspension  appeals  necessary  in  order  to  prevent 
the  spread  of  infection. 

(4)  To  report  at  once  to  the  said  Board  the  name  of 
any  midwife  practising  in  their  area  convicted  of 
an  offence. 

(5)  During  the  month  of  January  of  each  year  to  supply 
the  Secretary  of 'the  Central  Mid  wives  Board  with 
the  names  and  addresses  of  all  midwives  who,, 
during  the  preceding  yea1’,  have  notified  their 

(978)  n 
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intention  to  practice  within  their  area,  and  to  keep 
a  current  copy  of  the  roll  of  midwives,  accessible 
at  all  reasonable  times  for  public  inspection. 

(6)  do  report  at  once  to  the  Central  Mid  wives  Board 
the  death  of  any  midwife  or  any  change  in  the 
name  or  address  of  any  midwife  in  their  area,  so 
that  the  necessary  alteration  may  be  made  in  the 
roll. 

(7)  To  give  due  notice  of  the  effect  of  the  Act,  so  far 
as  practicable,  to  persons  at  present  using  the 
title  of  midwife. 

The  local  supervising  authority  may  delegate,  with  or 
without  any  restrictions  or  conditions  as  they  may  think  fit, 
any  powers  or  duties  conferred  or  imposed  upon  them  by  or 
in  pursuance  of  this  Act,  to  a  Committee  appointed  by  them, 
and  consisting  either  wholly  or]  partly  of  members  of  the 
Council,  and  the  provisions  of  sub-sections  one  and  two  of 
•section  eighty-two  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1888, 
shall  apply  to  every  Committee  appointed  under  this  section 
and  to  every  Council  appointing  the  same,  and  women  shall 
be  eligible  to  serve  on  any  such  Committees. 

9.  A  County  Council  may  delegate,  with  or  without  any 
restrictions  or  conditions  as  they  may  think  fit,  any  powers 
or  duties  conferred  or  imposed  upon  them  by  or  in  pursuance 
of  this  Act,  to  any  District  Council  within  the  area  of  the 
County,  and  the  powers  and  duties  so  delegated  may  be 
exercised  by  a  Committee  appointed  by  such  District  Council 
and  consisting  either  wholly  or  partly  of  members  of  the 
District  Council,  and  women  shall  be  eligible  to  serve  on 
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such  Committee.  Any  expenses  incurred  by  a  District 
Council  in  the  execution  of  any  powers  or  duties  so  delegated 
shall,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  such  sum  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  the  County  Council,  be  repaid  to  such 
District  Council  as  a  debt  by  the  County  Council,  and 
any  excess  above  the  sum  so  prescribed  shall  be  borne  by 
the  District  Council  as  part  of  their  ordinary  expenses. 

The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  .apply  to  the  admin¬ 
istrative  County  of  London  in  like  manner  as  if  each 
Metropolitan  Borough  were  a  County  District  and  the 
Borough  Council  were  the  District  Council  of  that  district. 

10.  Every  woman  certified  under  this  Act  shall  before 
holding  herself  out  as  a  practising  midwife,  or  commencing 
to  practice  as  a  midwife,  in  any  area,  give  notice  in  writing 
of  her  intention  so  to  do  to  the  local  supervising  authority, 
or  to  the  body  to  whom  for  the  time  being  the  powers  and 
duties  of  the  local  supervising  authority  shall  have  been 
delegated  under  this  Act,  and  shall  give  a  like  notice  in  the 
month  of  January  in  eveiy  year  thereafter  during  which 
she  continues  to  practice  in  such  area. 

Such  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  local  supervising 
authority  of  the  area  within  which  such  woman  usually 
resides  or  carries  on  her  practice,  and  the  like  notice  shall 
be  given  to  every  other  local  supervising  authority  or 
delegated  body  within  whose  area  such  woman  at  any  time 
practices  or  acts  as  a  midwife,  within  forty-eight  hours  at 
the  latest  after  she  commences  so  to  practice  or  act. 

Every  such  notice  shall  contain  such  particulars  as  may 
be  required  by  the  rules  under  this  Act  to  secure  the 
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identification  of  the  person  giving*  it ;  and  if  any  woman 
omits  to  give  the  said  notices  or  any  of  them,  or  knowingly 
or  wilfully  makes  or  causes  or  procures  any  other  person 
to  make  any  false  statement  in  any  such  notice  she  shall 
on  summary  conviction  be  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding* 

O 

five  pounds. 

11.  Any  woman  who  procures  or  attempts  to  procure 
a  certificate  under  this  Act  by  making  or  producing,  or 
causing  to  be  made  or  produced,  any  false  and  fraudulent 
declaration,  certificate  or  representation,  either  in  writing 
or  otherwise,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanour,  and  shall 
on  conviction  thereof  be  liable  to  be  imprisoned,  with  or 
without  hard  labour,  for  any  term  not  exceeding  twelve 
months. 

12.  Any  person  wilfully  making  or  causing  to  be  made 
any  falsification  in  any  matter  relating  to  the  roll  of 
midwives  shall  be  guilty  of  misdemeanour,  and  shall  be 
liable  to  be  imprisoned  with  or  without  hard  labour  tor  any 
term  not  exceeding  twelve  months. 

13.  — Any  offences  under  this  Act  punishable  on  summary 
conviction  may  be  prosecuted  by  the  local  supervising 
authority. 

The  expenses  of  any  such  prosecution  shall  be  defrayed 
by  the  Council  of  the  County  or  County  Borough  in  which 
the  prosecution  takes  place. 

14. — Where  any  woman  deems  herself  aggrieved  by  any 
determination  of  any  Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction  under 
this  Act,  such  woman  may  appeal  therefrom  to  the  Court 
of  Quarter  Sessions, 
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15.  Any  expenses  under  this  Act  payable  by  the 
Council  of  a  County  or  County  Borough  shall  be  defrayed 
out  of  the  County  Fund  or  out  of  the  Borough  Fund  or 
Borough  Rate,  as  the  case  may  be. 


16.  Nothing  in  this  Act  respecting  mid  wives  shall  apply 
to  legally  qualified  medical  practitioners.

THE  CREMATION  ACT,  1903. 

This  Act  makes  all  the  provisions  of  the  Burial  Acts 
which  refer  to  the  provision  of  a  burial  ground,  applicable 
also  to  the  provisions  of  crematoria ;  it  also  applies,  for 
similar  purposes,  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health 
(Interments)  Act,  1879. 


It  farther  enacts  that  no  crematorium  shall  be  con¬ 
structed  nearer  than  200  yards  to  any  dwelling  house 
except  by  consent  in  writing  of  the  owner,  lessee  and 
occupier  of  such  house,  nor  within  50  yards  of  any  public 
highway  nor  in  the  consecrated  part  of  the  burial  ground 
of  any  burial  authority. 


The  regulations  as  to  the  maintenance  and  inspection  of 
the  crematoria  and  all  details  as  to  the  burning  of  the 
body,  the  disposal  of  the  ashes  and  a  variety  of  details  are 
to  be  settled  by  the  Secretary  of  State. 
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THE  HOME  WORK  ORDER 
OE  11th  DECEMBER,  1901.  (No.  983.) 

Tn  pursuance  of  the  powers  conferred  on  me  by  Sections 
107,  108,  and  110  of  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901, 
I  hereby  make  the  following  Order  : — 

I.  Section  107  (relating  to  lists  of  out- workers)  and 

Section  108  (relating  to  employment  in  unwhole¬ 
some  premises)  shall  apply  to  the  following  classes 
of  work  : — 

Ihe  making,  cleaning,  washing*,  altering,  orna¬ 
menting,  finishing,  and  repairing  of  wearing 
apparel  and  any  work  incidental  thereto  ; 

The  making*,  ornamenting,  mending,  and  finishing*  of 
lace  and  of  lace  curtains  and  nets ; 

Cabinet  and  furniture  making  and  upholstery  work  ; 

The  making  of  electro-plate  ; 

The  making  of  files  ;  and 

Fur-pulling. 

II.  Section  110  (relating  to  the  prohibition  of  home

Fur-pulling. 

III.  The  lists  of  out- workers  required  to  be  kept  by 
Section  107  and  the  copies  thereof  shall  be  kept 
and  made  -  in  the  form  and  manner  and  with 
particulars  shown  in  rhe  Schedule  hereto. 

The  Order  of  23rd  March,  1898,  relating  to  lists  of  out¬ 
workers  is  hereby  revoked. 

This  Order  may  be  referred  to  as  the  Home-Work  Order 
of  11th  December,  1901,  and  shall  come  into  force  on 
1st  January,  1902.

REGULATIONS  AS  TO  CHOLERA,  YELLOW  FEVER, 

AND  PLAGUE. 

On  the  26th  December,  1902,  there  appeared  in  the 
London  Gazette  an  Order  of  the  Local  Government  Board, 
dated  24th  December,  1902,  amending  the  General  Order 
of  the  9th  November,  1896,  made  under  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1875,  the  Public  Health  (London)  Act,  1891,  and  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1896.  The  Amending  Order  extends 
Article  26  of  the  Regulations  in  the  following  term  : — 


Article  I. — The  Regulations  shall  apply  and  have  effect 
as  if  for  Article  25  of  the  Regulations  the  following  Article 
were  substituted,  that  is  to  say:— 

“  Art.  25.  The  master  cf  every  ship  infected  with 
cholera,  yellow7  fever,  or  plague  shall,  when  the 
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ship  is  within  three  miles  of  the  coast  of  any  part 
Oi  England  or  W  ales,  or  is  within  the  limits  of  a 
Port,  cause  to  be  hoisted — 

“(i.)  At  the  masthead  or  where  it  can  be  best 
seen,  during  the  whole  of  the  time  between 
sunrise  and  sunset,  a  da}^  signal,  consisting* 

of  a  large  flag  of  yellow  and  black  borne 
quarterly  ;  or 

“  (ii.)  At  the  peak  or  other  conspicuous  place 
where  it  can  be  best  seen,  and  at  a  height 
of  not  less  than  twenty  feet  above  the 
hull  of  the  ship,  during  the  whole  of  the 
time  between  sunset  and  sunrise,  a  night 
signal,  consisting  of  three  lights,  which 
shall  be  arranged,  at  a  distance  of  not  less 
than  six  feet  apart,  in  the  form  of  an 
equilateral  triangle,  and  of  which  the  light 
at  the  apex  of  the  triangle  shall  be  white, 
and  the  other  lights  at  the  ends  of  the  base 
of  the  triangle  shall  be  red  in  colour. 


No  person  (other  than  an  Officer  of  Customs  or  a 
person  acting  in  the  execution  of  this  Order)  shall 
leave  the  aforesaid  ship  until  after  such  visit  of 
the  Officer  of  Customs  as  is  mentioned  in  Article  2, 
or  until  after  the  visit  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  in  pursuance  of  Article  8.” 


Article  II. — Extends  similar  regulations  applying  to 
Gloucester  and  Bristol,  and 
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Article  III. — Those  applying  to  Liverpool  and  Man¬ 
chester,  and  the  following  Notice  is  added  : — 

Not  ice. — The  Public  Health  Act,  1896,  provides  by 
Sub-section  (3)  of  Section  1  that  if  any  person 
wilfully  neglects  or  refuses  to  obey  or  carry  out, 
or  obstructs  the  execution  of,  any  regulation  made 
under  section  one  hundred  and  thirty  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1875,  or  in  pursuance  of  that  section 
as  extended  to  London  by  the  Public  Health 
(London)  Act,  1891,  and  as  amended  by  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1896,  he  shall  be  liable  to  a 
penalty  not  exceeding  one  hundred  pounds,  and 
in  the  case  of  a  continuing  offence  to  a  further 
penalty  not  exceeding  fifty  pounds  for  every  day 
during  which  the  offence  continues. 

LEGAL  DECISIONS. 

The  King  v.  Jones. 

Removal  to  Hospital  oj  a  person  suffering  from  Small-pox  by 
Order  of  a  Magistrate  upon  a  certificate  of  a  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 

On  the  2nd  May,  1902,  in  the  King’s  Bench  Division, 
Mr.  Schultess  Young’  moved  for  a  rule  nisi  for  a  certiorari 
to  quash  an  Order  made  by  Mr.  T.  F.  Jones,  a  Justice  of 
the  Peace  for  Surrey,  under  Section  121  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1875,  that  one,  W.  0.  Quelch,  residing  with 
his  father,  Mr.  J.  J.  Quelch,  at  Onslow  Gardens,  Walling- 
ton,  should  be  removed  to  the  Small-pox  Hospital  at 
Cheam,  on  the  ground  that  he  was  suffering  from  that 
disease  and  that  there  was  no  proper  accommodation  at 
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his  father  s  residence.  Counsel  stated  that  the  patient  was 
2G  years  of  age,  the  house  was  well-fitted  for  his  accom¬ 
modation,  there  was  no  one  in  the  house  but  the  patient 
and  Iiis  mother  and  a  nurse ;  and  the  Magistrate  made  the 
Older  without  notice  to  Mr.  Quelch  on  a  certificate  given 
by  Dr.  Fegen,  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Rural 
District  of  Croydon.  Mr.  Quelch  had  obstructed  and  pre- 
\  ented  the  execution  of  the  Order  and  was  now  summoned 
for  a  penalt}\  There  was  no  evidence  of  want  of  proper 
accommodation.  An  appeal  was  pending  against  the 
Order.  The  patient  was  now  well  and  in  Court.  If  the 
cei  tificate  was  on  oath  there  might  be  evidence  of  want  of 
proper  accommod ation. 


The  Lord  Chief  Justice  said  there  must  be  no  rule  in  this 
case  as  the  Magistrate  was  entitled  to  act  on  the  certificate  of 
a  medical  man  under  Section  124  of  the  Act,  and  certiorari 
did  not  lie  as  to  the  exercise  of  jurisdiction  by  Magistrates 

on  a  matter  in  which  they  had  jurisdiction.—  (Times, 
3rd  May,  1002.) 


WlMBLEDON  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL  V .  HASTINGS. 

King’s  Bench  Division. — June  24th,  1902. 

Public  Health  Act ,  1875,  Sections  91  and  102 — Nuisance 
from  overcrowding— Day  School— Right  of  Entry. 

A  day  school  is  a  “  house  ”  within  the  meaning  of  Section 
^1  (d)  of  the  Public  Health  Act ,  18/5,  and  a  nuisance 
may  arise  from  overcrowding  due  to  an  excessive  number 
of  scholars  being  taught  in  one  room . 


A  Justice ,  before  mak  ing  an  Order  to  admit  the  officer  of  a 
local  authority  under  Section  102  of  the  same  Act,  may 
receive  evidence  offered  by  the  occupier  of  the  premises  as 
to  whether  there  is  reasonable  ground  for  believing  that 
a  nuisance  exists.  The  Order  ought  also  to  be  confined 
to  the  subject  matter  of  the  alleged  nuisance. 

This  was  an  appeal  by  way  of  a  case  stated  from  the- 
Surrey  Quarter  Sessions,  the  appellants  being  the  Wimble¬ 
don  Urban  District  Council  and  the  lespondent  being  the 
head-mistress  of  a  high  school  for  girls  within  the  district 
of  the  appellants.  xV  complaint  was  made  to  the  Council 
that  one  of  the  schoolrooms  was  overcrowded,  owing  to 
too  many  scholars  being  taught  in  the  room  at  the  same 
time.  An  inspector  of  nuisances  visited  the  school  and 
applied  for  admission  to  examine  the  school,  for  the  purpose 
of  seeing  whether  the  alleged  nuisance  existed.  The 
respondent  refused  to  grant  him  admission.  A  letter  from 
the  Clerk  produced  no  better  result.  An  application  was 
then  made  to  the  Justices  of  the  Peace  for  an  Order  under 
Section  102  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  requiring  the 
respondent  to  admit  the  inspector,  and  upon  the  oath  of  the 
inspector  an  Order  was  made  requiring  the  respondent  to- 
admit  the  inspector  to  the  premises. 

The  respondent  appealed  to  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions,, 
and  contended  that  the  Order  was  bad  on  several  grounds,, 
among  others  that  Section  01  (5)  of  the  Public  Health  Act,. 
1875,  applied  only  to  dwelling  houses  and  not  to  day 
schools,  so  that  there  could  be  no  nuisance  within  that 
provision,  and  that  scholars  were  not  inmates,  and  also- 
that  the  Justices  had  not  reasonable  grounds  for  making 
the  Ordtr.  The  form  of  the  Order  was  also  questioned  as- 
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being1  too  general,  as  it  did  not  specify  any  particular 
nuisance.  The  respondent  desired  to  tender  evidence  to 
show  that  the  nuisance  did  not  in  fact  exist,  but  this 
evidence  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  declined  to  hear; 
but  they  decided  that  scholars  were  not  inmates  within  the 
meaning  of  Section  91  (5)  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875, 
and  that  therefore  no  nuisance  was  alleged  to  exist.  They 
therefore  allowed  the  appeal,  and  quashed  the  Order  of  the 
Justices. 

h  he  words  of  Section  91  (5)  are  : — “  Any  house  or  part 
of  a  house  so  overcrowded  as  to  be  dangerous  or  injurious 
to  the  health  of  the  inmates,  whether  or  not  members  of 
the  same  family.”  By  Section  4  of  the  same  Act  it  is 
provided  that  “In  this  Act,  if  not  inconsistent  with  the 
context,  the  following'  words  and  expressions  have  the 
meaning  hereinafter  respectively  assigned  to  them— that  is 
to  say,  .  .  .  4  house  ’  includes  schools,  also  factories  and 
other  buildings  in  which  persons  are  employed.” 

By  Section  102  it  is  enacted  that  “  the  Local  Authority 
oi  any  of  iheir  officers  shall  be  admitted  into  any  premises 
for  the  purpose  of  examining  as  to  the  existence  of  any 
nuisance  thereon,  at  any  time  .  .  .  between  the  hours  of 
nine  in  the  forenoon  and  six  in  the  afternoon,  or,  in  a  case 
nuisance  arising  in  respect  of  any  business,  then  at  any 
hour  when  such  business  is  in  progress  or  is  usually  carried 
on.  ...  If  admission  to  premises  for  any  of  the  purposes 
of  this  Section  is  refused,  any  Justice,  on  complaint  thereof 
on  oath  by  any  officer  of  the  Local  Authority  (made  after 
reasonable  notice  in  writing  of  the  intention  to  make  the 
same  has  been  given  to  the  person  having  custody  of  the 
premises),  may,  by  Order  under  his  hand,  require  the 
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person  having  custody  of  the  premises  to  admit  the  Local 
Authority,  or  their  officer,  into  the  premises  during  the 
hours  aforesaid,  and  if  no  person  having  custody  of  the 
premises  can  be  found,  the  Justices  shall,  on  oath  made 
before  him  of  that  fact,  by  Order  under  his  hand,  authorise 
the  Local  Authority,  or  any  of  their  officers,  to  enter  such 
premises  during  the  hours  aforesaid.” 

0.  A.  Russell,  K.C.,  and  Humphreys  appeared  for  the 
Appellants  ;  Macmorran,  K.O.,  and  Daldy  for  the  respondent. 

The  Court  allowed  the  appeal. 

Alverstone,  L.C.J.,  in  giving  judgment,  said  the  Court 
of  Quarter  Sessions  had  decided  that  the  Order  of  the 
Magistrates  was  not  a  proper  Order,  because  it  related  to 
a  school,  and  that  school  was  not,  in  their  opinion,  a  house 
or  part  of  a  house  so  overcrowded  as  to  be  dangerous  or 
injurious  to  the  health  of  the  inmates.  Now,  the  interpre¬ 
tation  clause  of  the  Act,  Section  4,  says  that  £1  house”  is 
to  include  school,  and  primd  facie ,  when  you  are  dealing 
with  the  matter  of  nuisances,  there  would  not  seem  to  be 
any  reason  why  there  should  not  be  the  same  power  of  in¬ 
spection  with  regard  to  a  school  kept  for  the  purpose  of 
boys  or  girls  being  received  and  passing  several  hours 
of  the  day  there  for  the  purpose  of  their  education,  just  in 
the  same  way  as  power  is  given  to  go  into  a  private  house 
under  certain  circumstances  in  a  proper  case  where  the 
Justice  might  make  the  Order  for  inspection  in  the  private 
house.  Air.  Macmorran  contends  that  must  mean  dwelling 
house  in  the  ordinary  sense  of  the  word,  where  people  sleep, 
and  he  fortifies  his  argument  by  referring  to  Section  6, 
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dealing*  with  factories  and  the  overcrowding*  of  a  factory, 
which  would  otherwise  come  within  Sub-section  (5),  and 
he  sa}rs  that  shows  that  as  overcrowding*  of  a  factory  is 
mentioned  in  Sub-section  (6),  “  house  ”  is  limited  to  a  dwel¬ 
ling  house  in  this  Section.  I  think  the  answer  to  that  is 
that,  with  regard  to  factories,  the  legislature  were  desirous 
to  bring  in  other  things,  and  to  give  a  wider  scope  to  the 
power  of  the  local  authority,  and  they  used  the  words 
“  not  kept  in  a  cleanly  state,  or  not  ventilated,”  &c.  ;  and 
then  to  avoid  it  being  said  that  overcrowding  was  not 
within  the  Section,  they  have  to  add  those  words  at  the 
end  as  to  overcrowding.  We  think,  therefore,  that  the 
particular  point  upon  which  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions 
held  the  Order  was  bad  wrs  wrong,  and  the  case  must  be 
further  dealt  with. 


On  the  subordinate  points  we  are  all  of  opinion  that 
neither  the  Justices  out  of  Sessions  nor  Quarter  Sessions 
have  to  decide  whether  there  was  a  nuisance  or  not,  but 
they  ma)  have  to  consider  whether  there  is  reasonable 
ground  for  suspecting  there  is  a  nuisance,  and  there  is  an 
obvious  difference  between  this  case  and  cases  of  complaint 
of  want  of  sanitary  appliances  or  insufficiency  of  drains,  as 
to  which  inspection  may  in  many  cases  be  the  only  way  to 
decide  if  they  are  fit  or  not ;  but  when  allegations  are 
based  on  questions  of  fact  we  think  it  would  be  going*  too 
far  to  say  that  the  Justices  ought  not  to  be  allowed  to- 
receive  evidence  as  to  what  was  the  true  state  of  facts 
before  them  on  which  they  purport  to  act.  We  think, 
therefore,  that  they  were  entitled  to  hear  evidence  to  show 
that  the  allegation  on  which  a  ground  for  inspection  was 
based  was  without  foundation.  We  think,  further,  that 
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the  Order  ought  to  be  made  in  reference  to  the  particular 
subject-matter,  and  should  not  give  an  officer  a  right  to 
inspect  everything'. 

Darling,  J.,  concurred. 

Chanuell,  J.,  also  concurred,  and,  as  to  the  question 
under  Section  102,  added  that  the  Order  is  to  be  made  on 
notice  to  the  party,  and  therefore  it  is  obvious  that  the 
Magistrate  must  have  something  else  to  consider  than  the 
mere  fact  that  the  officer  desires  to  go.  I  think  the 
Magistrate  is  entitled  and  bound  to  see  the  object  for 
which  the  officer  wants  to  go,  and  see  if  it  is  a  matter  that 
can  come  within  the  first  part  of  the  Section.  Suppose, 
for  instance,  that  Miss  Hastings  had  said,  “  It  is  an  entire 
mistake  ;  I  do  not  keep  any  school  at  ail.  I  have  no 
scholars  coming  to  me,  and  no  one  in  the  house  at  all.”  It 
is  perfectly  clear  she  would  be  entitled  to  give  that 
evidence,  and  to  say :  “This  is  not  a  school.  There  are 
not  400,  or  200,  or  32,  or  any  other  number  of  scholars, 
there  are  in  all  two  or  three  children  of  my  own  or 
inmates  of  the  house.”  The  object  for  which  the  person 
wants  to  go  is  certainly  a  matter  to  be  inquired  into  by  the 
Magistrate,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  the  other  partv  is 
entitled  to  offer  evidence,  not  for  the  purpose  of  showing 
•that  there  is  no  nuisance  in  fact,  but  for  the  purpose  of 
showing  there  is  no  object  in  examining  the  premises. 

iY  ote.  It  must  be  added  that  this  ruling’  does  not  apply  to 
infectious  diseases  nor  to  uusound  food,  in  which  cases  the 
Orders  of  Magistrates  are  made  upon  ex  parte  applications 
provided  that  they  are  accompanied  by  proper  certificates. 
See  Queen  v.  Davey,  page  53  of  Report  for  the  Year  1898, 
and  other  cases. 
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Humphrey  v.  Young. 

Semi-detached  houses ,  two  buildings  in  separate  curtilages 
and  combined  drain ,  a  Sewer. 

This  was  a  case  stated  by  Magistrates  for  the  opinion  of 
the  Court  upon  a  question  of  law  arising  upon  the  hearing 
of  a  summons  against  the  respondent  for  refusing  to  obey 
a  notice  served  by  the  appellant,  an  Inspector  of  Nuisances 
for  the  Borough  of  Reigate,  requiring  the  respondent  to 
make  certain  alterations  to  the  drains  of  Nos.  3d  and  38, 
Somers  Road,  in  that  borough,  of  which  houses,  the 
respondent  was  the  owner.  The  premises  in  question  were 
a  pair  of  semi-detached  houses,  built,  apparently,  at  the 
same  time,  having  one  continuous  roof  and  divided  by  a 
party  wall  which  did  not  go  up  through  the  roof.  The 
premises  had  always  been  the  subject  of  a  separate  letting, 
and  separately  assessed  and  rated  in  the  poor  and  other 
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rates.  The  drain  or  sewer  in  question  was  used  for  the 
drainage  of  both  houses.  The  Magistrates  found  as  a  fact 
that  the  two  houses  were  two  separate  buildings  and  not 
within  the  same  curtilage,  aud  were  of  opinion,  on  the 
authority  of  “  Travis  v.  Utley  ”  (1894  1  Q.B.,  233),  that  the 
drain  or  sewer  in  question  was  a  sewer  within  the  meaning 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  vested  in  the  Local 
Authority,  and  that  the  respondent  could  not  be  required 
to  alter  or  amend  it.  The  question  for  the  opinion  of  the 
Court  was  wdiether  the  Magistrates,  in  deciding  that  the 
two  houses  were  in  fact  two  buildings,  had  come  to  a 
right  decision  in  law. 

Mr.  R.  Bray,  K.C.,  and  Mr.  G.  Humphreys  were  for  the 
appellant;  Mr.  Macmorran,  K  C.,  and  Mr.  Naldrett  for  the 
respondent. 
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Mr.  Bray  contended  that  the  Magistrates  had  come  to  a 
wrong  decision,  Mr.  Justice  Cozens-Hardy  had  decided,  in 
the  case  of  “  Hedley  v.  Webb”  (1901,  2  Oh.,  126),  that  a 
pair  of  semi-detached  houses  constituted  one  building. 
That  case  was  an  authority  binding  upon  the  Magistrates. 
The  Magistrates  had  not  directed  their  minds  to  the 
proper  question,  as  the  question  was  not  how  the  buildings 
had  been  dealt  with,  as  by  a  separate  letting  or  otherwise, 
but  whether  the  houses  were,  in  fact,  one  building.  It 
was  impossible  to  say  that  these  bouses,  built  at  the  same 
time  and  being  under  one  continuous  roof,  were  two 
separate  buildings. 

Mr.  Macmonan,  on  behalf  of  the  respondent,  argued 
that  the  decision  of  Mr.  Justice  Cozens- Hardy  in  “Hedley 
v.  V\  ebb  left  it  a  question  of  fact  in  each  case  whether  or 
not  a  pair  of  semi-detached  houses  constituted  one  building. 
The  Magistrates  had  decided  that  the  houses  in  question 
wme  two  separate  buildings,  and  this  decision  on  a  question 
of  fact  should  not  be  disturbed.  The  Magistrates  were 
right  in  deciding  that  the  drain  was  a  sewer.  The  case  of 

Ira  vis  v.  Utley  ”  decided  that  a  drain  passing  through 
private  ground,  but  receiving  the  drainage  of  more  than 
one  building,  was  a  “sewer”  within  the  meaning  of  the. 
Public  Health  Act. 

ine  Lord  Chief  Justice,  in  delivering  judgment,  said 
that  it  had  been  argued  that  a  pair  of  semi-detached  houses 
must  be  found  to  be  one  building,  because  they  were  built 
at  the  same  time  and  were  under  one  continuous  roof.  He 
doubted  whether  the  word  “  building”  in  the  Public  Health 
Act  was  intended  to  have  so  wide  a  meaning.  Section  4 
of  the  Act  said,  “  Drain  means  any  drain  of  and  used  for 
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one  building-  only,  or  premises  within  the  same  curtilage 
&c.”  If  it  had  been  intended  to  deal  with  the  question  of 
structure  some  more  distinct  definition  would  have  been 
given.  He  thought  that  it  must  come  to  a  question  of  fact. 
i:i  each  case.  The  Magistrates  had  found  as  a  fact  that  the 
houses  formed  two  buildings,  and  that,  therefore,  the  drain 
in  question  was  a  sewer  vested  in  the  public  authority. 
The  case  of  “  Travis  v.  Utley,”  in  which  case  the  structure 
of  the  houses  was  somewhat  similar,  was  an  authority  for 
the  proposition  that  each  case  must  stand  on  its  own  merits. 
The  decision  of  Mr.  Justice  Cozens-IIardy  in  “  Iledley  i\ 
Webb”  went  on  many  grounds.  He  was  of  opinion  that 
it  must  be  a  question  of  fact  in  each  case,  and  that  no 
general  rule  could  be  laid  down  to  the  effect  that  a  pair  of 
semi-detached  houses  must  in  all  cases  constitute  one 
building.  The  decision  of  the  Magistrates  could  not  be 
disturbed,  and  the  appeal  must  be  dismissed. 

Mr.  Justice  Wills  and  Mr.  Justice  Channell  concurred, 
and  the  appeal  was  dismissed. 

(Before  Mr.  Justice  Lawrence  and  a  special  Jury.) 

Woodford  Urban  District  Council  v.  Stark. 

Meaning  of  “  a  Drain  or  Drains  for  a  House  f 

The  meaning  of  Section  25  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1  c  7 5 ,  is  that  a  person  who  erects  a  house  must  provide  a. 
separate  drain  for  that  house. 

The  District  Council  appealed  from  a  decision  of  Magis¬ 
trates  who  had  dismissed  two  informations  against  the 
respondent  under  Section  25  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1875.  The  respondent  deposited  with  the  Council  notice 
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of  intention  to  erect  two  houses  in  one  block,  with  a  block 
plan  thereof  showing  a  combined  drain.  The  plan  was 
disapproved  on  the  report  of  the  Council’s  Surveyor,  on 
the  ground  that  the  drainage  was  unsatisfactory,  and  the 
Council  made  an  Order  under  the  said  Section  that  a 
separate  drain  should  be  provided  for  each  house.  The 
respondent,  nevertheless,  constructed  the  combined  drain 
according  to  the  plan.  The  Council  thereupon  laid  two 
informations  against  him — one  in  respect  of  each  house — 
for  building  a  house  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Section,  which  provides  that  it  shall  nut  be  lawful  in  an 
urban,  district  to  erect  a  house  unless  a  covered  drain  or 
drains  be  constructed  of  such  size  and  materials  and  at 
such  level  and  with  such  fall  as  on  the  report  of  the 
Surveyor  may  appear  to  the  Url  an  Authority  to  be 
necessary  fur  the  effectual  drainage  of  the  house.  The 
Magistrates  dismissed  the  informations,  as  they  were  of 
■opinion  that  the  Council  had  no  jurisdiction  to  order  a 
separate  drain,  but  were  confined  by  the  Section  to 
considering  only  such  matters  as  size,  materials,  level,  and 
fall. 

The  following  cases  were  cited  : — Bradford  v.  Mayor  of 
Eastbourne  (1  C.C.C.,  94),  Hedley  v.  Webb  (6  C.C.C.,  48), 
Pilbrow  v.  St.  Leonard,  Shoreditch  (1895,  1  Q.B.,  433),  and 
Matthews  r.  Strachan  (G  C.C.C.,  121). 

Held — That  Section  25  meant  that  there  should  be  a 
separate  drain  for  each  house. 

Appeal  allowed  and  case  sent  back  to  the  Magistrates.

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Kyffin  v.  Simmons. 

King’s  Bench  Division.  27th  March,  1903. 

Appeal  before  the  Lord  Chief  Justice  of  England  (Lord 
A I  vers  tone),  Mr.  Justice  Wills,  and  Mr.  Justice  Channel]. 

A  building  which  is  let  in  separate  tenements  for  dwelling 
purposes  is  a  house  let  out  in  lodgings  within  the  meaning  of 
Section  94  of  the  Sub  lie  Health  {London)  Act ,  1891. 

Statement  of  Case. 

“  The  appellant  was  summoned  before  me  sitting  at  the 
Guildhall  Justice  Room  in  the  City  on  the  said  3rd  June. 
1909,  to  answer  an  information  laid  by  the  respondent,  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  appointed  by  the  Sanitary  Authority  of 
the  said  City,  in  respect  of  the  following  offence,  namely, 
for  that  he  the  appellant  on  the  9th  day  of  May,  1902,  in 
the  said  City,  at  No.  13,  Shaftesbury  Place,  Aldersgate 
Street,  E.C.,  being'  a  house  let  in  lodgings  or  occupied  by 
members  of  more  than  one  family,  did  knowingly  cause  or 
suffer  a  greater  number  of  persons  than  would  admit  of 
the  provision  of  air  space  required  for  each  to  occupy  at 
one  time,  as  a  sleeping  apartment,  a  room  used  exclusively 
for  that  purpose  contrary  to  the  third  Bye-law  made  by 
the  Sanitary  Authority  of  the  said  City,  and  contrary  to 
Statute.  The  Bye-law  in  question  is  as  follows: — The 
landlord  of  a  lodging  house  or  a  lodger  therein  shall  not 
knowingly  cause  or  suffer  a  greater  number  of  persons 
than  will  admit  of  the  provision  of  330  cubic  feet  of  free 
air  space  for  each  person  of  an  age  exceeding  10  years, 
and  of  175  cubic  feet  of  free  air  space  for  each  person  of 
an  age  not  exceeding  1  0  years,  to  occupy  at  any  one  time 
as  a  sleeping  apartment  a  room  which  is  used  exclusively 


for  that  purpose  and  which  is  under  the  control  of  such 
landlord,  or  which  has  been  let  to  or  is  occupied  by  such 
lodger  respectively,  as  the  case  may  be.  A  copy  of  the 
said  Bee-laws  is  hereto  annexed,  numbered  1.  On  the 
hearing-  of  the  said  summons  the  following  facts  were 
proved  : — (a)  No.  13,  Shaftesbury  Place  is  an  ordinary 
six-roomed  house,  and  was  not  specially  constructed  to  be 
let  in  separate  tenements.  It  was  rated  as  one  heredita¬ 
ment.  It  consists  of  three  floors  and  a  basement.  It  has 
one  common  internal  staircase  and  one  common  front  door, 
which  do  r  is  always  kept  open.  On  each  floor  there  are 
two  rooms,  and  each  floor  is  separately  let  to  and  occupied 
by  a  separate  family.  The  ground  and  first  floors  have- 
each  one  door  opening  on  to  the  staircase.  The  top  floor 
has  a  door  from  each  room  opening  on  to  the  staircase- 
T1  iere  is  no  separate  washing  or  sanitary  accommodation 
for  the  different  floors,  but  in  the  basement  there  is  a 
scullery  and  washhouse,  and  in  the  yard  there  is  a  tap  and 
a  tv.c.,  all  of  which  are  used  in  common  by  the  tenants  of 
the  different  floors.  A  plan  of  the  premises  in  question  is 
annexed  hereto  and  marked  No.  2.  (b)  The  appellant  is  the 

landlord  of  the  said  premises  and  lets  the  different  floors 
therein  to  different  families,  all  of  whom  are  ordinary 
weekly  tenants  and  pay  rents  of  from  5s.  to  5s.  6d.  per 
week,  (c)  The  first  floor  was  let  to  one  Cornelius  Edward 
Liddington  at  5s.  6d.  per  week  and  was  occupied  by  him, 
his  wife,  his  son  ag-ed  11,  and  his  three  daughters,  each 
under  10  years  old.  (d)  The  appellant  does  not  reside  on 
the  premises,  nor  has  he  any  representative  there.  He 
attended  every  week  to  collect  the  rents,  but  beyond  that 
there  was  no  evidence  of  control  over  the  tenants.  He 
knew  the  number  of  people  who.  -were  sleeping  in  the  back 
room  iu  question,  but  until  after  the  date  of  the  alleged 
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offence  he  took  no  steps  to  alter  the  condition  of  things  by 
giving  the  tenant  notice  to  quit  or  otherwise.  It  was 
contended  on  behalf  of  the  appellant  that  the  said  house 
v*  as  not  a  lodging*  house  within  the  meaning-  of  the  said 
Bye-laws,  and  in  support  of  that  contention  the  case  of 
Weatheritt  v.  Cantlay  (1901),  2  King’s  Bench,  285,  was 
citeci.  I,  however,  decided  that  the  said  house  was  a 
lodging  house  within  the  meaning  of  the  said  Bye-laws,  and 
that  the  appellant  being- the  landlord  thereof  had  knowingly 
caused  and  suffered  a  greater  number  of  persons  than 
'would  admit  of  the  provision  of  air  space  required  for  each 
do  occupy  at  one  time  as  a  sleeping  apartment  a  room,  to 
vit,  the  said  back  room  on  the  first  floor  used  exclusively 
for  that  purpose.  On  the  facts  as  above  stated  I  held  that 
the  room  was  under  the  appellant’s  control  within  the 
meaning-  of  the  said  third  Bye-law.  1  therefore  convicted 
the  appellant,  and  I  fined  him  £5  and  ordered  him  to  pay 
£2  2s.  for  ccsts.  The  question  for  the  opinion  of  the  Court 
is — Whether  the  premises  so  constructed  and  let  as  afore¬ 
said  were  a  lodging  house  within  the  meaning  of  the  said 
Bye-laws.  If  the  Court  is  of  that  opinion,  then  my  said 
•decision  is  to  stand  :  if  the  Court  is  of  the  contrarv  opinion, 
my  said  decision  is  to  be  quashed,  or  such  other  Order 
is  to  be  made  herein  as  to  the  Court  may  seem  just.” 

Judgment. 

The  Lord  Chief  Justice:  If  this  house,  under  the  cir¬ 
cumstances  stated  in  the  case,  does  not  fall  within  the 
Section,  I  fail  to  see  what  house  would  fall  within  the 
Section.  The  Magistrate  has  found  as  a  fact  that  it  is  an 
ordinary  six-roomed  house  with  a  common  staircase,  each 
pair  of  rooms  being  occupied  by  a  separate  family,  and  it 
is  within  the  words  “  house  occupied  by  members  of  more 
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Ilian  one  family  *’  the  Magistrate  has  found  that,  and 
whether  it  is  a  question  of  degree  or  a  question  of  fact 
makes  no  difference.  He  has  found  it  as  a  fact,  and  if 
there  was  evidence  upon  which  he  could  so  find  it  we 
should  not  upset  if.  It  was  conceded  that  the  case  of 
Weatheritt  v.  Cantlay  was  contrary  to  that.  I  asked 
Mr.  Hinde  to  read  the  judgment  in  that  case,  which  he 
kindly  did,  and  it  seems  from  that  that  the  test  which  the 
Magistrate  has  applied  here  is  the  right  test.  In  that  case 
there  were  a  number  of  floors  containing  separate  tene¬ 
ments  which  might  be  defined  to  be  separate  houses,  and 
they  did  not  cease  to  be  separate  houses  because  they 
were  under  one  common  roof.  I  there  used  the  expression, 
which  I  repeat,  that  if  that  were  not  the  true  test,  all 
blocks  of  buildings  occupied  as  flats  would  be  places 
occupied  by  more  than  one  family  and  would  come  within 
the  purview  of  the  Section.  I  think  that  is  an  observation 
which  is  entitled  to  weight.  I  think  that  here  the 
Magistrate  was  perfectly  entitled  to  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  this  is  a  house  within  Section  94  of  the  Act. 

Mr.  Justice  Wills:  I  am  of  the  same  opinion.  I  think 
this  is  a  house,  or  the  Act  of  Parliament  would  be  of  no 
use. 


Mr.  Justice  Channell :  I  agree  on  the  ground  that  it  is  a 
question  of  fact.  I  have  a  little  doubt  whether  the 
separate  tenements  were  separate  houses,  but  I  think  that 
upon  the  facts  as  found  the  Magistrate  was  right. 

Mr.  Muir  :  The  appeal  is  dismissed  with  costs. 


The  Lord  Chief  Justice  :  Yes. 
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Weatheritt  v.  Cantlay. 

Houses  Jet  in  Lodgings. 

This  cose  was  decided  in  the  King’s  Bench  Divisional 
Court  on  May  13th,  1 901.  The  late  Vestry  of  St.  Georg-e- 
the-Martyr,  by  their  Sanitary  Inspector  Weatheritt, 
summoned  the  defendant  Cantlay  for  non-compliance  with 
an  Order  of  the  Vestry  to  furnish  information  to  enable  the 
Authority  to  register  a  block  of  artisan’s  dwelling's  as  a 
lodging  house,  and  on  the  hearing  before  Mr.  Slade,  the 
Police  Magistrate,  the  summons  was  dismissed.  On  the 
application  of  the  Vestry  a  case  was  stated  for  the 
decision  of  the  High  Court  and  came  before  two  Judges, 
who  i ef erred  it  to  the  tribunal  above-mentioned. 

After  hearing  the  arguments,  the  Lord  Chief  Justice  in 
giving  judgment  said  :  “  I  think,  now  this  case  has  been 
argued  out,  that  there  is  really  no  difficulty  in  it.  I  do  not 
think  that  any  of  the  cases  on  the  meaning  of  the  word 
‘house’  for  the  purpose  of  particular  Statutes  help  us. 
I  think  we  have  really  to  look  to  see  what  the  object  of 
this  legislation  was,  and  then  construe  the  words  with 
refeience  to  the  object  of  the  legislation.  By  Sub-section 
A  of  Section  94  of  the  Public  Health  (London)  Act.  1891  : 
fbeiy  Sanitary  Authority  shall  make  and  enforce  such 
Bye-laws  as  are  requisite  for  the  following  matters — that 
is  to  say :  (a)  For  fixing  the  number  of  persons  who  may 
occupy  a  house  or  part  of  a  house  which  is  let  in  lodgings.’ 
I  think  the  object  of  this  legislation  was  to  control  the 
number  of  people  who  should  occupy  a  tenement  which 
may  fairly  be  described  as  a  separate  house,  and  that  is 
shown  by  the  words  ‘part  of  a  house  which  is  let  in 
lodgings.’  Speaking  for  myself,  I  do  not  draw  any  dis¬ 
tinction  between  the  words  ‘  let  in  lodgings’  or  ‘occupied 
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b}r  members  of  more  than  one  family,’  except  that  one 
state  of  facts  may  bring*  it  within  one  set  of  words,  and 
another  state  of  facts  may  bring*  it  within  the  other,  but 
whether  the  lodgings  are  furnished  or  unfurnished  for  the 
purpose  of  this  Section  seems  to  me  to  make  no  difference. 
I  think  I  must  find,  in  order  to  bring  it  within  the  Section, 
either  a  house  which  is  itself  let  in  lodgings  or  a  part  of  a 
house  which  is  let  in  lodgings.  It  is  said,  when  you  come 
to  deal  with  the  facts  of  this  case  that  you  are  to  look  at 
the  whole  structure  and  regard  the  whole  building  of 
bricks  and  mortar  as  one  house,  and  then,  if  vou  find  it 
sub-divided  inside,  it  is  a  house  which  is,  or  a  part  of 
which  is,  let  in  lodgings.  I  do  not  call  attention  to  the 
extraordinary  result  of  that  argument  except  for  the 
purpose  of  trying  to  see  why  the  Legislature  should  have 
put  in  those  limiting  words,  but  one  cannot  help  seeing 
that  if  Mr.  Macmorran’s  view  is  right  there  might  be 
some  very  large  structure  of  absolutely  separate  residen¬ 
tial  flats,  and  if  any  one  of  them  was  let  in  lodgings  the 
whole  of  them  must  come  in  for  the  purpose  of  this. 
Further  than  that,  1  cannot  help  thinking*  that  there  is  a 
good  deal  in  the  view  that,  although  the  Legislature  might 
have  imposed  a  limit  to  the  value  in  every  case,  either 
lodgings  let  at  a  certain  rent  or  houses  occupied  by 
members  of  more  than  one  family,  or  a  house — that  is  to 
say,  a  separate  tenement — let  at  a  certain  rent;  yet,  still, 
when  you  find  them  applicable  to  a  given  subject  matter, 
and  not  to  a  subject  matter  limited  by  some  pecuniary 
standard.  I  think,  when  you  look  at  the  facts  of  this 
case,  this  building  is  a  collection  of  houses  for  the  purpose 
of  this  Section.  There  is  no  front  door.  There  is  a 
common  passage  and  common  staircases.  On  those  common 
passages  and  common  staircases  open  a  number  of  front 
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-doors  which  may  be  locked,  and  are  separately  occupied 
by  the  tenants  of  those.  If  any  one  of  those  is  kt  in 
lodgings,  or  if  a  room  is  occupied  by  members  of  more 
than  one  family,  then  the  particular  landlord  of  that 
particular  house  would  come  within  the  terms  of  the 
Section.  In  my  opinion  it  is  going  too  far  to  say  that 
the  whole  structure  of  bricks  and  mortar  is  a  house,  or 
part  of  a  house  let  in  lodgings  or  occupied  by  members 
of  more  than  one  family,  simply  because  there  are  separate 
tenements  and  separate  occupations  under  the  circum¬ 
stances  stated  in  this  case.  1  think,  therefore,  the 
judgment  of  the  Magistrate  was  quite  right.” 

The  other  Justices  concurred,  and  the  appeal  of  the 
Vestry— now  merged  in  the  Metropolitan  Borough  of 
Southwark — was  dismissed  with  costs. 


Roots  v.  Beaumont. 

Queen’s  Bench  Division.  April  (th,  1880. 

.Public  Health  Act ,  18/5,  Section  00. — Bye-laivs  as  to 

Houses  let  in  Lodgings . 

A  local  board  made  bye-laws  requiring  registration, 
•&c.,  fi  om  the  landlord  of  a  lodging-  house,  and  defined 
lodging  house  ”  to  mean  “  a  house  or  part  of  a  house 
ichich  is  let  in  lodgings  or  occupied  bij  membeas  cf  more 
■than  one  family .”  B.  let  four  unfurnished  rooms  of  her 
house  to  M.  and  his  family. 

Held— The  Justices  were  wrong  in  holding  that  B.  did 
not  come  within  the  meaning  cf  the  definition  as  landlord 
-of  a  lodging  house.  (L.I.J.P.,  p.  197.) 
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Adoptive  Acts,  Bye-laws,  and  Regulations. 

In  the  special  table  at  the  end  of  this  report  these  are 
shown  where  they  are  in  force  in  the  various  districts  of 
the  county,  so  far  as  the  information  is  available.

Statistical  A  otes. — The  deaths  from  the  principal  zymotic 
diseases  numbered  83,  equal  to  a  rate  of  1*8  per  1,000  of 

population,  as  compared  with  2*4,  2*2,  and  2*5  in  the  three 
previous  years. 


Ivfeciious  Diseases  Notification—  The  Act  has  been  in 
force  in  the  district  since  1890.  During  the  year  215  cases 
of  the  scheduled  diseases  were  notified,  and  in  addition  183 
cases  of  chickenpox.  In  the  three  previous  years  the 
numbers  of  the  scheduled  diseases  were  172,  333,  and  239. 
Phthisis  is  a  voluntarily  notifiable  disease. 
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Bacteriological  Examinations. — Sputum  bottles  are  pro¬ 
vided  for  suspicious  cases  of  phthisis,  and  bacteriological 
examinations  made  free  of  charge.  It  is  recommended 
that  similar  examinations  be  made  in  cases  of  suspected 
diphtheria. 

Epidemics. — Diarrhoea  was  less  prevalent  and  measles 
more  prevalent  than  usual,  judging  by  the  number  of 
deaths.  Scarlet  fever  cases  were  somewhat  more 
numerous  than  in  the  previous  year,  but  less  than  half  as 
numerous  as  in  1900  ;  31  cases  of  smallpox  were  notified. 

Isolation  Hospital,— The  smallpox  patients  were  removed 
to  Clare  Ilall  Hospital,  South  Mimms,  where  ten  beds 
were  retained.  The  work  of  providing  an  Isolation 
Hospital  for  other  infectious  diseases  has  <:been  practically 
started.” 

Water  Supply. — The  District  is  supplied  by  the  Grand 
Junction  Waterworks  Company. 

Sanitation. — The  number  of  houses  is  rapidly  increasing. 
Attention  is  again  drawn  to  the  need  for  a  dust  destructor. 
The  sanitary  work  accomplished  is  shown  in  the  Tables  in 
Part  III.

Statistical  Notes. — The  deaths  from  the  principal  zymotic 
diseases  were  35,  equivalent  to  a  rate  of  2 -2  per  1,000,  or 
1*5  lower  than  last  year,  andjlT  lower  than  the  average 
of  the  last  10  years. 

Infections  Diseases  Notification . — The  Act  has  been  in 
force  since  December,  1889.  During  the  year  93  certifi¬ 
cates  were  received,  as  compared  with  90,  128,  and  91  in 
the  three  previous  years.  In  addition  66  certificates  of 
ehickenpox  were  received. 

Bacteriological  Examinations. — In  suspected  cases  of 
diphtheria,  swabs  and  sterilised  tubes  are  supplied  and 
bacteriological  examinations  made. 

Epidemics.  —There  was  a  fall  in  the  prevalence  of  all  the 
infectious  and  zymotic  diseases  except  diphtheria  and 
smallpox.  Of  smallpox  3  cases  were  notified,  and  of  diph¬ 
theria  29  were  notified  as  compared  with  14  in  the  previous 
year.  One  of  the  smallpox  patients  was  supposed  to  have 
contracted  the  disease  “from  working  his  steam-tug: 
coaling  the  hospital  ships  in  the  Thames.”

— Thirteen  cases  of  smallpox  occurred  during* 
the  year.  Scarlet  fever  and  typhoid  were  less  prevalent 
than  in  the  previous  year.

Isolation  Hospital . — The  smallpox  cases  were  all  promptly 
removed  to  the  South  Minims  Hospital.  Plans  were  pre¬ 
pared  for  an  isolation  hospital  and  a  Local  Government 
Hoard  inquiry  held  with  a  satisfactory  result. 

Sanitation. — A  systematic  house  to  house  inspection  has 
been  carried  out,  and  certain  areas  have  been  inspected 
twice  a  year.  Seven  cottages  were  condemned  as  unfit 
for  habitation  and  closed.  The  Homefield  Recreation 
Ground  was  opened  in  May,  and  the  front  and  back 
commons  were  also  improved.  Public  baths  are  wanted, 
also  a  central  public  sanitary  convenience.  The  dust 
destructor  remains  in  perspective.  A  crematorium  is 
suggested.  Plans  were  presented  for  10  blocks,  154 
houses,  16  shops,  and  2  factories.  A  junior  sanitary 
inspector  and  a  junior  clerk  have  been  appointed.

Epidemics,  ihc  1,090  cases  notified  included  no  less 
than  701  cases  of  smallpox.  Scarlet  fever,  diphtheria, 
=and  enteric  fever  were  also  more  prevalent  during  the 
}eai.  Hie  number  of  enteric  fever  cases  during  the  last 
year  and  the  preceding  years  was  86,  65,  67,  43,  and  23 
of  diphtheria,  58,  40,  37,  and  33;  of  scarlet  fever,  179, 
456,  and  136. 


Isolation  Hospital. — There  is  an  arrangement  with  the 
bn i field  District  Council  to  reserve  in  their  hospital  at 
World’s  End  9  beds  for  scarlet  fever,  1  for  enteric  fever, 
and  1  for  diphtheria.  It  has  also  been  arranged  that  the 
Edmonton  Council  shall  in  future  take  all  infectious  cases 
from  the  Edmontcn  Guardians  at  once  upon  notification, 
ihe  scheme  for  the  infectious  hospital  “  was  to  some  extent 
in  abeyance  as  the  Council's  energies  were  exerted  to  the 
requirements  of  Ihe  temporary  smallpox  hospital.”  The 
'5  beds  reserved  at  the  South  Minims  Hospital  for  small¬ 
pox  cases  were  supplemented,  a  temporary  hospital  for 
the  district,  consisting  ultimately  of  10  marquee  tents  for 
waids,  and  tents  to  accommodate  the  staff  and  for  accessory 
purposes,  subsequently  a  wooden  administrative  block  and 
nurses  house  was  erected.  A  new  steam  disinfector  was 
erected  in  the  grounds.  The  old  farm  house  was  utilised 
as  a  £k  contact-house.”  The  staff  of  the  hospital  consisted 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Sanitary  Inspector  and 
23  assistants,  including  extra  hands  disinfecting,  &c. 

Disinfection. — The  old  hot  air  oven  was  displaced  by' a 
steam  disinfector  of  the  most  approved  pattern. 
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Sanitation. — Streets  and  houses  extend  rapidly  for  the 
working-  population  which  is  flooding  Edmonton.  “  The 
Council’s  Building  Bye-laws  are  carried  out  under  the 
supervision  of  the  building  inspectors,  drains  are  tested  by 
the  water  test  by  your  sanitary  inspectors,  and  when  the 
houses  are  completed  I  visit  them  to  see  if  they  are  fit 
for  habitation.”  Several  new  factoiies  have  been  erected. 
New  sewers  are  in  course  of  construction  and  a  new 
pumping  station  is  being  constructed  at  the  Council’s 
Sewage  Farm.  Periodical  inspections  of  the  district  are 
made  from  time  to  time.  A  new  mortuary,  with  post¬ 
mortem  room,  is  being  erected.

Bacteriological  Examinations,  — In  15  suspected  diphtheria, 
cases  bacteriological  examinations  were  made  with  two 
positive  results. 

Epidemics.— There  were  102  cases  of  smallpox.  A  slight 
rise  in  the  number  of  scarlet  fever  and  enteric  fever  cases, 
and  a  fall  in  other  cases.  The  St,  James’  Boys’  and 
National  Girls’  and  Infants’  Schools,  Enfield  Highway, 
were  closed  for  three  weeks  on  account  of  measles. 

Isolation  Hospital. — Referring  to  smallpox,  Dr.  Ridge' 
says  “With  only  102  cases  and  9  deaths,  the  lesson  is 
obvious  that  the  provision  of  a  hospital  for  purposes  of 
isolation  of  the  first  cases  in  the  nick  of  time  was  the 
means  by  which  this  district  v?as  saved  from  the  over-' 
v  helming  extension  which  befell  our  neighbour! ”  Edmonton. 
Provision  had  been  made  by  retaining  five  beds  at  the 
South  Minims  Smallpox  Hospital,  but  in  view  of  the 
probabilities  a  temporary  hospital  was  erected  at  Crewe’s 
Hill  of  iron  and  wood,  at  first  for  20  patients  and  acces- 
soiies,  and  later  by  extension  for  12  further  patients  and 
accessories,  and  later  still  by  another  block.  The  last  was 
happily  not  required  and  was  removed  and  re-erected  at 
the  permanent  isolation  hospital  at  World’s  End  for 
seal latina  patients.  At  the  World’s  End  Hospital  there  is 
now  “accommodation  for  73  cases  of  scarlet  feveiq  13  of 
diphtheria,  and  18  of  enteric  fever,  besides  4  beds  in  the 
observation  ward,  making  111  beds  in  all.”  During  the  year 
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433  cases  were  admitted,  of  which  27(J  came  from  Enfield, 
107  from  Edmonton,  31  from  Cheshunt,  7  from  Wood 
Ween,  4  from  Southgate,  3  from  Waltham  Abbey,  1  from 
Finchley,  and  1  from  Friern  Bar.iet.  A  septic  tank  lias 
been  constructed  for  disposing*  of  the  sewage,  and  the 
effluent  is  distributed  over  several  acres  of  land. 

Water  Supply. — The  deep  wells  at  Bonders  End  were 
affected  by  the  pumping  of  the  East  London  Water  Com¬ 
pany  and  a  new  well  was  sunk  in  the  western  valley  of 
the  district  close  to  the  Hadley  Road.  Of  samples  of  water 
from  13  private  wells  2  were  found  contaminated  and  1 
suspicious. 

Sewerage. — The  receiving  chamber  at  the  sewage  farm 
has  been  covered  over  and  ventilated.  The  water-logged 
condition  of  the  sewage  farm  is  under  consideration.  The 
effluent  from  the  Cheshunt  Sewage  Farm  is  unsatisfactory. 
564  buildings  were  completed  during  the  year  and  certified, 
of  which  509  were  dwelling-houses.  18  private  streets 
were  laid  out,  and  10  made  up  and  adopted.  o±  miles  of 
seveis  v  eie  laid,  and  4Jf  miles  of  drains.  A  new  park  of 
lo^  acres  was  opened,  and  a  new  recreation  ground  of 
1/L  acres  at  Enfield  Lock,  and  another  of  28  acres  at 
Enfield  Highway  were  purchased.

— The  London  Count}-  Asylum  at  Colney 
Hatch  (population  2,736,  births  3,  deaths  234)  is  excluded 
from  the  above  rates,  also  the  death  of  1  non-resident 
dying  in  the  district,  and  the  deaths  of  4  residents  dying' 
beyond  the  district  are  included.

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Nvifh  the  sewage,  which,  after  being-  screened,  passes  into 
the  settling  tanks,  of  which  there  are  four,  overflows 
through  coke  screens  into  an  open  channel,  “  then  oa  to 
first  contact  bacteria  beds  and  through  the  filter  or  second 
bacteria  beds  into  an  effluent  chamber,  and  thence  into  the 
biook  in  Wood  Green.  “  The  Committee  have  not  been 
able  to  recommend  the  erection  of  workmen’s  dwellings 
owing  to  the  high  prices  asked  for  suitable  sites.”  A  Ligh t 
Railway  is  authorised  to  bo  constructed  through  tie 
district  from  Wood  Green  to  Finchley.  A  Provisional 
Order  for  electric  lightiug  has  been  obtained.  The 
question  of  a  constant  supply  from  the  Barnet  Water 
'Company  is  still  receiving  the  attention  of  the  Council.

An  insurance  was  also  effected  “  to  cover 
nny  financial  loss  that  should  arise  owing'  to  smallpox 
cases.”  Tw  o  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  promptly  admitted 
to  the  Ealing  Isolation  Hospital,  but  the  Council  is  advised 
to  make  some  permanent  arrangement  for  accommodation. 

San-.tatioii.-  Di.  Eeece,  Local  Government  Board  Inspec¬ 
tor,  on  the  12th  February,  1902,  succeeded  in  persuading 
the  Council  to  adopt  the  Infectious  .Diseases  Prevention 
Act,  1890,  but  not  the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes 
Act.  There  are  no  workshops,  workplaces,  public  laundries, 
or  bakehouses  in  the  district.  Many  of  the  cottages  in  the 
district  are  in  a  very  unsanitary  state.  The  greatest 
nuisances  have  arisen  from  badly  kept  farmyards.

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Isolation  Hospital— Since  then  a  suitable  hospital  for 
smallpox,  fully  equipped,  has  been  provided  in  conjunction 
with  Tedding  ton  and  Hampton  Wick  Districts.  The 
tenure  of  the  isolation  hospital  at  Tolworth,  Surbiton, 
feuney,  is  nearb,  at  an  end,  and  plans  have  been  prepared 
mid  submitted  for  approval  to  the  Local  Government 
Board  for  the  erection  of  a  new  hospital. 


Sanitation. — Four  samples  of  private  well  water  were 
examined  and  found  unfit  for  use.  rlhe  soap  works  are 
visited  periodically.  “  A  further  number  of  houses  suitable 
for  artizans  have  been  erected  during  the  year,  and  more 
are  in  course  of  erection.”  «  It  has  been  found  necessary 
to  inciease  the  tank  capacity  at  the  sew'&ge  works,  so  as 
to  effectually  deal  with  the  increasing  amount  of  sewage/’

Infectious  Diseases  Notification. — The  Act  has  been  in 
force  since  1891.  During  the  year  133  cases  of  scheduled 
diseases  were  notified,  and  also  49  cases  of  chickenpox.

scheduled  diseases  notified  were,  respectively,  139,  99,

Epidemics.  The  scarlet  fever  cases  fell  to  nearly  one- 
half  the  number  of  the  previous  year.  On  the  other  hand 
the  number  of  typhoid  fever  cases  rose  from  8  in  the 
previous  year  to  23,  due  partly  to  want  of  isolation 
accommodation  and  personal  infection,  and  partly  to  the 
eating  of  shellfish.

All  the  cases  of  smallpox 
were  removed  to  this  hospital  except  the  first  and  last, 
which  were  removed  to  South  Mimms.  There  is  no 
hospital  provision  for  diphtheria  and  typhoid  fever.

Disinfection.— A  disinfecting  station  has  been  established, 
with  an  improved  Washington  Lyon  disinfector,  and  suit¬ 
able  vans  for  the  conveyance  of  articles  to  and  fro. 


Vaccination. — Of  670  new-born  infants  registered  during 
1902,  575  were  successfully  vaccinated,  5  were  returned  as 
insusceptible,  30  were  certified  conscientious  objections, 
44  died  unvaccinated,  18  removed  to  places  unknown,  and 
5  were  certified  by  postponement.  The  Public  Vaccinator 
performed  800  re-vaccinations,  this  is  exclusive  of  the 
unknown  number  performed  by  private  practitioners. 

Sanitation. — It  is  suggested  that  a  dust  destructor  be 
erected  for  the  disposal  of  refuse,  also  that  a  suitable 
mortuary  be  built  with  accessories,  that  sanitary  con¬ 
venience  would  be  useful  at  West  Hendon,  and  that  public 
baths  might  avoid  the  “  numerous  fatalities  that  occur 
annually  at  the  Welsh  Harp.”  The  erection  of  artizans- 
dwellings  is  under  consideration.  The  filters  at  the* 
sewage  farm  have  been  renovated  with  much  benefit  to  the 
effluent.

— There  are  in  the  district  five  dairies,  no 
factory,  and  one  bakehouse.  A  drainage  scheme  has  been 
devised  to  carry  the  sewage  to  the  five  acres  of  land 
bought  in  1900  at  the  southwest  portion  of  the  district 
near  Neasden  Bridge. 

In  the  Hyde  area  in  the  hot  weather  a  cart  is  wanted 
once  a  week  to  remove  the  refuse  away  from  the  houses. 
The  absence  of  mortuary  accommodation  gives  rise  to 
difficulty.  In  the  absence  of  a  steam  disinfector  formalin 
and  sulphur  are  used  to  disinfect  rooms.  The  school  house 
is  to  be  enlarged  and  improved.

During  the  year  110  cases  of  the 
scheduled  diseases  were  notified,  and  also  73  cases  of 
chickenpox.  In  the  three  previous  years  the  numbers 
were  85,  105,  and  174  cases,  respectively. 

Epidemics.  —  In  the  middle  of  the  year  measles  was  very 
prevalent.  Scarlet  fever  was  slightly  more  prevalent,  and 
also  diphtheria.  There  were  two  cases  of  smallpox. 

Isolation  Hospital— The  smallpox  cases  went  to  the  Joint 
Hospital,  Yeading,  Uxbridge  JR.D.  The  isolation  hospital 
foi  other  infectious  diseases,  situated  on  the  north  side 
of  Mount  I  leasant,  is  nearing  completion,  and  consists  of  an 
administrative,  a  service,  a  pavilion,  and  an  observation 
block.  The  pavilion  contains  13  beds  in  2  wards,  and  the 
observation  block  contains  4  beds  in  2  wards. 

Sanitation.— The  water  of  the  South-West  Suburban 
Water  Company  supplying  the  district  was  analysed  and 
found  satisfactory.  It  is  urged  that  a  dust  destructor  will 
have  to  be  provided.  The  sewage  works  have  been 
improved  and  extended.

Statistical  Notes. — At  the  Metropolitan  Asylums  Board’s 
Hospital  at  Winchmore  Hill,  at  the  Census  of  1901,  there 
were  232  inmates  and  206  officers,  a  total  of  438  persons. 
During  1902  there  were  admitted  into  the  hospital  3,860 
cases  of  scarlet  fever  and  307  of  diphtheria,  and  there 
were  7  deaths,  5  from  scarlet  fever  and  2  from  measles. 


The  principal  zymotic  diseases  in  the  district  caused  13 
deaths,  equal  to  a  rate  of  0*82  ptr  1,000,  as  compared 

with  1  3,  DO,  and  2 *7  per  1,000  in  the  three  previous 
years.  • 


Infectious  Diseases  Notification.  —  The  Act  has  been  in 
force  since  December,  1889.  During  the  year  110  cases 
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of  the  scheduled  infectious  diseases  were  notified,  as 
compared  with  108,  90,  and  170  in  the  three  previous 
years,  and,  in  addition,  105  cases  of  chickenpox. 

Bacteriological  Examinations.— During  the  year  47  speci¬ 
mens  were  sent  to  the  Jenner  Institute  (f  Preventive 
Medicine  foi  bacteriological  examination  from  suspected 
cases  of  diphtheria,  typhoid  fever,  and  phthisis,  of  which 
21  gave  positive  and  26  negative  results.  Handbills  of 
instructions  in  cases  of  consumption,  measles,  and 
whooping  cough  are  left  at  infected  houses,  these  non- 
notifiabie  diseases  being  notified  by  the  school  authorities. 


Epidemics.— Eight  cases  of  smallpox  were  notified  from 
7  houses.  Whooping  cough  was  very  prevalent,  and  at 
Christmas  the  schools  were  closed  an  extra  week. 


Isolation  Hospital. —  The  8  cases  of  smallpox  were 
removed  to  the  South  Minims  Hospital.  The  isolation 
hospital  at  file  Kiln  Lane,  Palmer’s  Green,  was  formally 
opened  on  the  4th  of  January.  It  consists  of  a  scarlet 
fever  block  of  2  wards,  and  half  an  observation  block  of 
2  wards  containing  14  beds  and  4  cots3  also  an  adminis¬ 
trative  block,  a  laundry  and  disinfecting  block  with 
mortuary  attached,  and  a  porter’s  lodge.  During  the  year 
63  cases  were  admitted,  namely,  50  of  scarlet  fever,  9  of 
diphtheria,  and  4  of  typhoid  fever ;  3  of  the  cases 

of  scarlet  fever  were*  admitted  from  Friern  Barnet,  and 
1  of  the  typhoid  cases  from  East  Barnet ;  and  three  cases 
of  diphtheria  from  Southgate  were  sent  to  the  Enfield 
Hospital.  There  is  a  steam  disinfector  at  the  hospital. 


Sanitation. — Practically  all  the  houses  iu  the  district  are 
now  supplied  by  the  New  River  Company.  1,725  yards  of 
new  foul  water  sewers  were  laid,  and  2,878  of  new 
surface  water  sewers,  and  a  number  of  tall  ventilators 
erected.  Bounds  Green  Brook  and  Pymmes  Brook  remain 
in  about  the  same  condition,  owing  to  the  discharge  into 
them  of  sewage  effluents  from  neighbouring  districts  which 
render  them  offensive  in  dry  weather.  The  number  of  old 
cottages  being  pulled  down  to  make  room  for  villa  and 
shop  property  renders  the  necessity  for  providing  suitable 
dwellings  under  the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act 
more  and  more  imperative.  A  number  of  roads  were  made 
up,  but  the  paving’  and  draining  of  certain  back  entrances 
remains  undone.  The  Local  Government  Board  has 
sanctioned  the  borrowing  of  money  to  purchase  Broomfield 
Park  of  54  acres  as  an  open  space,  the  purchase  price 
being  £25,000,  to  which  the  Middlesex  County  Council  has 
agreed  to  contribute  £6,250.

— The  number  of  deaths  regis¬ 
tered  in  the  District  was  83,  and  8  parishoners  died 
outside  the  District  in  the  Workhouse  in  the  Staines  Rural 
District.

There  is  no 
isolation  hospital  for  other  infectious  diseases. 

Sanitation. — 95  per  cent  of  the  houses  are  supplied  by 
the  South-West  Suburban  Water  Company.  One  well 
was  closed  as  polluted.  The  inhabitants  of  the  Yeoveney 
District  obtain  their  water  supply  from  the  Colne.  Ninety 
per  cent  of  the  houses  are  provided  with  water-closets,  and 
nearly  all  connected  with  the  sewers.  During'  the  year,  7 
cesspools  were  abolished  and  the  drains  connected  to  the 
sewers.  The  filter  beds  at  the  sewage  works  are  now  at 
work,  and  the  effluent  is  satisfactory.  The  backyards  of 
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mairf  cottages  require  paving.  The  floors  of  the  houses 
in  Fairfield  Terrace  require  raising  above  the  street  level 
to  avoid  flooding  during  heavy  rain,  and  the  street 
surface  requires  draining.

Infections  Diseases  Notification—  The  Act  has  been  in 
force  since  1890.  During  ihe  year,  1,407  cases  of  the 
scheduled  diseases  were  notified,  and  in  addition  669  cases 
of  chick enpox.  In  each  of  the  ihree  previous  years  the 
number  of  cases  of  the  scheduled  diseases  was  1,133,  794 
and  908  respectively. 

Epidemics. — In  the  number  of  deaths  from  diarrhoea 
theie  was  a  fall  from  111  to  30;  those  of  whooping-cough 
rose  from  21  to  37 ;  and  the  deaths  from  measles  fell

At  the  Hale  Waterworks  a  new  pump 
was  fixed  to  a  depth  of  250  feet,  and  the  well  at  the 
Park  Pumping-  Station  was  also  deepened. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage . — The  total  length  of  soil  and 
surface  water  sewers  is  250  miles.  The  defective  sewers  in 
No.  2  district  were  relaid. 

Sanitation  Generally. — It  is  recommended  that  a  public 
abattoir  should  be  erected.  The  Local  Government  Board 
has  sanctioned  the  loan  of  £27,300  for  the  erection  of  a 
refuse  destructor.  Many  private  roads  “  are  in  a  disgrace¬ 
ful  condition.”  The  number  of  plans  of  dwelling  houses 
and  shops  passed  was  808  as  compared  with  971  in  the 
previous  year,  and  1,183  in  the  year  before.

Deaths  under  1  year,  28;  infantile  mortality-rate,  128*4. 

Statistical  Notes. — -The  principal  zymotic  diseases  caused 
12  deaths,  equal  to  a  rate  of  1*6  per  1,000.  In  the  two 
previous  years  the  numbers  of  deaths  were  15  and  5. 

Infectious  Diseases  Notification. — The  Act  has  been  in 
force  since  1891.  Daring  the  year  53  cases  were  notified, 
as  compared  with  61,  24,  and  40  cases  in  the  three 
previous  years. 
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Epidemics. — Scarlet  fever  was  epidemic  in  the  spring  and 
autumn.  Influenza  and  whooping-cough  were  prevalent. 

Isolation  Hospital. — A  temporary  hospital  of  8  beds  was 
provided  for  smallpox,  but,  happily,  was  not  required.. 
By  temporary  arrangement  with  the  Hendon  Rural  District 
Council,  cases  of  other  infectious  diseases  are  removed  to 
their  Isolation  Hospital  at  Stanmore,  but  the  rapid  growth 
of  the  District  requires  a  permanent  hospital  as  a  satis¬ 
factory  provision  for  the  protection  of  its  population. 

A  portable  apparatus  for  disinfecting  bedding  and 
clothing  by  means  of  current  steam  has  been  provided, 
together  with  a  carriage  for  its  conveyance,  which  will 
also  serve  as  a  mortuary  carriage. 

Sanitation.  A  new  cemetery  and  recreation  ground 
were  opened  in  the  autumn.  A  mortuary,  with  P.M. 
room,  has  been  provided  at  the  rear  of  the  Council’s 
Offices.  The  Infectious  Diseases  Prevention  Act,  1890, 
has  been  adopted.  New  roads  are  being  made  and 
improved.  100  new  tenement  houses  and  44  flats  have 
been  built  during  the  year,  and  80  houses  and  14  flats  are 
in  course  of  erection.

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Isolation  Hospital ,  etc. — 78  cases  were  admitted  to  the 
smallpox  hospital  at  Kingsbury,  7  of  which  did  not  suffer 
from  smallpox.  To  the  isolation  hospital  at  Dog  Lane  518 
cases  were  admitted,  namely  282  of  scarlet  fever,  222  of 
diphtheria,  and  14  of  enteric  fever.  At  the  same  time  the 
work  of  permanent  enlargement  of  the  hospital  was  pro¬ 
ceeding’.

Of  the  children  admitted  to  the  Dog  Lane  Hospital 
suffering  from  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria,  26-3  per  cent, 
were  found  to  be  unvaccinated. 

Sanitation. — Of  the  27  underground  bakehouses,  nearly 
all  will  require  considerable  alterations  to  render  them 
suitable.  Complaints  of  the  deposit  of  house  refuse  have 
been  received  and  the  need  for  a  dust  destructor  is  pressing- 
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Four  houses  in  Dudden  Hill  Lane  were  closed  under  the 
Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act,  1890.  The  number 
of  cowsheds  is  gradually  diminishing,  7  still  remain.  Food 
inspections  are  made  on  Saturday  nights  and  Sunday 
mornings.  The  various  premises  are  periodically 
inspected.

N.B. — The  parish  of  Feltbam  has  provided  a  force  pump 
and  van  for  cesspool  emptying,  at  a  moderate  charge, 
and  other  parishes  are  about  to  follow  suit. 
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Hamvoith  has  provided  itself  with  mortuary  accom¬ 
modation,  and  Feltham,  Ashford,  and  Bedfont  require 
accommodation  more,  as  they  are  larger  and  more 
important  places.  Overcrowding  is  caused  by  the  influx 
of  labour  for  the  Waterworks  Construction  Scheme. 
Assistance  is  required,  as  disinfection  is  done  largely  by 
householders  in  an  unsatisfactory  manner,  and  not  only 
has  overcrowding  to  be  controlled,  but  also  evasion  of 
the  building  bye-laws  to  be  prevented.

A  proper  steam  disinfecting  apparatus  is  urgently 
required. 

Sanitation. — There  are  many  cottages  without  a  fit 
supply  of  water,  the  sources  in  many  cases  being  shallow 
surface  wells  and  polluted  ditches.  In  N orthwood  (Ruislip 
Parish)  there  are  cesspools  excavated  deeply  into  the 
porous  chalk,  from  which  the  liquid  soaks  away  and  would 
pohute  underground  waters.  Extensive  sewerage  schemes 
are  completed  for  Ruislip,  Northwood,  Hillingdon,  West 
Drayton,  Tiewsley  and  Cowley.  Hayes  is  without  a 
sewerage  system,  and  the  drainage  of  Harefield  is  verv 
unsatisfactory.  Yiewslev  is  the  poorest  and  most  densely 
populated  locality.
